Carmen 

Campaign 

Underway

There were 750 cheering supporters on hand Sunday 
night when William Carmen made his official bid for the 
mayor's job. 

Carmen, 54, is seeking the city's top administrative 
post for the third time. In the 1971 election, he lost a four¬ 
way race by 900 votes to Newton's current mayor. 

"Love" was the key word in his speech Sunday, made 
before an inundation of people that "exceeded our wildest 
estimates", as one aide put it. 

“Unity” was another word that popped up frequently 
in the candidate's remarks and in the remarks of those 
who introduced him. 

State Representative Paul H. Guzzi, chosen to of¬ 
ficially present Carmen to November’s voters, had this to 
say: 

"All too often many of us have not united behind 
causes to improve this city. I think this is a new beginning 
for us in our sense of unity in our own ranks behind a man 
who has contributed significantly to our city." 

Guzzi, rumored at one point to be considering entering 
the race himself, characterized Carmen as a man who 
“has extended himself to many people over the years.” 

“I agree with the message of unity which comes 
across quite vividly this evening," Carmen began. "The 
organization required to produce this event (the recep¬ 
tion) is indicative of the energy and dedication we will see 
in this campaign.” 

Carmen, who has lived in Newton since 1935, told his 
supporters this campaign is going to be "a united effort 
like none other in Newton’s history." 

He commented that he intends to work on "engen¬ 
dering a social conscience” in the community during the 
months of his campaign, and hinted at a plan that will be 
proposed during the campaign, calling it "a unique and 
innovative plan to reduce the burden on the over-taxed 
homeowner.”

Third Mayoral Candidate Possible 


The possibility of a run-off 
election in the mayoral race this 
fall loomed larger this week 
after a third potential candidate 
made his intentions known. 

Alan MacNeil of 168 Walnut 
St., took out nomination papers 
Tuesday afternoon for the 
mayoral post. Mayor Theodore 
D. Mann also picked up his 
nomination papers Tuesday, the 
first day they were available to 
prospective candidates. 

William Carmen, who 
announced his candidacy 
Sunday, had not taken out his 


papers as of Wednesday. 

Under new laws, a 
preliminary election will be 
held in October if there are 
more than two candidates for 
mayor. Only two names will 
appear on the November ballot, 
ending a long tradition of vote 
splitting between candidates. 

MacNeil, well-known in 
Newton, is active in the 
American Party. 

Others who had secured 
their nomination papers by 
Wednesday were three in¬ 
cumbent aldermen, Thomas 


Concannon (Ward 2), Board 
President Eliot K. Cohen (Ward 
8) and Edward Richmond 
(Ward 2 at large).

The primary objection in 
Newton to the original 
redistricting proposal for the 
city was the division of Ward 4 
into three separate legislative 
districts.

Residents in the area of the 
vale, at Madoc and Carlisle 
streets, have formally 
requested the city take the land 
by eminent domain and have 
now begun a citywide campaign 
to raise the local portion of 
the money that might be needed 
to buy the parcel.

Gas Contract Settled 


The price is' going up, but 
Newton will have a municipal 
supply of gasoline. 

An agreement between the 
Atlantic-Richfield Co., Newton, 
and sister communities 
Waltham, Brookline, Water- 
town and Belmont was reached 
Friday and confirmed this 
week. 

According to the mayor's 
office, the price for a gallon of 
regular gasoline will now be 22.5 
cents as opposed to the 16 cent 
per gallon charge under the 
contract that expired at the end 
of April 

City officials expressed fears 
last week that oil interests were 
holding out on municipalities in 
order to command higher prices 
under new contracts. 

Mayor Theodore D. Mann 
noted however that the 
negotiating communities had 
reached an agreement with 
Atlantic-Richfield providing for 
a sliding price scale and 
Newton's cost per gallon will go 


down when Atlantic-Richfield's 
does. 

Administration instruction to 
fuel up vehicles and fill storage 
tanks to the brim last week 
were carried out and the city 
does have at least a two-week 
supply of gas at the old rates. 

At a meeting of the 
Massachusetts Mayors 
Association last week, Mann 
introduced a resolution dealing 
with the gasoline shortage that 
was adopted by the group. 

The resolution calls on the 
president, governor, congress, 
and state legislature to take 
whatever "steps as are 
necessary to immediately 
resolve the problem." 

The resolution also asks for a 
congressional investigation of 
the gasoline shortage and the 
development of a program to 
combat the "pending 
emergency." 

Newton uses about 500,000 
gallons of gasoline per year.

Association Supports 
Wetlands Study Proposal 


In Washington on May 2 the 
Senate Committee on Public 
Works through its Water 
Resources Subcommittee has 
scheduled a hearing on the 
Charles River flood control 
proposal of the Corps of 
Engineers. 

As a result of a 5-year study of 
the water resources of the 
Charles, the Corps determined 
that upstream retention of 
storm water and snow melt in 
major wetlands provides a 
unique and capable flood 
control mechanism, and con¬ 
cluded that 17 Natural Valley 
Storage (NVS) areas should be 
preserved for this purpose. 

In the words of the Corps 
report, “construction could add 
nothing" to the natural system. 
The alternative to the 
acquisition of the wetlands 


would be dams and dikes, with 
no guarantee that continued 
development would not lead to 
increased flood threat and still 
more structures. 

At a purchase price of about 
$7 million, the wetlands 
acquisition representes an 
economically attractive ap¬ 
proach to flood control as well 
as an environmentally sound 
one. 

The Charles River Watershed 
Association (CRWA), which 
participated in the study 
through representation on the 
Citizens Advisory Committee, 
strongly supports the proposal. 
However, the association joins 
residents of Waltham in 
requesting the reinstatement of 
NVS Area A, in the Beaver 
Brook subwatershed; while this 
area did not completely meet

the criteria for inclusion in the 
proposal, it is felt that flooding 
potential is critical and in need 
of management. 

The 17 NVS areas range from 
Holliston to Newton, and CRWA 
reminds residents in com¬ 
munities throughout the 
watershed that all stand to 
benefit by the adoption of the 
proposal. According to Mrs. 
Rita Barron, executive director 
for CRWA “the fact that nature 
is doing its sponge work up¬ 
stream gives downstream 
residents a sense of security in 
times of storm. Develop those 
wetlands and we’ll all be out 
sandbagging." 

The proposal to acquire 
wetlands for flood control is a 
first for the Corps of Engineers 
and has generated nationwide 
interest as an alternative to 
construction where it is ap¬ 
plicable. The Corps’ proposal 
itself still rests with the 
Secretary of the Army while a 
determination is made of the 
legality of such a use of flood 
control funds. 

Favorable action by the 
Congress subsequent to the May 
2 hearing would include the 
Charles River bill in the current 
Rivers and Harbors Omnibus 
Bill and move it one step closer 
to reality. 

Adoption of the Natural 
Valley Storage concept would 
leave the wetlands in their 
natural state to retain excess 
waters in times of high flow and 
to release them gradually in 
times of low flow, contributing 
to a safer community and a 
healthier river system. The 
wetlands would remain open for 
fish and wildlife and ap¬ 
propriate forms of recreation, 
an asset in a densely-settled 
metropolitan environment. 

Senator Jennings Randolph 
is Chairman of the Senate 
Committee on Public Works and 
its Water Resources Sub¬ 
committee is chaired by 
Senator Mike Gravel. In a 
recent letter to CRWA, Senator 
Randolph indicated that this 
would be the appropriate time 
for citizens to submit testimony 
in support of the Charles River 
bill. 

The Association urges all 
valley residents to write or wire 
their endorsement of the 
Charles River flood control 
wetlands acquisiton proposal to 
Senator Gravel and Senator 
Randolph. For further in¬

A tty. Gen. Quinn Now Leader 
Of Dem. Party A t State Level 

Attorney General Robert H. Quinn is in the driver's seat of the 
Democratic party in Massachusetts. 

Senator Edward M. Kennedy is the top Bay State Democrat 
nationally, but Quinn has been recognized as the party leader at a 
state level since Boston Mayor Kevin H. White declared flatly that 
he will not be a candidate for Governor next year. 

It is Quinn who will decide whether a pre-primary 
Democratic State Convention will be held next year to endorse 
candidates for state-wide offices. 

Democratic leaders in the State legislature are awaiting 
word from Quinn as to whether the convention system should be 
scrapped, strengthened or left they way it is. 

The Democrats have the votes in both branches of the 
legislature not only to pass a bill wiping out the State Conventions 
but also to enact the measure over Governor Sargent's veto. 

They will do whatever Quinn wunts. The confident Quinn, in 
turn, is dropping the issue into the lap of the man who presently 
intends to challenge him for the Democratic nomination for 
Governor next year—former Representative Michael Dukakis of 
Brookline 

If Dukakis is willing to abide by the mandate of a convention, 
Quinn will tell the legislative leaders to hold a conclave. 

If Dukakis plans to run in the primary regardless of what 
happens in the convention, Quinn will instruct his legislative allies 
to scrap the convention and let everyone go directly into the 
primary. 

Quinn doesn't have anything to lose either way. Ho probably 
can defeat Dukakis either at a convention or in a primary 
although Dukakis might have a slightly better chance of surviving 
a convention than a primary. 

Quinn's obvious objective is to avoid the expense and the 
political blood-letting of battling through both a costly convention 
and primary. 

Dukakis won the Democratic nomination for lieutenant 
Governor at both the State Convention and in the primary in 1970. 

He was Mayor White's running mate in their unsuccessful 
fight with Governor Sargent and lieutenant Governor Dwight 
White's aides say that Dukakis was no great help to their man. 

Strangely enough, two well known public figures were 
defeated for lieutenant Governor and then came back to win 
election as Governor. 

I,everett Saltonstall was beaten for lieutenant Governor by 
Francis E. Kelly in a great political upset In 1936 but achieved 
election to the Governorship over James M. Curley in 1938. 

Paul A. Dover, the Democratic candidate for lieutenant 
Governor, went down before a powerful Republican tide in 1946 
but was elected Governor two years later. 

The cases of Salty and Dover, however, are not likely to do 
Dukakis much good. The former Brookline law-maker does not 
shape up as a match for Quinn. 

Quinn, a low-key Attorney General and a former Speaker of 
the Massachusetts House of Representative, probably would be 
equully strong in a primary or at a convention. 

If lie can go into an election without too much ill-will having 
been created within the Democratic party, he should have a 
reasonably good chance of toppling Governor Sargent. 

Meanwhile, Democratic leaders are awaiting instructions 
from Quinn on whether or not there will be a pre-primary Stale 
Convention next year.

Sarge Startled When Visitor 
Addressed Him As Democrat 

Governor Francis W. Sargent didn't know whether to laugh or 
cry the other day when he was being waited upon by a delegation 
headed by former State Comptroller and Polish-American leader 
Joseph Alecks. 

One member of the group complained to the Governor that 
there are too many Irishmen on the Democratic State Committee. 
Sarge was stumped for an answer as he realized that the person 
lodging, the protest thought he was a Democrat rather than a 
Republican. 

A suggestion by another member of the contingent was that 
State Auditor Thaddeus Buczko would make a fine candidate for 
Governor. Mr. Sargent had a quick answer for that. “Maybe In 10 
or 12 years when he gets more experience,” he replied good- 
naturedly. 

Buczko, of course, is a Democrat, and Sarge could not make 
him the nominee for Governor if he wanted to. 

Some of Governor Sargent’s aides were startled to learn that 
there is someone in Massachusetts who doesn't know to what 
political party the Governor belongs. They are uncertain whether 
that's a good or bad sign. Mr. Sargent took It in stride as part of 
his day's work. 

Ted More Charitable To Nixon 
Than Outspoken Senator Brooke 

Democratic Senator Edward M. Kennedy was more 
charitable to President Nixon on the Watergate scandal than was 
Republican Senator Edward W. Brooke who probably has for¬ 
feited any slim chance he ever had of gaining a place on Mr. 
Nixon’s list of favorite people. 

Ted expressed the opinion that it is unlikely that the President 
was involved in the Watergate affair, declared that It is not fair to 
draw conclusions otherwise before all the facts arc known and 
asserted that it doesn't serve much purpose to speculate that Mr. 
Nixon was involved. 

Brooke, on the other hand, said on national television that 
President Nixon cannot escape responsibility for the 
mushrooming Watergate mesa without an explanation of why he 
didn't know what was happening. 

He voiced the conviction that the President is responsible for 
the people he hires to work for him and added that It la difficult to 
understand how persons working for Mr. Nixon would not make 
known to him an undertaking of the magnitude of the Watergate 
break-in. 

“It Is inconceivable to me that they would not have told the 
President about this matter,” he observed. Brooke said if 
members of his staff withheld such information from him, he’d 
fire them. 

Brooke gave expression to things a lot of people have been 
thinking, but his statements must have bruised some feelings at 
the White House. 

The explanation probably is that Brooke is running for the 
Vice Presidency and isn't letting President Nixon stand in his 

way. 

Boston Naval Shipyard Closing 
May Eventually Be Beneficial

Stick To The Supermarket 


So you have this family to 
feed, and you're thinking 
maybe you'll start your own 
backyard chicken coop. Just 
like the old days, right? Nice, 
fresh eggs every day. 

Okay, let's do it 

First, you decide you'll need, 
say. u dozen eggs a day. So you 
go out and buy 20 hens. You'll 
need 20 hens to come close to a 
dozen eggs every day. The hens 
will cost you about 52 dollars. 
i By the way. you don't need a 
rooster. The hens work alone.) 

Now. the liens must be fed 
every day. Chicken feed - it's 
called “laying mash” these 
days - will run you about $3.50 a 
week. 

Presuming optimum health 
conditions among your laying 
hens, you should be able to pick 
up about ten eggs every day, or 
70 eggs a week. 

Figuring feed cost, your 
expease now stands at about 58 
cents a dozen. 

Hens will produce eggs for 
about a year. At the end of their 
productive period (they're now 
classified as "fowl") they're 
worth about a dollar each in 
terms of food, should you decide 
to consume them. This gives 
you a depreciation on the hens 
of $1.60 each, and that adds 10 
cents to your cost of a dozen 


eggs, so that you're now at 68 
cents a dozen for eggs of all 
sizes; small, medium and large. 

You haven’t included the cost 
of housing, electricity and 
heating for the birds, and that 
varies quite a bit depending on 
your choice of architecture. 

Not to mention labor. Nothing 
too strenuous, to be sure, but 
you must be there to care for 
your hens every day of the 
week. There go your little 
weekend trips, and that 
vacation at the beach this 
summer. 

Naturally, you'll want to keep 
your henhouse in a sanitary 
condition, and that alone should 
clear up your sinus condition. 

Sorry, but you can't let the 
chickens roam around your 
back yard, leisurely pecking 
away at grains of corn and 
itinerant worms. If you want 
eggs every day. you've got to 
feed 'em right. 

These days, even the price of 
chicken feed isn't chicken feed. 
Better maybe you should put 
out the grill and have a chicken 
barbecue. What's Frank 
Perdue's phone number?

Since 18 - year - old boys and girls are now being allowed to 
vote and hold public offices, they are being permitted to serve as 
jurors in some court*. 

The teenage iurors didn’t work out too well the other day in 
the Pittsburgh i ommon Pleas Court of Judge Livingstone M. 
Johnson. 

The jurist understandably was annoyed when the youthful 
jurors talked among themselves instead of paying close attention 
to the testimony in the trial. 

After they were Instructed to "dress as if you were going to 
Sunday meeting," one teenager lit a cigaret in the jury box and 
was sharply told to put It out. 

Edward R. 1-eiser, 19, who paid no attention to judicial 
warnings on how he should dress, was cited in contempt when he 
filed into the jury box in his shirtsleeves with no coat or necktie. 

Told he could choose between paying a 125 fine and going to 
jail, l-eiser stood before Judge Johnson and apologized. The judge 
relented and suspended the fine after ordering U-iser to take his 
hands out of his pockets. 

Massachusetts attorneys should be Interested In learning that 
Georgia's so - called "unsworn statement 1 ' law has been repealed 
as of July 1. 

This unusual law has permitted defendants In criminal cases 
in Georgia to testify In their own defense without taking an oath to 
tell the truth or submitting to cross • examination by prosecutors. 

Under the new law which becomes effective July 1, defen¬ 
dants who take the witness stand will he required to swear to tell 
the truth and will he obliged to answer questions directed at them 
by prosecutors.

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Nature's Ways

How do shad continue being 
shad? 

As you know, shad arc ocean 
fish that each spring enter our 
freshwater rivers to breed. 

Major runs of shad hit the St. 

Johns River in Florida about 
January, and enter the 
Savannah River soon after. In 
May, large runs start up the 
Hudson and Connecticut Rivers. 

Ry late June, other shad 
migrate up the St. John River 
from the Hay of Fundy. 

I,eL us understand that it is 
members of the species that 
tick off the calendar in that 
rotatfoii. It is not the same in¬ 
dividuals going up all those 
rivers. The individual fish 
chooses one river and breeds 
there. Presumably it is the river 
of the fish's birth, or very near 
it. 

To have a six - month span in 
which various members enter 
breeding condition is rather 
unuspal for any species. But 
therojirc even more unusual 
traits j or shad. Some of them 
are s6 unusual that it makes one 
wonder how shad maintain a 
gene pool. Since they breed in 
separate rivers at such widely 
separated times, how do they 
achieve such genetic regularity 
that All members of the species 
look alike? Not look like 
cousins, as we might, but more 
like, identical twins? 

As an example of variation in 
shad 'behavior, the shad that 
enter rivers south of 
Chesapeake Bay suffer such 
heavy death loss during! 
spawning (egg - laying) that it I 
is assumed none survive a 
single breeding season. 

Shad that enter the northern 
rivers, generally live to return 
to the sea for the possibility of 
another spawning year. Oddly, 
the southern shad female lays 
about a half - million eggs and 
the northern female about a 
quarter - million eggs. In other 
words, two females from the 
same species tliat look alike 
have an enormous difference in 
the number of eggs spawned. 

For more than a century it 
lias been known that shad enter 
rivers when the wutcr tem¬ 
perature reaches somewhere 
between 50 and 60 degrees. In 
the-south, the fish remain off¬ 
shore until the warm southern 
rivers drop to that temperature 
range. In the north where 
wirfter freezes rivers, shad 
remain offshore until the 
temperature rises to tliat range. ELDORADO

NEW YORK (UPI) - The 
Metropolitan Opera’s new pro¬ 
duction of "Carmen" this 
season was a landmark, and 
the recording of it confirms 
that it is not far short of 
sensational—both in conception 
and performance. 

Just released by Deutsche 
Grammophon in a three-record 
album (2709 043), the Met 
production strips away the 
prettiness from the grim drama 
of the opera which Georges 
Bizet wrote. 

Gone are the musical recita¬ 
tives added after Bizet’s death 
(three months after its disap¬ 
pointing first performance at 
the Opera Comique in Paris in 
1875). Restored are the original 
spoken dialogue and some of 
the traditional cuts. 

Carmen has usually been 
performed as grand opera, with 
the added recitatives rather 
than the original dialogue 
which classes it as what the 


French call an opera comique, 
although there is nothing comic 
about it. It is also one of the 
ironies that this opera of love 
and death in Spain was written 
by a man who was never there. 

Result is Exciting 

The result of the changes, 
under the direction of Leonard 
Bernstein, is musically as well 
as dramatically exciting. The 
inevitability of Carmen's death 
is there almost from the. 
moment she sings the Ha bane-' 
ra, that Don Jose will kill her is 
foreordained when he first 
listens to her song of seduction 
in Act I. 

Marilyn Horne’s Carmen is 
passionate and convincing, and 
James McCracken has the 
dramatic and vocal weight to 
give life to Don Jose, who 
assumes a more central role in 
this conception. 

Adriana Maliponte as Micaela 
and Tom Krause as Escamillo, 
are worthy of the production. 
So are the lesser characters— 


Donald Gramm as Zuniga to 
mention one. 

The conception of this Car¬ 
men is that of Bernstein and 
the late Goeran Gentele, whose 
first production it was to be as 
director of the Met. His 
accidental death ruled other¬ 
wise. 

Should Share Acclaim 

Even more than the outstand¬ 
ing cast, it is Bernstein, his 
direction, and his conception of 
what Carmen should be which 
makes this a landmark Car¬ 
men. The record should share 
the critical acclaim of the live 
premiere last September. And 
as the first opera actually 
recorded in the high-priced 
musical world of the United 
States in some time, it will be 
interesting to see what happens 
to it on a commercial score.

Book Review 


THE TEACHINGS OF DON 
JUAN: A YAUI WAY OF 
KNOWLEDGE, 

BY CARLOS CASTANEDA, 

BALLANTINE BOOKS

Usually we think of medicine 
men as befeathered savages power of peyote, as if It were a 
guttering incantations and person, a supernatural teacher 
doing rain dances. Here is an or protector, 
extraordinary document that 
cfiscloses what it is to be a "man 
of knowledge" and some of 
what that knowledge is. 

The author, an anthropology 
student gathering data in the 
Southwest on medicinal plants, 
met don Juan Matus, a 
sometimes formidable-looking, 
sometimes totally-disarming 
old Yaqui Indian reputed to be a 
sorcerer or man of knowledge— 
a throwback to older times 
before white man's religion and 
technology drove out the In¬ 
dian’s animistic world view. 

Castaneda was initiated into 
the use of peyote, Jimson weed, 
and other plants as one of the 
steps opening the doors of 
perception to a world of “non- 
ordinary reality,” necessary to 


one who would be a sorcerer. He 
enters this world hesitantly but 
Is encouraged by don Juan who 
says that •‘Mescalito” has 
pointed Castaneda out as the 
man to receive the knowledge 
don Juan holds before he passes 
on. Don Juan talks of 
'Mescalito,” the psychotropic 


Castaneda remained with don 
Juan for five years as an ap¬ 
prentice, undergoing the ar¬ 
duous process of learning the 
laws and forces of the sor¬ 
cerer's world, which interrelate 


in a startling and 
manner. 

Grounded in the Western view 
of time and space, Castaneda is 
struck with exulation awe and 
terror as he grapples with the 
alien system. 

The Teachings of Don Juan is 
not written like an anthropology 
text but as a diary-Uke 
narrative where the per¬ 
sonalities of Castaneda and don 
Juan emerge from a lucid, 
descriptive style. 

Under his pen the desert 
comes to life and the incredible 
visions and experiences the 
author undergoes there are 
given an engrossing sense of 
immediacy. It is a fascinating 
journey into another world you 
won’t forget in a hurry.

Camille Pissarro: The Im¬ 
pressionist Printraaker, at the 
Museum of Fine Arts, through 
July 1, is the first major 
exhibition of the artist's prints. 
Although Pissarro (1830-1903) is 
known primarily for his paint¬ 
ings, the current exhibition 
reveals him as an outstanding 
printmaker who created effects 
in black and white which equal 
his luminous Impressionist 
paintings. 

Portraits, cities, studies of 
bathers and peasants are 
among the subjects of these 
prints, although landscape 
scenes predominate. The 
superb quality of his prints is 
revealed in etchings, 
lithographs and monotypes 
which also show Pissarro's 
interest in exploring a wide

printmaking 


variety of 
techniques. 

Loans from public and 
private collections complement 
prints from the Museum's own 
collection. A small number of 
related watercolors, drawings 
and a painting are also in the 
exhibition. 

Pissarro, like Rembrandt, 
made major and very in¬ 
teresting changes as he worked 
on his etchings. The exhibition 
includes series of states of a 
number of prints which show 
these changes. 

In Paysage Sous Bols a 
‘Hermitage Pontolse, Pissarro 
began with an abstract' com¬ 
position which he reworked to 
resemble a* oil painting of the 
same Scene, lent to the 
Lion by the conductor 


Andre Kostelanetz. Pissarro 
continued to make changes In 
the print, ending with a com¬ 
pletely new shimmering spring 
landscape. Four states of this 
etching were first exhibited In 
I860 at the Impressionist 
exhibition in Paris and it was 
published In the same year In 
a journal of prints produced by • 
Degas. 

Pissarro’s early prints reflect 
a straightforward use of the 
etching and lithographic 
processes. In 1879, Dpgas In¬ 
troduced Pissarro to many 
inventive techniques which he 
used in complex combinations 
in order to achieve specific 
effects of forms and light. 
Pissarro's prints of his late 
period have velvety ink tones 
which recall Rembrandt In their 


pervasive atmosphere and 
richness. In one of the great 
prints of this period, Self- 
Portrait (1890), Pissarro makes 
a penetrating exhibition of his 
own features in a richly-toned 
network of etched lines. 

Pissarro was born In St. 
Thomas in the East Indies in 
1830. Arriving In Paris in 1855, 
he met Camille Corot and later 
Edouard Manet who Introduced 
Pissarro to Monet, Renoir, 
Degas and Sisley, the artists 
who eventually formed a group 
which became known in 1874 as 
the Impressionists. Pissarro 
remained a loyal member of. 
this group throughout his life.

play. To them 1942 and 1944 
might be back in Civil War 
day>. 

They were quick to assure me 
that parents of today must learn 
that oldfashioned "guidance” 
(presumably they mean on the 
type favored by those old- 
timers of the ’40’s) is definitely 
a mistake if fathers and 


mothers want their offspring to 
go to college. 

"Kids of today don’t want to 
be told what they should do," 
said Gary. "They want to 
decide for themselves. If 
parents would stop urging their 
kids to go to college because 
they think It’s a good thing, 
most kids would decide that 


college was what they them¬ 
selves want. But they have to 
display some kind of revolt 
first" 

“Back In 1944 every boy was 
guided and family pressure 
couldn’t be avoided. Of course 
today small kids have to be 
guided but after that let the 




hays and girls mike op their 

own minds.” 

"Take music lessons, for 
Instance. Parents should guide 
small children Into learning to 
play musical instruments but 
later on let the kids choose what 
they want to do, and whether 
they prefer rock or long hair, 
piano or guitar. Let them be 
responsible for their own style." 

What about the young people 
these boys have met In film 
work, I asked. Jerry and Gary 
shrugged in disinterest 

“You are apt to meet such 
■hallow and superficial young 
people In stndlos,” they agreed. 
“Ym get weary of listening to 
nothing but screen gossip. It’s 
not like making friends among 
‘real’ people." 

As for stardom —“Just an old- 
fashioned word" to the modern 
young actors. 

They admit they are more 
fortunate than most young 
actors in being allowed to follow 
up their first successes in 
‘‘Summer of ’42" with a sequel, 
of ’44" in which they 
the same roles. This time 
ie and Oscie go to college. 
But they know their paths will 
separate as soon as this 
publicity tour is over. 

Jerry’s immediate future 
includes a hard study of acting 
— “self creativity” is how he 
describes it. By the proper use 
of hands, body and face, what 
appears to be a make-believe 
person on the screen can be 
turned into a three dimensional 
"real character.” As for TV, 


where he baa been In modest 

demand, Jerry feels that be 
can’t afford to do much week. 

“The kind of role I would get 
now, with only a little ex¬ 
perience, would not allow me to 
display the subtlety and 
refinement needed to create a 
stage or screen character," he 
said. "There are almost perfect 
dramas on the TV screen — ’ 
’Long Day’s Journey Into Night* 
was one of them — but so few 
people watched it that you 
might say it was a failure. I 
intend to win my reputation 
elsewhere." 

Gary has had good hick In 
beii« picked up for pictures, 
including a picture with John 
Wayne and Arthur Kennedy. 
But he hopes to Uke dramatic 
courses at U.C.L.A. and If they 
Interfere with his work before 
the cameras he hopes to be 
allowed to continue his studies 
on location. That can be 
arranged, he thinks, by a bit of 
maneuvering. 

Jerry declares that at an 
early age he was considered the 
neighborhood genius. He and a 
small friend wrote a play (well 
attended) about a time 
machine, a sultan and a group 
of good and bad gnomes. Now 
he also plans to write seriously 
between acting jobs.

Cesar And Rosalie 

CESAR AND ROSALIE 

shows that sex is handled with 
much more finesse by the 
average French director than 
can be found in pictures made 
by Italians, Scandinavians and 
Spaniards. 

The best directors of Europe 
stand high on the list of 
distinguished artists, no matter 
where they come from, when 
dramatic power, suspense and 
imagination is being analysed 
and Judged. Yet when a 
Frenchman tells a modern 
love story, he is usually top dog. 

He knows where to stop short 
of pornography (so many 
directors don’t, these days) and 
at the same time keep the love 
interest hot, exciting and 
believable. 

Yves Montand, the epitome of 
a romantic Frenchman, plays a 
strong, bull-headed, determined 
middle-aged contractor who has 
his pretty business assistant, 
played by Romy Schneider, as 
his amiable mistress. He has all 
the best of the situation as she 
lives in her own home with her 
child by a previous affiliation, 
but cooks, cleans, and serves 
snacks for the full-blooded, 
blustering Cesar. 

Then a former lover, David, 
played effectively by Sami 
Frey, shows up and attempts 
successfully to win the bored 
Rosalie from her masterly 
mate. 

What happens then is a 
triumph of emotional com¬ 
plexity, topped by a polgnajit 
scene where the trio goes on a 
beach party and tries to act as if j 
they were civilized acqualn-! 
tances despite their barely 
concealed desires to mix it up 
on the sand. Handled with 
finesse and taste by director, 
Claude Sautet, the film has both 
vigor and the potentiality for, 
some fine fun.

The cold, windy, rainy weather of 
lafe April has been a hindrance to all 
the spring athletic teams. None have 
been hit birder, though, than the 
Sailing Team. The team had scheduled 
three meets for April, but has only been 
able to run one. What's worse is that 
TiRer Sailors have had only one prac¬ 
tice.session. 

, Newton beat Brewster Academy in 
the squad's lone confrontation on 
Wednesday, April 25. Captain Don 


Sostck skippered himself and his crew, 
Steve Goodman, to first place in the 
meet's four races. "That’s a 
remarkable achievement," said his 
coach, NHS English teacher Malcolm 
Marshall. "And he won by a sizeable 
margin each time," added Marshall. 

Also contributing to the team's 46- 
87 victory were skippers Jean 
Blagborough, Mark Barrow, and Jeff 
Sudikoff. "We've got quite a few ex¬ 
perienced sailors this year," said 
Coach Marshall, although no more than 
in the past. But I think that the many 


sophomores we have this year will give 
us a very strong team in the next couple 
of years.” 

Sailing is in its second year as a 
varsity sport at Newton High School. In 
1972 the salts posted a 3-1-1 record, but 
were undefeated while sailing their 
home races at Community Boating in 
Boston. "I would hope that we would do 
well again at home this year," said 
Marshall. "When you go to other 
schools and sail in their boats on their 
courses it's a tremendous disad¬ 


vantage." 

Right now it's hard to tell what sort 
of season It will be. With only one 
practice under their belts the Tigers 
have not yet formed a "ladder" for 
determining the top skippers. "It’s 
unfair to soy who the top sailors are 
since not everyone has gotten a chance 
to show his or her ability," said Mar¬ 
shall.

Just how soon practice can get 
underway relies solely on the 
cooperation of Mother Nature. 


Tiger Champs Take Two 


Scoring 26 goals in their 
first two league games has 
enabled the Tigers 
lacrossemen to run up two 
resounding victories. 
Southern league opponents 
Medford and Weymouth North 
provided little opposition to 
Newton's State Championship 
team. 

Against Medford on 
Tuesday, April 24, Newton 
High romped 15-3. Junior 
attackman Gary Herendeen 
led the Tigers attack with four 
goals. Newton was dominant 
throughout but led only 2-0 
after one period. "We got off 
to a slow start," explained 
Coach Tom DePeter. "We 
weren't moving to the ball on 
offense." 

The Tigers picked up the 
pace dramatically thereafter. 
They scored five goals in each 
subsequent period and 
unloaded 51 shots overall. The 


third period letdown which 
allowed Medford to close the 
gap to 8-3 at one point annoyed 
Coach DePeter, "That should 
never happen. We'll have to 
watch out in future games or it 
may hurt us." 

Newton's defense, which 
allowed 16 shots on goal, was 
superb except during parts of 
the third period. Goalie Steve 
Forte came up with a lot of 
good saves early before the 
game became a runaway. In 
addition to Herendeen, The 
Tigers got offensive 
production from Jeff Senior 
and Jerry Keleher, three goals 
each. Bob Daniels, two goals, 
and Freddy Boudreau, Brian 
leary, and David Cutler had 
one goal apiece. 

Weymouth North was the 
foe in Newton's first home 
game of the season on Mon¬ 
day. April 30. The Tigers 
completely outclassed their 


opponents, but the final score 
of 11-2 doesn't indicate how 
one-sided the affair actually 
theirwith the offense's per¬ 
formance. 

"We have to scramble up 
to get some more scoring 
punch," he said. 

Newton was so dominant 
in the first half it was as if they 
were the only players out 
there. The Tigers amassed an 
8-0 halftime lead without 
allowing Weymouth North a 
shot on goal during the first 
two periods. But again there 
was a second half letdown. 
Newton could only tally three 
times in the second half while 
Weymouth North netted two. 
“Fortunately,” said DePeter, 
"Weymouth North has the 
kind of team against which a 
letdown won't really hurt 
you."

Golf, A Team Sport? 



There is no getting around it, at the high 
jjool level golf is a team game. No matter 
' good your best player is, your team does 
"•■a well as the combined efforts of all its 
players. 

In schoolboy golf a team gets one point for 
every match its players win over the other 
team's golfers. Nine golfers compete from the 
two teams opposing each other. The players 
pair up according to their position on their 
respective teams (one versus one, two versus 
twdj,- etc.). The player in each pair with the 
best score earns a point for his team. If there 
is a tie, each team is awarded half a point. 
The final standings are determined from the 
total number of points a team has ac¬ 
cumulated over a season, not the number of 
matches it has won. 

Newton High School has a 7-1 record in 
the eight golf matches it has competed in 
this year.

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Howard Who, Said What?

Howard Coaell is a living 
legend. His nasal voice and 
alternately witty and 
vituperative remarks have 
made him a household name 
and a popular subject for 
imitation. He's a legend and 
he most certainly is alive. 
Cosell proved it last Thursday 
night at Babson College by 
alternately stunning to silence 
and provoking screams from 
1,000 spectators at that 
College's annual Founders’ 
Day Symposium, entitled 
"The Gamemakers." 

For the sports fan who 
watches and listens to Cosell 
on Monday night football with 
Dandy Don Meredith and 
Frank “Westinghouse” 
Gifford, or on ABC’s Wide 
World of Sports there was a 
shock. Cosell, rarely viewed 
full length on the tube, hap¬ 
pens to be six feet, three in¬ 
ches tall, and not the relative 
midget he appears to be while 
standing next to the 
behemoths of the hardcourt or 
gridiron. 

When Cosell walked on 
stage at Knight Auditorium 
after downing chicken Kiev at 
the Newton Marriot, the 
auditorium rocked with 
squeals of ecstasy from 
female admireres and roars 
from males. (Perhaps 
moderator Curt Gowdy was 
right when he introduced 


Cosell to the afternoon crowd 
by saying, "And here's 
America’s number one sex 
symbol.") 

After humorous remarks 
about his instant love for the 
President’s wife and a jibe or 
two at the President, 
rewarded by jubilant howls, 
Cosell shifted gears. 

"I want to say something 
very serious," he said. No one 
took him seriously. “You don’t 
know how lucky you are." 
Laughter. But Howard was 
really winding up. He wasn't 
playing games anymore. 

In IS minutes, with sharp, 
stinging, singing barbs and 
oversimplified generaliza¬ 
tions he tore apart 
afternoon speakers Jack 
Kemp (Republican 
Congressman from Buffalo, 
and former Charger and Bill 
quarterback), Ed Garvey 
(President NFL Players’ 
Association), Bill Ford (owner 
Detroit Lions), Upton Bell 
(former Patriots' general 
manager), sports journalism 
in general (“There is no sports 
journalism in this country.") 
and Jack Craig of the Boston 
Globe particularly (Craig 
writes the only exclusively 
sports TV column in the 
country, both for the Globe 
and the Sporting News, and 
has come down hard on Cosell 
in print). The crowd, warmed 
by jokes, was unprepared, but 
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by tom McCullough

Craig, who was present 
through his own roasting, said 
later, "People don’t forget it 
when Cosell jumps on them 
like that. He should stick to the 
jokes and let the more serious 
stuff go. I’ve written that 
before." 

Let it be stated here that 
Craig and Cosell are not fans 
of each other, and the 
beginning of their non-affinity 
wasn’t at Babson. 

Although he was boomingly 
loud and forceful in his 
presentation and strong in his 
attacks what Cosell said is 
that professional sports may 
need federal intervention, that 
the games have become too 
much business and not enough 
game, and that the fans are 
constantly being taken ad¬ 
vantage of. It is not a new 
theory, but it has probably not 
ever been set forth so over¬ 
whelmingly before. When 
Howard Cosell attacks you, 
you stay attacked.

Man-made Booby Trap 
Causes Thousands Of Deaths 


NEW YORK (UPI) - War- 
ning: The highway you travel 
may be dangerous to your 
health. 

Most likely it's booby-trapped 
—and even more likely the 
hazards were put there by man 
himself. 

At least 75 per cent of the 
vehicles in fatal accidents 
strike one or mqjp fixed objects 
on the sides of reds, the U.S. 
Department of Transportation 
has found in a survey of the 
Interstate Highway System. 
The federal agency estimates 
that such hazards as light 
poles, sign posts, trees and 
guardrails take a toll of more 
than 4,500 lives annually and 
cause thousands of serious 
accidents. 

Even grimmer statistics were : 
uncovered by Pennsylvania's 


Department of Transportation. 
During the first half of 1972, 
state investigators attributed 
357 deaths to roadside objects 
struck by cars. By comparison, 
290 people died in crashes 
involving cars. 

"Roadside death traps can be 
eliminated simply and economi¬ 
cally," says Thomas C. Morrill, 
vice president of State Farm 
Mutual, auto insurer. 

He says breakaway sign posts 
and light poles, better guar-

What Needs to be^Efone 
After a Fire Strikes? 


Even if you do everything 
possible to prevent fires in your 
home, it is still a good idea to 
'learn what to do after a fire 
strikes. Although most fires are 
.caused by carelessness, some 
are simply unavaoidable. A fire 
occurs on the average of every 
46 seconds in the UNITED 
States—every 30 minutes In 
Massachusetts—and a person is 
killed in a fire somewhere in the 
U. S. on the average of once 
every 43 minutes, according to 
the Insurance Information 
Institute. 

Preliminary estimates in¬ 
dicate the total fire losses were 
$2.3 billion in 1972. Fires in 
homes account for 70 percent of 
•the nation's building fires and 
approximately 32 percent of the 
dollar fire losses. 

Here, then are a few tips from 
the Institute on what to do after 
the fire department has doused 
the fire and you are left to deal 
with the damage. 

—Get in touch with your in¬ 
surance agent or broker at 
once. Waiting could cause a 
delay in settling the claim. 
Furthermore, your agent or 
broker can give you valuable 
advice on how to minimize 
further damage. He also may 
help find temporary quarters 
for your family, if needed. Often 
the agent will be able to obtain 
an emergency cash advance 
from the insurance company for 
a family left short of cash until 
the total loss is settled. 

+If damage is extensive, you 
should consider whether you 
should get in touch with your 
utility companies to have the 
gas and electricity turned off. 
You may also want to have an 
emergency electric line run into 
the house if the old line was 
damaged. However, telephone 
calls can usually be rerouted to 
another number by 
arrangement with the phone 
company. 

—Make temporary repairs 
(keep records because your 
insurance company will pay for 
these) to protect against further 
damage from the weather. This 
may involve an emergency 
patch to the roof or boarding a 
few windows to prevent wind, 
rain or snow from causing 
added damage. 

—Choose a competent con¬ 
tractor to do the repair work on 
your house. An inexperienced 
'contractor may overlook 
damage done to the electrical 
system, furnace or plumbing. 

The smart homeowner makes 
an inventory of everything of 
value in each room of his house, 
places copies of the inventory 


list with his insurance agent and 
in a safe deposit box, and is thus 
in a position to prove to his 
insurance company the extent 
of loss from a fire. Afte a fire it 
is difficult to remember all 
valuables damaged or 


destroyed by the fire. However, 
if you have neglected to make 
an inventory, it often helps to 
flip through a mail order 
catalogue as a reminder of the 
various items of personal 
property you did have.

American Indian Jewelry 


Mother and daughter were close 
together peering into the jewelry case 
al .Iordan Marsh, Boston. They were

. handcrafted by Navajo, Zuni, Hopi and 
Santo Domingo Indian tribes of the 
,; American Southwest. 

Mrs. John W. Grosse of Dedham 
was wearing her Indian belt, a Singer 
design of Zuni mosaic inlay in cluster 
pattern centered with coral. Adding to 
; her collection, she purchased one of Mr. 
Iletzel's prize peices, a signed Marcnci 
turquoise bracelet, the stone set in a 
1 silver rope twist shadow box design. 

' Her daughter Jan chose a Navajo 
; ! concho belt hand stamped with old 
matched stones of matrix blue gem 
turquoise. 

t "Whenever I travel, I like to take 
with me something of my country . . . 

'' my own culture," said Mrs. Grosse.

; Indian jewelry and crafts hasn't been 

- all that sudden, explains Duvid Het/.el 

- whose handsome features seem curved 

* out of granite. He has the look of an 

* experienced trader having learned the 

: fine art of expressionless bartering as a 

I* young lad working In his father's 
I trading post. 




"People of prominence are wearing 
American Jewelry today," he said. 
"Eleanor McGovern and others in 
politics, as well as fashionuble movie 
stars such as David Cassidy, Andy 
Williams, Sonny and Cher Bono and 
many others are wearing and collecting 
American jewelry. 

"Realizing several years ago that 
Indian jewelry was becoming a 
fashionable trend, my business partner 
and I started to collect American 
jewelry and artifacts. Most of the 
stones are mined by conunercial mines 
on the Santo Domingo reservations. 
Some mines are starting to play out and 
so turquoise is becoming a most sought 
after precious gem. 

“Men, women and children work as 
families participating in making the 
jewelry,” lletzel explained, "And 
though many women have excelled in 
making Indian jewelry, most often (for 
reasons I do not know ) they do not sign 
their work. 

"The Indians of the Santo Domingo 
tribes live 24 miles Southwest of Santa 
Fe, New Mexico and are extremely well 
skilled in their beadwork. The Navajo 
reservation is in New Mexico and part 
of Arizona—these people do the silver 
work and the Zunis are experts in 
lapidary." 

Stones worked with are jet, coral, 
shell, mother of pearl and turquoise. 
The coral comes from Italy und Its 


appearance in Indian Jewelry is ex¬ 
plained by David Hertzcl. 

"The Indians had actually 
established trade routes back before 
1518 when the Spaniards came over to 
this country. Anything symbolic of 
water was of great interest to the In¬ 
dians. If you lived in a dry arid region, 
it would not lie unusual for you to be 
involved with thoughts of water and so 
coral, jet and turquoise are very sacred 
to these people. 

"It seems that when the Indian ruins 
were uncovered by archeologists, 
pieces of turquoise were always found. 
In understanding this custom, one must 
realize that Indians at one time were 
nomads and after the ice age had 
receded, leaving the Southwestern 
portion of the United States a bare, arid 
region, these people would roam in 
bands looking for seeds and different 
food stuffs. 

"In the process of doing so, many 
times they would spot something blue in 
the earth and thinking it would be 
water, they would rush forward to 
investigate only to find turquoise. The 
color of turquoise runs in the full range 
of greens and blues aud even violet." 

To aid you in your appreciation and 
understanding of Indian jewelry, David 
Hetzel offers the following information: 

Zuni jewelry falls roughly Into five 
categories: large stone, small stone, 
inlay, channel und nugget. 


"Large stone" jewelry is the oldest 
style and came first. It is not the most 
important or prevalent Zuni style and is 
characterized by the use of large stones 
tastefully set off in silver. 

"Small stone" jewelry is the best 
known Zuni style. Small stone is among 
the most popular of all Southwestern 
jewelry and is arranged usually in rows 
or clusters, and is quite simple in 
design. It is characterized by horizontal 
rows of color-matched round, square, 
diamond or needlepoint stones, ac¬ 
cented by intermediate rows of silver 
drops. Bracelets are the most common 
products of cluster and row work, but 
these patterns are sometimes found in 
rings, earrings, pins, and concho belts. 

"Inlay" is quite different from 
small stone or large stoni Technically 
the work is mosaic, sincere pieces are 
laid on, not in the backing^uni inlay is 
almost exclusively representational 
forming colorful pictures of the sun, 
rainbow, and the knife wing gods. 

The "channel" style Is much like 
inlay. The same representational 
subjects are seen, different only in the 
silver lines wholly or partially 
replacing the cracks between the 
stones. This visible difference is due to 
a newer technique in which narrow 
silver strips .are soldered down to form 
"channels" or cells into which the 
stones are later fitted. 

The "nugget" is quite different 
from the channel style. The nugget cut 
stones used in this style retain their 
natural bumps and hollows, based on 
the idea of following the natural forms 
of the materials.

One-third cup hot water 

4 teaspoon baking sodu 

6 large eggs, separated 

1 cup (4 lb.) butter or murgerine 

2 cups sugar 

2 teaspoons grated orange peel 

34 cups all purpose flour 

3 teaspoons baking powder 

4 teaspoon salt

Melt chocolate in top of a double 
boiler over simmering water; stir in the 
water and baking soda, then cool.

Dr. Noble Leaves County Hospital 


Dr. John Noble, director of 
Middlesex County Hospital for 
the past three years, will 
become the director of the 
Primary Care Center at the 
University of North Carolina 
Memorial Hospital on July 3. 

At Middlesex, Dr. Noble 
turned the former tuberculosis 
sanitarium which was on the 
verge of dosing into an ex¬ 
panding multi-level community 
oriented chronic hospital. In his 
new position in Chapel Hill, 
N.C., he will be in charge of a 
program being developed as a 
prototype for health care 
delivery which could become 
nationwide. 


Dr. Noble has volunteered 
to work with the County Com¬ 
missioners who are Middlesex's 
Board of Trustees, in recruiting 
a new director. 

The hospital's budget, which 
must be passed by the state 
legislature, will have a hearing 
before the legislature's Com¬ 
mittee on Counties in the near 
future. 

"With solid legislative and 
trustee support of the budget, 
the hospital te well launched 
with services needed in the 
community," Dr. Noble said. 
"Effective control of the 
hospital's deficit will only come 
when the State Rate Setting 


Commission allows equitable 
re-imbursement." 

Middlesex has a 
rehabilitation and chronic care 
unit, an alcohol detoxification 
and rehabilitation unit, a half¬ 
way house for former drug 
users, an outpatient department 
for chest diseases and the only 
residence for young adults with 
spinal cord injuries who are 
attending college or employed 
in the New England states. 

In North Carolina, Dr. Noble 
will be developing a modern 
alternative for the old fashioned 
outpatient department. This 
type of unit will more and more 
have to take the place of the solo 


general practicioner-family 
doctor. 

"We are hoping to develop a 
way to provide primary care 
which is personally satisfactory 
to the individual seeking 
medical care," Dr. Noble said. 

This position was first 
discussed with Dr. Noble over 
one year ago. 

Besides the Primary Care 
Center within the main 
hospital, the center also in¬ 
cludes four outreach clinics. 

"Throughout my years in 
medical school and house staff 
training, as well as while I was 
in the Public Health Service, I 
sliared an interest in developing 


this type of health delivery 
system with a number of men 
who have, by chance, 
gravitated to Chapel Hill. This 
new position will provide me the 
opportunity to work very 
closely with these men on our 
common goal," Dr. Noble said. 

Dr. Noble, a native of Boston, 
recently was named one of the 
Ten Outstanding Young 
leaders of the Boston area. He 
holds an A.B. from Harvard 
University and his M.D. from 
Columbia University College of 
Physicians and Surgedns. He 
interned at the Massachusetts 
General Hospital.

Asked to name the most 
underrated rock bands in 
America, I’d have to put Fanny 
hear the top of the list. 

Fanny has two fine writers In 
Nickey Barclay and June 
Millington. They sing well, their 
albums are beautifully ar¬ 
ranged and engineered, and 
they play a gutsy brand of rock 
•n’ roll. 

Yet Fanny's fourth album, 
"Mother’s Pride” (Reprise MS- 
2136), is out, and the band still 
isn't headlining. Perhaps it has 
something to do with being the 
first serious all-female rock 
band. 

Really, "Mother’s Pride” 
wont help the cause much. 
Though there are two or three 
really strong tracks, the album 
as a whole seems lacking in 
depth. 

One tune, "Solid Gold," is 
particularly unfortunate, since 
it manages to come off like a 
weak copy of Dr. Hook's "The 
Cover of Rolling Stone." 

On the other hand, the first 
cut is Randy Newman’s "Last 
Night I Had A Dream," and it’s 
not only one of the best things 
Fanny has done, but it's the 
best rock adaptation of a 
Newman tune ever pressed into

But "Mother’s Pride" is 
decidedly an up-and-down 
album, and although it starts 
with an up, most of the rest is 
down. If you want to pick up on 
Fanny at their best, get 
"Fanny Hill" (Reprise MS- 
2058) Instead. 

"I'm not concerned about 
how fast my horse can run,” 
says Tom T. Hall. "I'm 
concerned about everybody 
recognizing it as a horse." 

Hall appeared with his band 


at Carnegie Hall recently—one 
brief stop on his endless tour of 
one-night-stand concerts at 
state fairs and stock shows and 
nightclubs. 

Tom T. is from Olive Hill, 
Kentucky, and he describes 
himself as "an old boy who 
picks guitar and sings through 
his nose.” It isn't far off as an 
analysts of his stage show. But 
he is also one of the best half- 
dozen songwriters in America, 
a storyteller and a rare, clear- 
sighted observer of humanity. 
He calls it as he sees it. 


Tom T. Hall has never 
released an album that didn’t 
contain at least one tune I 
disagreed with, though the 
honesty of the observations 
can 1 be denied. TV same will 
go for just about anybody— 
except that they’ll probably 
disagree with different tunes. 

"A writer has an obligation to 
say for people what they cant 
say for themselves," he says. 
"I can go to a peace march or 
a military base, and find 
something interesting in both 
places." * 


Tom T. Hall's newest album is 
called "The Rhymer and Other 
Five and Dimers" (Mercury 
SRM 1-668), and It's no better 
and no worse than 
his previous seven—it's simply 
Tom T. all. 

There are unsubtle put-downs 
of racism and "do-goodism" 
(defined as the attitude that 
makes it possible to form a 
committee on ecology in less 
time than it takes to pick up a 
beer can), and there are a 
couple of weary, sad "On the 
Road" tunes, and a little gem 


that opens the album called 
•'Ravishing Ruby." 

"The Rhymer" has a good 
cover, which is a welcome 
change from previous Tom T. 
albums, and the themes of the 
songs seem to be spreading out 
a little. But basically it’s take- 
it-or-leave-it music, straightfor¬ 
ward and plain and uniquely 
American. 

It's the kind of music that 
makes a difference, and that’s 
why you found Tom T. Hall in a 
rock 'n' roll column: labels 
jast aren’t that Important.

Commission in New York 
recently warned that nuclea. 
energy cannot solve the power 
crisis swiftly and safely. The 
Commission urged the 
development of nonatomte 
sources. 

One source of energy 
suggested was coal gasification. 
Coal is dwindling as a source of 
power now because It creates so 
much pollution. But polluting 
gases can be extracted from the 
burning coals In special refining 
plants. Then the gas can be 
burned in steam generating 
plants that spew Uttlc pollution. 

Still another source of energy 
is advocated by former Interior 
Secretary Walter J. Hickel. He 
has proposed that the govern¬ 
ment invest $685 million to 
study ways to develop 
geothermal energy. This energy 
comes from tapping the heat of 
the earth's core to make steam 
to run electric power plants. 

The most visible forms of 
geothermal energy are geysers, 
hot springs, and volcanoes. 
Much larger reserves lie in 
great underground regions of 
hot dry rocks and volcanic 
molten rocks and volcanic 
molten rock. 

If development begins soon, 
Hickel predicts that in another 
25 years this form of energy 
could supply even more power 
than Is produced by the entire 
electric power system in the L'. 
S.

Postal Service 
Investigating Cases 
of Mail Order Obscenity 


The U. S. Postal Inspection 
Service reported today that it 
has about 270 operators under 
investigation for suspected 
violations of laws involving 
mail order obscenity. 

Assistant Postmaster 
General and Chief U. S. Postal 
Inspector William J. Cotter said 
the investigations, which are 
part of an aggressive in¬ 
vestigative-prosecutive pro¬ 
gram being conducted in close 
cooperation with the Depart¬ 
ment of Justice, fall into two 
principal categories: 

More than 200 dealers who are 
under investigation for 
suspected violations of the 
Postal Obscenity Stature 
outlawing mailing of por¬ 
nography. 

About 70 others under in¬ 
vestigation for possible 
violations of the "Sexually- 
Oriented Advertisements 
Statute," which prohibits the 
mailing of advertisements for 
mail order pornography to 
persons who have filled out 
forms at their post offices 
saying they don't want to 
receive such materials. 

"This combined effort,” 
Cotter explained, "is directed 
toward swift federal 
prosecution of commercial 
obscenity dealers who seek to 
abuse the privilege of the U. S. 
Mails by the mailing of obscene 
matter and their indiscriminate 
solicitations to sell salacious 
materials." 

Meanwhile, he reported, 
through the first six months of 
the current (1973) fiscal year, 18 
cases involving alleged 
violations of the Postal Ob¬ 
scenity Statute have been 
presented to U. S. attorneys for 
possible criminal prosecution, 
together with six other cases 
involving possible violation of

sexually-oriented ad¬ 
vertisements to those who have 
declared they do not want it. 

To date, this fiscal year postal 
inspector investigations have 
resulted in 14 indictments and 
15 convictions of commercial 
obscenity dealers. 

Progress toward curtailing 
the transmission of obscene 
material through the mails is 
reflected in the reduction of 
complaints received from 
postal customers. 

During the first half of fiscal 
year 1972, 35,546 complaints 
were recorded, compared with 
23,803 complaints received for 
the corresponding period of this 
fiscal year. 

The law involving advertising 
solicitations to buy por¬ 
nography is the newest legal 
weapon in the battle against 
mail order pornography. The 
statute took effect February 1, 
1971, and those who violate the 
provisions of this Act are 
subject to Civil Court action as 
well as criminal penalties with 
a maximum sentence of five 
years in prison and-or a $5,000 
fine for the first offense—10 
years and-or $10,000 for ad¬ 
ditional offenses are provided 
under certain circumstances. 

To date, close to 700,000 
persons have registered with 
post offices their desire not to 
receive such advertisements 
through the mails. 

Their names are placed on a 
list made available by the 
postal service for sale to 
dealers.

"Old Ironsides" was one of 
the first ships of the line of the 
United States Navy. She was 
launched at Hartt's Shipyard in 
Boston on October 21, 1797, Just 
across from where she is now 
drydocked. Her original ar¬ 
mament was 44 guns. Her crew 
consisted of 475 officers and 
men. The ship's masts were of 
white pine cut in Unity, Me. 

Paul Revere supplied the 
Castings, spikes and copper 
bolts. In August, 1803, the 


Constitution as flagship under 
Edward Preble, broke the 
blockade and power of the 
Corsairs in the Mediterranean. 

During the War of 1812 with 
the British, “Old Ironsides" 
defeated apd destroyed the 
British men-of-war Guerriere 
and Java and destroyed or 
captured several other enemy 
ships. 

In 1828, a Naval Board of 
Commissioners ordered "Old 
Ironsides" broken up but public 
sentiment and Oliver Wendell 
Holmes' inspired poem about 
the grand old ship saved her 
from destruction. 

In 1897 she again appeared

plan was adopted at the urging 
of Hep.

Mofenson, when the original 
dissatisfaction with the plan 
first plan came to light, in¬ 
dicated at that time he was 
opposed and would seek a 
change.

A legislative public hearing 
was held last week on new 
districts proposed for Mid¬ 
dlesex County and the 
Democrats’ substitute plan was 
then presented.

"Some believe there is nothing one person can do 
agniast the enormous array of local and national 
problems;" Carmen went on to say, "but each of us can 
work hi change a portion of events and in the total of all 
these acts will be written the history of the next century 
for the City of Newton. 

Carmen referred to the coming century in Newton 
several times in his address. 

"The next 100 years in Newton does not belong to 
those who are content with yesterday or even today," he 
said "... Rather the next century in this city belongs to 
those who care and can blend vision, reason, courage and 
intellect in a personal commitment to the Ideals and great 
enterprises that were probably in the minds and hearts of 
those who first incorporated the City of Newton in 1873." 

He urged Newton residents to "look to vital, en¬ 
thusiastic. new leadership" in their first step toward the 
second 100 years and said: "let us continue to love one 
another even as we love the work we have undertaken for 
ourselves — beginning tonight." 

The candidate, a Democrat, represented Ward 7 on 
the Newton Board of Aldermen for six years and was the 
chairman of the Newton Housing Authority for seven 
years. 

His first try for the mayor's job was in 1965 against 
Mayor Monte G. Basbas, then an incumbent who was 
elected to serve another term. He entered the 1971 race, 
which was wide open after Basbas declined to seek and 
additional term. 

If elected this year. Carmen would be the first 
Democratic mayor in Newton's 100 years as a city. He 
would be the first mayor to serve a four-year term. 

All city elections arc conducted on a non-partisan 
basis and for the first time in the city's history, a 
preliminary run-off election will be conducted if there are 
more than two candidates for the mayoral post. Run-off 
elections will also be held in aldermanic races where 
there are more than two candidates for ward alderman or 
more than four for alderman-at-large from a particular 
ward. 

Prospective candidates began taking out nomination 
papers Tuesday (May 1). Nominations close in mid- 
August.

Lunar Studies 

WASHINGTON, D.C. • NASA 
has established a new program 
for the analysis and in¬ 
terpretation of the vast amount 
of information returned from 
the Moon over the past 10 years, 
i Under the new approach, 
known as the Lunar Data 
| Analysis and Synthesis 
Program, scientists will be 


encouraged to propose in¬ 
vestigations which draw on a 
variety of lunar data and which 
cut across a number of scien¬ 
tific disciplines. 

Through the synthesis of 
lunar information obtained 
from many scientific fields, 
NASA hopes to more readily 
build a detailed picture of the 
origin and history of the Moon, 
and its present characteristics. 
Such knowledge of the Moon 


would carry implications for 
other planets in the solar 
system, including Earth, which 
are all believed to have been 
formed about the same time. 

The Lunar Synthesis 
Program will also provide the 
basis for the planning of future 
missions to the Moon and other 
space exploration. It also calls 
for broad dissemination of new 
knowledge to the public, as well 
as to the scientist, through 


books, films, television and 
lectures. 

Since 1963, three Rangers, an 
Explorer, five Surveyors, five 
I^inar Orbiters and nine Apollo 
lunar missions have acquired a 
vast amount of new scientific 
data. 

From these data, a more 
detailed picture of lunar history 
has already emerged. We know 
now that the Moon is a complex 
body whose origin dates back to

Maxine Kumin 
Not Just A Poet' 


When Maxine Kumin walks to the podium Sunday at 
the Centennial Music Spectacular to read selections of her 
poetry, she won't be introduced as "the poet;" she’ll be 
introduced as the "Pulitzer Prize winning poet." 

Monday a writer's fondest wish came true for Mrs. 
Kumin who was called and told she had been awarded the 
Pulitzer Prize for poetry for her book, "Up Country." 

And once the word was out, a steady stream of callers, 
friends and strangers; members of the press, telegrams 
and bouquets of flowers came her way. 

“I feel terribly happy,” she said. "It’s all a little 
unreal." 

Mrs. Kumin, 47, and her husband Victor have lived in 
their Newton Highlands home at 40 Bradford Rd., for the 
last 22 years. She said she feels the honors really went to 
the poetry rather than the poet. 

“It’s really a great thing,” Mrs. Kumin said, “I think 
maybe its more flattering than it ought to be.” 

Red roses were delivered last night, a congratulatory 
bouquet from James Whalen, president of Newton College 
(of the Sacred Heart) where Mrs. Kumin was a lecturer in 
English. Yellow roses arrived Tuesday from her publisher 
for the last 10 years, Harper & Row in New York. 

Once described as "the female Robert Frost", her 
award winning book "Up Country” is the latest in a series 
of poetry collections that includes “The Nightmare 
Factory" and “The Privileged." 

She also recently completed her fourth novel, now in 
manuscript form, with the working title “Robinowitz- 
Rabinowitz.” 

Mrs. Kumin describes "Up Country," which is set in 
rural New Hampshire, as a collection of nature poems-"a 
bony stare at life” from the viewpoint of water bugs, 
woodchucks and a hermit. 

The Pulitizer Prize winning poet (there’s that phrase) 
has two daughters, a son, and a foster son, all involved in 
their own diverse interests. 

Daughter Jane is currently a second year law student 
at Berkley College in California and daughter Judy is a 
professor of languages at an institute in Belgium.

Judy, Mrs. Thierry Bingen, met her husband when he 
came to Newton as an exchange student on the AFS 
(American Field Service) program and was hosted by a 
Newton Highlands family-the Kumins. The couple have 
been married for three years and have lived in Belgium 
for the last two of them. 

Son Daniel is a sophomore at Bennington College and 
foster son Steven Burgess is now at the University of 
Chicago. 

A native of Philadelphia, Mrs. Kumin is a graduate of 
Radcliffe College where she received her bachelor's and 
master’s degress. She was at one time an English in¬ 
structor at Tufts University and has also lectured at the 
University of Massachusetts in Amherst. Recently, she 
returned from Centre College in Kentucky where she was 
the writer-in-residence. 

Finally, a tip from Mrs. Kumin to anyone else who 
wins the Pulitzer—"be prepared to be exhausted." 


Victory Field Site 
Sold For Housing

The first four low-income 
family units of housing to be 
built in Newton moved closer 
to actuality this week when 
the Board of Aldermen ap¬ 
proved the sale of the city- 
owned “Victory Field” site to 
the Newton Housing 
Authority. 

The vote to sell the 14,000- 
square foot parcel for 25 cents 
a square foot was ac¬ 
companied by a resolution to 
request Mayor Theodore 
Mann not to execute the deed 
to the property until title has 
been acquired to the two other 
sites on which the Housing 
Authority has received full 
approval from state Depart¬ 
ment of Community Affairs. 

The vote came after a 
proposal by Alderman Peter 
Harrington to suspend 
parliamentary rules and allow 


a vote on delaying the motion 
until the next board meeting. 
A charter objection by Ward 1 
Alderman Andrew Magni at 
the previous board meeting 
had already postponed the 
vote once before. 

Harrington said his reason 
for requesting delay was that 
he had been contacted by 
members of the community, 
who, he said, "have six or 
seven alternative sites." 

"I have said since 1969 that 
the Victory Field site is one of 
the poorest sites for housing. 
If the people of Nonantum 
have a reasonable site, they 
should be allowed to present 
it,” Harrington continued, 
saying that he had contacted 
the Department of Com¬ 
munity Affairs about the new 
sites. 


The Department of Com¬ 
munity Affairs held a public 
hearing at Newton City Hall 
April 19 on the Nonantum 
property, at which members 
of the community appeared to 
oppose the location of low- 
income housing there. 

The main objections were 
the unsuitability of placing 
housing next to the busy new 
American legion Post 440 
building, with its late-night 
noise and bright lights, and 
the resentment of some 
Nonantum residents that 
more low-income families 
might be moving into an 
already low-income neigh¬ 
borhood. 

Alderman Alan Barkin, 
chairman of the Aldermanic 
Land Use Committee, 
responding to Harrington’s 
suggestion to delay the vote, 
said, "I am intrigued to find

Vale Owner Will File Plan

The owner of Webster Vale 
in Chestnut Hill said this week 
he intends to file a subdivision 
plan for five homes he 
proposes to build on the West 
ridge of the land. 

Attorney Robert Cohen, will 
present his proposal to the 
Newton Planning Board and 
also said in a telephone in¬ 
terview last week he will 
"fight any landtaking in 
relation to this subdivision or 
the duplexes on Madoc 
Street.” 

Spurred by the formation of 
The Citizens for the Aquisition 
of Webster Vale, the Con¬ 
servation Commission has 
voted in favor of acquiring the 
Webster Vale land by eminent 
domain and not allowing any 
housing to be built on the site. 
The Citizens had a meeting 
scheduled Tuesday to discuss 
raising any city money that 
would be needed in an eminent 
domain acquisition. 

Cohen, who says he pur¬ 
chased the seven-acre vale 
site in July, 1971, "shortly 
after the city refused to buy 


it,” already has the needed 
approvals to construct his 
proposed four duplex houses 
on Madoc Street. 

He says the idea of building 
the five homes on the West 
ridge was a "compromise” 
plan agreed upon by him, 
members of the Newton 
Conservation Commission, 
and the Newton Planning 
Department, in lieu of 
building two units of single 
family housing at a different 
location. 

Cohen said at the hearing on 
a zoning variance for the two 
single-family units, he and the 
Conservation Commission 
discussed the application of a 
conservation restriction on the 
land. 

He said the commission 
wanted a perpetual restriction 
and he wanted a 10-year 
restriction. He said he agreed 
to the perpetual restriction, 
agreed not to build the two 
additional units of single 
housing, and in exchange, the 
commission suggested putting 
five houses on the ridge. 

Planning Director Charles 


Thomas said this week that 
the Conservation Commission 
did support the Madoc Street 
development but that the West 
ridge compromise was one of 
two alternative plans the 
commission was considering. 
Hie other alternative was 
acquisition, Thomas said. 

He went on to say that when 
Cohen presented his plan at 
the April 25 commission 
meeting, commission 
members then voted in favor 
of the alternative of 
acquisition. 

Cohen also said that he had 
offered the Webster Vale to 
the city as a conservation 
area, meaning he had agreed 
to the perpetual conservation 
restriction, with the exception 
of the perimeter housing he 
planned to build. 

He says he never had any 
intention of disturbing the vale 
itself with housing or any 
other development. 

"I didn’t buy the land to 
develop it," he said. "I offered 
the conservation restriction 
providing public access to 10 
feet beyond the brook." 


Thomas concurred; Cohen 
did offer to make this 
restriction, in effect "giving" 
the land to Newton. Thomas 
said the reason the Con¬ 
servation Commission did not 
accept the offer was “because 
the Madoc Street lots would 
still be developed.” 

“The Conservation Com¬ 
mission no longer wished to 
see any development on these 
lots," Thomas said. 

Mayor Theodore D. Mann 
has come out in support of the 
aquisition by eminent domain 
and sent a request to the 
Board of Aldermen last week 
seeking funds to hire ap¬ 
praisers to look over the 
property. 

A landtaking of this type 
would be 75 per cent funded by 
state and federal monies; but 
before any allocation is made, 
the governmental units 
require two separate ap¬ 
praisals. 

Mann is asking for $4,000 to 
cover the cost of an appraisal. 

Mann also sported a “Save 
the Vale" lapel button

Newton's animal control 
officer came under con¬ 
siderable fire this past week 
as the result of the shooting 
death of a two and one-half- 
year-old, pet dog on Norwood 
Avenue, Newtonville. 

According to the pet’s 
owner, William Recinos, 
Officer Thomas F. Flemming 
was "overreacting” when he 
drew his service revolver and 
fired into the forehead of the 
part Australian and part 
English sheepdog. 

Neither Chief William F. 
Quinn nor Officer Fleming 
was available for comment on 
Recinos’ charges. Chief Quinn 
is the Director of the 
Department of Animal Control 
for the city. 

As far as can be determined 
from eyewitness accounts, 
Flemming responded to a 
telephone call from the Marini 
family of 112 Norwood Ave., 
claiming their small daughter 
had been bitten by a dog, 
"Strider,” while she was 
walking past the Recinos 
home at 108 Norwood Ave. 

The same eyewitnesses 
stated that upon arriving at 
the Marini home, Officer 
Flemming attempted to take 


but 


"Strider" into custody, 
was unsuccessful. 

Flemming then proceeded 
down the street to obtain the 
help of the Recinos, they 
reported, but “Strider" would 
not permit him on the porch at 
108 Norwood Ave. 

Mrs. Joseph Ryan, who 
watched the entire incident 
from her sunporch at 119 
Norwood, indicated that 
"Strider" forced Flemming to 
back down the Recinos’ steps. 

At that time,” she said, 
"Flemming only had a clip¬ 
board and his pistol and I don't 
understand why he didn't go 
back to his truck for the 
necessary equipment to ap¬ 
prehend the dog,” 

According to "Strider’s” 
owner, the Animal Control 
Officer later said the dog had 
him cornered and he thought 
he was about to be attacked. 
He drew his weapon, fired and 
killed the animal, the owner 
said. 

“Not so," said Recinos, and 
Mrs. Ryan concurred in that 
opinion. 

"Flemming could have 
turned around at any time and 
walked back to his truck," she 
said, adding, “the dog was 
barking and growling at the 
policeman, but I don't think 


his actions could really be 
described as vicious." 

"At the same time, both 
Mrs. Ryan and Recinos 
stated, another dog belonging 
to the Recinos household was 
pacing and barking at 
Flemming. 

Recinos, not home at the 
time of the incident, also 
stated that to the best of his 
knowledge, "Strider" did not 
break the skin of the Marini 
girl." 

"He merely tore her 
stocking," Recinos added, and

that the residents have come 
up with—how many new sites? 

Harrington replied, "I think 
it’s five.” 

Barkin continued, "I think 
we reached the high-water 
mark for low-income housing 
when we changed the zone on 
Thurston Road (the Upper 
Falls site where the Housing 
Authority will build 50 units of 
housing for the elderly and 
four family units). Now it’s 
coming apart. I don't want it 
coming apart for four units." 

Barkin was referring to the 
"Package" of three sites— 
Victory Field on California 
Street, Nonantum; Thurston 
Road in Upper Falls, and 
Beaconwood Road in Newton 
Highlands (slated for 20 
family units). The tand Use 
Committee had withheld the 
granting of permissive use for 
the latter two until the Victory 
Field sale was approved by 
the Board of Aldermen. 

Strongly opposed to any 
further delay was Alderman 
Edward Uehlein, in whose 
ward (Ward 5) two of the three 
housing sites are located. 

It’s about time," he said 
"that we do what we have to 
do, and build the low-income 
housing. People have known 
since the day we sold some of 
Victory Field to the American 
legion that we were going to 
put housing there. It seems 
peculiar that they have found 
five sites—they're probably 
not available.” 

“Some of your constituents 
will be peeved with you, but 
we have an obligation to the 
city and to the people. We need 
the housing to go forward,” he 
concluded.

Centennial activities were actually launched prior to 
the ball when several hundred anniversary patrons 
assembled at a dinner in Newton Country Day School to 
honor Congressman Robert F. Drinan, Mayor Mann, 
other city officials and the Ball Committee.

The increase in Newton's 
tax rate for January, 1973 - 
June, 1974 is likely to be 
"under $7, barring anything 
unforeseen,” Mayor Theodore 
D. Mann announced last week 
after receipt of the “cherry 
sheet" from the state. 

The cherry sheet, a 
statement to the cities and 
towns listing assessments on 
and reimbursements to the 
communities, showed 
$7,840,852 being returned to 
Newton and $7,781,114 due 
from Newton. 

"In reviewing the final 
figures, Mann said, “it is 
apparent that the message the 
Massachusetts mayors and 
selectmen and disturbed 
property owners have been 
carrying to government is 
starting to show signs of being 
heard in a demonstrated 
way." 

The mayor credited 
revenue-sharing funds given 
to Middlesex County with 
reducing the county burden on 
tlie city, and he pointed out 


that municipal revenue 
sharing has also "put our city 
in a better position from a 
financial point of view." 

For the first time in years, 
Mann said, the cherry sheet 
has been in Newton’s favor. 
Instead of the city's owing 
money to the state, the net 
result will be a return to the 
city of nearly $ 60 , 000 . 

The tax rate cannot be set 
definitely until the city 
resolves a preliminary in¬ 
junction against all assessing 
and issuing of tax bills. The 
injunction was imposed in 
connection with a taxpayers' 
suit against the city to force 
revaluation of real estate at 
100 per cent of full and fair 
market value. 

Another factor in the 
establishment of the new tax 
rate is the vote of the Board of 
Aldermen on how much of the 
nearly $3 million now in 
surplus funds to release 
toward offsetting the tax in¬ 
crease.

An 1W) vote on the matter 
by the full board Monday was 
an expression of agreement 
with the aldermanic Finance 
Committee that the aldermen 
need expert guidance in 
selecting the contractor for 
reassessment. Coleman was 
selected last Thursday by the 
Finance Committee from 
among four candidates but not 
announceed until this week’s 
board meeting. 


Coleman’s fee is expected to 
be $1,000. 

It is possible that, with 
Coleman's entry into the 
picture, the selection of a 
reassessment firm can be 
made by June 1, and Newton 
will be relieved of the burden 
of the court suit now pending.

Kindergarten Rules 
Have New Age Limit 


The policy of the past several 
years of admitting some 
children up to three months 
younger than the standard 
admission age will be continued 
for this coming academic year 
for kindergartens in the Newton 
Public Schools. 

The standard policy ap¬ 
plicable to all children states 
that a child must be four years, 
eight months of age by Sept. 1 
before he may be admitted to 
kindergarten, and only if he 
passes a screening appraisal.

School Dept. Can Fix Old Day 


The School Department was 
given the go-ahead on its plan to 
renovate the old F. A. Day- 
School in Newtonville before 
occupying the building as its 
new headquarters, as the Board 
of Aldermen approved a con¬ 
troversial appropriation for 
architects' services this week. 

The item, which had been 
voted on favorably at the last 
board meeting, was sub¬ 
sequently moved for recon¬ 
sideration (postponing final 
action until this week's 
meeting) by Alderman Peter 
Harrington. 

Monday's vote to reconsider 
the $55,000 appropriation failed 
by a 9-10 vote. 

A motion by Alderman 
Richard McGrath to suspend 


parliamentary rules to permit a 
second reconsideration also 
failed. 

McGrath wishes to divid the 
money into two sections — 
$ 18,000 for schematic drawings 
to be approved by the Board of 
Aldermen, and $37,000 for 
detailed work plans, which 
would be contingent on ap¬ 
proval of the first drawings. 

Aldermen who opposed the 
appropriation feel that the 
action last night almost 
guarantees the expenditure of 
$500,000 on the remodeling, 


since architects' fees are 
generally based on 10 per cent 
of the total cost. 

The original amount 
requested by the School 
Department was $1.2 million. 
After long months of argument 
between the School Department 
and the aldermanic Public 
Buildings and Finance Com¬ 
mittees, a revised "bare bones" 
cost of $500,000 was submitted, 
which satisfied many of the 
members of the two com¬ 
mittees. Some felt the cost 
should be cut further.

Threat Of Lawsuit 

It appears that a good number of our town and 
cdy officials who now hold public office might he 
without insurance to cover their official actions. 

•* In other words, some office holders, even acting 

in an official cupacity. could find themselves personal- 

• ly faced with the threat of being forced to pay out of 

- their own pockets expenses and damages incurred in 
lawsuits brought against them

- At the heart of most suits is the question of 
abuse or misuse of the authority these officials 

< possess. 

,> In some communities insurance policies taken 

out by the towns and cities apparently do not cover all 
decision makers who are elected or appointed to 
office. 

This lack of liability insurance was pointed up 
recently in action taken against the five member 
planning board in the town of Medfield 

Thu Medfield planners were involved in a case 
whore a builder won a Superior Court decision 
involving zoning and the right to build on house lots of 
a certain size. 

The Medfield planners voted to bring the case up 
the legal ladder to the Appelate Court 

The builder then had suits Hied claiming the 
members of the planning board acted “maliciously 
and without probable cause . . "In short, he claimed 
there was an abuse of process. Lawsuits were filed 
against the planners claiming S500,OCX) in damages 

Around the first of the year the board members 
found their homes attached They also found that the 
town had no insurance policy to cover the planners. 

It was not that Medfield did not want to buy 
liability policies to cover the planning board members. 
“It's just that no insurance company offers coverage 
lor planning board members at any price," one town 
official explained 

The town fathers even wrote to Lloyds of London 
seeking coverage Although we often hear how this 
firm insures just about everything and everyone. 
Medfield Selectmen never received an answer from 
the prestigious Lloyds 

At Medfield’s town meeting it was explained 
that selectmen and school committeemen are 
covered but planners ate not. 

In Dedham there seems to be some question as 
to whether that town's planning board members are 
coveted 

But town and city officials are not completely 
without protection for damages and costly suits Most 
communities offer indeminification or protection 
where the towns and cities come up with the money 
to reimburse then officials If it were necessary this 
would have happened in Medfield But that is not 
always the case and it is by no means automatic. 

Newton, for example, buys no insurance, but the 
city is a self insured entity offering protection to 
employees and officials In all cases defense and 
coverage only applies when actions are taken within 
the scope of one's authority 

And in Needham some officials have coverage 
Others have not Westwood has no liability insurance 
because of the high cost 

The Medfield case involving that town and the 
builder is being negotiated Last month the at¬ 
tachments on the homes were released 

But one Medfield planning board member 
resigned on the spot at town meeting when an article 
seeking SI0.000 to indemnify was dismissed 

It seems dangerous in this day and age that 
communities do not have coverage lor all officials 
whose actions and decisions are often the target for 
legal entanglements and consumer reaction 

And if raises other questions For example, 
would a public official who is not insured vote the 
same way on a matter as he would it he were insured?

Emotion-Filled Scene as POWs 
Were Welcomed on Beacon Hill 

One of the most moving scenes ever witnessed on Beacon Hill 
was the reception in the chamber of the House of Representatives 
for sis Massachusetts men who came home from prison camps in 
Vietnam. 

The former POWs, who saluted so smartly on television, at 
close view showed the ravages of their imprisonment and the toll 
taken by their mistreatment by their raptors. 

When they relaxed and were not putting on an act for the 
television cameras or the audience, their manner was sad and 
serious. 

House Speaker David Bartley and Senate President Kevin 
Harrington were so overcome by emotion that they had difficulty 
controlling themselves when they spoke. 

Men who had served in World War 2 or Korea walked out of 
the chamber, their eyes filled with tears. They couldn't hike any 
more and did not want to be seen weeping. 

The three law-makers who formed a reception Committee- 
Representatives Gerald P. lombard of Fitchburg, Albert I„ Nash 
of teicester and Ralph E. Sirianni of Winthrop — were them¬ 
selves all prisoners in World War 2. 

It was a moving experience to see and hear the Bay State men 
bark from Vietnamese prisoneamps. It didn't seem as gladsome 
or glamorous as watching them on television as they stepped 
down from planes. 

On close contact you realized with a sinking feeling the 
terrible price these men had paid while they were held captive by 
a brutal enemy. Words cannot quite describe the sensation of 
being in the same room with them. It left this reporter shaken. 

Dissident Republicans Urged 
Richardson Run For Governor 

Only a few weeks ago, a number of dissident Republicans, 
who are dissatisfied with the administration of Governor Francis 
W. Sargent, were trying to persuade Elliott L. Richardson to 
come back to Massachusetts next year and challenge Mr. Sargent 
for the Governorship in the GOP primary. 

Richardson vetoed that suggestion, and Sargent's foes turned 
their attention to Middlesex County Sheriff John J. Buckley in 
their efforts to find someone they could back agaiast the 
Governor. 

Disclosure of the efforts to draw Richardson into a convention 
or primary fight with Governor Sargent caused conjecture at that 
time ns to whether Richardson’s vote-pulling ability, which saw 
him win election as lieutenant Governor in 1964 and Attorney 
General in 1966. would lx 1 lessened by his action in closing the 
Boston Naval Shipyard and other military facilities in 
Massachusetts. 

Now there Is talk across the United States that Elliot 
Riehardson may be the Republican nominee for President In 1976 
if he clears up the Watergate mess and restores the confidence of 
the American people in the Integrity of their federal government. 

Some political observers are still unconvinced that President 
Nixon did not know in advance of the plans for the break-in and 
bugging at Democratic national headquarters last June. They 
argue that Mr. Nixon is the kind of President who knows what's 
going on in his office although they concede he was absorbed with 
other matters in the spring of last year. 

If it should develop that President Nixon was not being candid 
with the American people in the televised address in which he said 
lie accepted final responsibility for the Watergate scandal but 
insisted he did not know about the break-in ahead of time and that 
lie was misled by investigators and aides, the likelihood is that 
ini|)eai hment proceedings would be started against him. 

Hut you can be certain that Elliot Richardson was convinced 
that President Nixon did not authorize Watergate urn! that Mr. 
Nixon meant precisely what he said when he declared that 
Richardson had absolute authority to make all decisions on the 
Watergate case and related matters 

It is true that Richardson faces a highly difficult task, that he 
may find himself in a position where he is obliged to involve and 
even prosecute men he has counted as his friends. 

He is a friend of diaries W. Colson, w ho played a prominent 
role m President Nixon's reelection campaign. As a result of his 
serv ice during Mr. Nixon's first term in office he came in close 
contact with men whose association with the sordid Watergate 
affair is now under investigation. 

Hut uiiyime who thinks that Elliot Richardson would cover up 
for anybody in the Watergate scandal. Including President Nixon, 
does not know Mr. Rlchurdson. 

One statement by President Nixon which cannot be 
challenged was that Elliot Richardson is "a man of unim¬ 
peachable integrity and rigorously high principle.” He also is a 
brilliant man of great capability and an outstanding prosecutor. 

Columnists and conunenlators huve been citing Elliot 
Richardson's loyalty to President Nixon during four years of 
slufting assignments 

Loyalty to President Nixon is one tiling, and a cover-up of an 
individual involved in a criminal act is something else.

General if were not certain he eould make a sweeping in¬ 
vestigation and let the ehips fall where they will.

Elliot Richardson may still be elected Governor of 
Massachusetts. He might one day be elected President of the 
United States. He could not achieve either office unless he comes 
out of the Watergate investigation with the same public con¬ 
fidence he holds now. 

As far as this reporter is concerned, the most reassuring part 
of President Nixon's address on Watergate was his announcement 
that Elliot Richardson would handle the Watergate case. 

The most tragic aspect of the startling and shocking 
disclosure in the Watergate scandal, which pyramided to the 
point where President Nixon considered it necessary' to say and 
do what he did, was that they were undermining public confidence 
in the President of the United States at a critical point in history. 

When President Nixon won reelection in a landslide victory- 
over Senator George MGovern last November, then extricated 
the United States from the war in Vietnam and brought home the 
prisoners, it was hoped that we were entering a period of peace, 
prosperity and goodwill. 

But the broadening Watergate scandal, the stunning 
revelations of misleading statements, outright lies, deceitful 
actions, brazen breaches of public trust by White House aides and 
other high officials, served to weaken both the credibility and the 
power of President Nixon. 

If President Nixon didn't know in advance of the bungled 
Wate-gate break-in—and one must assume at this point that he is 
telling the truth—then he was sold down the river in an incredibly 
stupid manner. 

One thing this bystander cannot understand is why Mr. Nixon 
has not disbanded the Committee for the Re-Election of the 
President which already has caused more trouble, scandal and 
loss of reputation in the Nixon administration than any other one 
political organization. 

This inept organization probably has done irreparable 
damage to the man it was supposed to help. It acted dishonestly, 
stupidly and incompetently. 

It hired men to burglarize and bug Democratic headquarters. 
It employed young men to infiltrate the camp6 of possible 
Democratic candidates for the Presidency. It hired security 
guards to keep Martha Mitchell incommunicado. 

There wasn't much it could have done to compromise the 
President and put him in a poor light that it didn't do. 

If all these things were done without the President's 
knowledge and consent, the committee members should be fired 
as quickly as possible. 

It is fervently hoped that President Nixon now can leave the 
Watergate scandal to the capable hands of Elliot Richardson and 
get back to the job for which he was elected—that of running the 
United States. 

Elliott Roosevelt Could Have 
Written Good Book But Didn’t 

The more carefully one reads Elliott Roosevelt's book in 
which he maligns the memories of his mother and father, the 
more on wonders how much he actually knew of what he 
recounted. 

He must have been a most precocious and inquisitive boy if he 
knew as much as he now indicates about his father's un¬ 
faithfulness to his mother prior to the time that he, Elliott, was 10 
years old. 

The sad thing is that this could have been a highly entertaining 
book if Elliott had related intimate but wholesome stories about 
his lather instead of raking up old scandals for the obvious pur¬ 
pose of selling a mediocre book. 

Elliott's five marriages may have qualified him as an expert 
on some of the things he writes about in his book, but even that is 
open to challenge. 

Convicted Federal Judge Can 
Collect Pay Unless Impeached 

One of the tilings we didn't realize until now is that under the 
U S. Constitution a federal judge can collect his pay even while he 
is in prison unless he resigns or is removed from the bench by 
impeachment. 

U.S. Court of Appeals Judge Otto Kerner, former Governor of 
Illinois, is being paid a salary of $4!.S#0 a year even though two 
months ago he was convicted in federal court of bribery, perjury 
and income tax evasion, was sentenred to three years in prison 
and fined (tf.OM. 

Kerner is continuing to fight his conviction but has complied 
with un order by Supreme Court Chief Justice Warren Burger that 
he move his personal belongings out of his office in the Federal 
Building in Chicago. 

He has been on leave from the appeals court since Dec. IS, 
1971, the day he was indicted in c onnection with race-track stock 
scandals for acts allegedly committed while he was Governor. lie 
has been paid almost (60,000 while on leave. 

Kerurr has given no indication of any intention to resign. The 
only way a federal judge can be removed is through impeuehmeut 
by the U.S. House of Representatives after trial by the I'.S. 
Senate.

Headed For Certain Defeat 

One section of Governor Sargent's reorganization plan almost 
certainly is headed down the legislative drain. 

That is the portion which, in the words of Human Services 
Secretary Peter C. Goldmark, would make nurses more "con¬ 
sumer oriented." 

It is not easy to determine what any part of the Governor's 
“reorg" bill actually means. But this section seems to mean that 
the cost of nursing care in Massachusetts would be lessened by 
lowering the standards for nurses. 

Registered nurses, who have worked hard, put in long hours 
and passed tough examinations to qualify for positions in their 
profession, are making a forceful fight against this phase of the 
reorganization bill, and they have made an impact upon the 
legislators on Beacon Hill. 

There seems to be substantial merit to the complaint of the 
nurses that the proposal by Sargent and Goldmark would en¬ 
danger both the professionalism of nurses and the care of the 
critically ill and injured. 

To this onlooker the idea of lowering the cost of nursing care 
by allowing unqualified persons to serve as nurses docs not make 
much sense. Neither, however, do some other sections of the 
reorganization measure. 

State Senator William X. Wall of Lawrence had a point when 
he asked Goldmark if he knew of any errors or deficiencies in the 
operation of the State Board of Registration of Nursing. Gold- 
mark said he knew of none. 

Wall then asked why the proposal was being advanced to 
legislate the board out of existence. The only answer is that it is 
intended to make the nurses more consumer oriented which 
apparently means they would be less qualified and would work 
cheaper. 

Conn ally's Prospects For '76 
Hurt Badly By Watergate Mess 

John B. Connally's shift from the Democratic to the 
Republican party may prove to be much less significant than 
many political pundits appear to think. 

The only way Connally could get the GOP nomination for 
President in 1976 would be for President Nixon to deliver It to him. 

Unless there is an enormous change in public sentiment, the 
next Republican National Convention will be looking for a 
Presidential standard-bearer who is not as close to President 
Nixon as either Connally or Vice President Spiro Agnew— 
possibly someone of the stamp of Senator Charles Percy of 
Illinnis. 

In time the Watergate scandal will subside below its present 
proportions which are hampering the orderly operation of the 
federal government. But there is not much likelihood it will be 
forgotten by 1976. 

It will be kept alive by trials and appeals which will continue 
to make newspaper headlines. 

No President in the history of the United States has won a 
landslide reelection and then dropped in public esteem in a period 
of six months to the extent that President Nixon has. 

Even if it develops to the satisfaction of everyone that he had 
no advance knowledge of the Watergate break-in and that he 
personally was clean in every respect, it is improbable he can 
regain the prestige and respect he has lost. 

His critics will still argue that he should have known about the 
crime and corruption around him.

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We Must Have Tax Reform — Not "Tax Change "

President Nixon’s recently revealed 
proposals for “tax change” come as no relief 
to the tax mess. For “tax change” is not tax 
reform. 

While the President's tax package would 
simplify the task of filing tax returns for 
many Americans, his proposals would neither 
restore equity to the loophole-ridden tax code 
nor raise revenues by making the rich and 
mammoth corporations pay their fair share. 

The must serious fault in the President's 
plan lies in what it does not propose. The 
President does not propose to overhaul the 
vast network of loopholes, special-interest 
breaks, tax subsidies, and other tax shelters 
and giveaways that cost the Federal 
government more than $50 BILLION each 
year in lost revenues, with little or no benefit 
to the average taxpayer. These many 
loopholes, which allow the wealthy and big 
corporations to legally avoid paying their fair 
share in taxes — and sometimes enable them 
to pay nothing at all — remain unchallenged. 
And, corporate taxes are to be left virtually 
unscathed. 

Here are two of the major features — 
good and bad — of the President's tax 
proposals: 

Simplification: A new tax form — 1040 S 
— is proposed. This 1040S form would be far 
easier to use than the current 1040 form and 
would make the job of filing taxes a lot 
simpler for as many as 20 million taxpayers. 

This is important, for last year alone 40 
million taxpayers spent $600 million in ob-

taining commercial assistance in preparing 
their tax returns. In addition, the President 
proposes to establish a new $500 
"Miscellaneous Deduction Allowance." 
Among other features, this new proposal 
would allow child care expenses either in the 
home (babysitters, for example) or outside 
the home (daycare centers), to be deducted 
on an equal basis. Under present law, child¬ 
care services outside the home are penalized. 

The problem with the new 
"Miscellaneous Deduction Allowance" is 
that, like all deductions, it is regressive — 
that is, it helps the rich more than the poor. 
This is because the real benefit of any 
deduction depends on your tax rate. A $500 
deduction means only $125 in tax savings for 
someone in the 25 percent tax bracket 
($500x25 percent equals $125), while the same 
deduction will result in savings of $350 for a

wealthy individual in the 70 percent bracket 
($500x70 percent equals $350). If a uniform 
credit, to be applied against taxes to be paid, 
were used instead of deductions, the benefit 
would be equal for rich and poor alike. 

Property Tax Relief for the Elderly: This 
proposal works as a sort of tax “circuit 
breaker." Whenever property taxes upon an 
individual taxpayer exceed 5 percent of his 
income, the federal government would step in 
to pick up the extra tab — via a tax credit of 
up to $500. 

Relief would also apply to those who rent 
their homes, as 15 percent of yearly rent 
would be considered as property taxes. In the 
event that an elderly individual’s tax credit is 
greater than the amount of taxes he owes the 
federal government, he would be entitled to a 
cash payment for the difference 

While I generally commend this proposal, 
which is similar to legislation I have spon¬ 
sored, one comment is particularly ap¬ 
propriate. Property taxes are a heavy burden 
upon all Americans — regardless of age. I 
believe that the real answer to the growing 
problem of property taxes is to be found not 
only through proposals such as the President 
has made, but through reform in every state 
of the property tax laws that have created the 
need for relief. 

The President's proposals are very 
limited in scope — so limited that they are 
really only band-aid relief, covering some of 
the minor blemishes of the blighted tax 
system, where what is really needed is major 
surgery. 

I have sponsored two major tax reform 
bills in the House of Representatives that 
would not only bring tax justice to the 
forefront, but would have the added benefit of 
raising as much as $20 BILLION a year in 
new federal revenues — without increasing 
taxes for the average American in the 
slightest. This money would come from 
closing the loopholes and giveaways that 
foster the wealthy and big business at the 
expense of the rest of us. While there are 
parts of the President’s package that deserve 
commendation and ought to be enacted, much 
more remains to be done. I, for one, will be 
working for more.

Did Elliot Richardson Make 
Wrong Political Move in 1966? 

Whether Elliot Richardson guessed wrong in 1966 when he 
yielded to party pressure and sought election as Attorney General 
instead of standing for reelection as Lieutenant Governor, is a 
debatable point in view of his present prominence. 

if Richardson had won reelection as Lieutenant Governor in 
1966, he presumably would be Governor today. But as a result of 
missing his chance to step into the Governorship, he is now the 
second most prominent person in the United States. 

Like practically everyone else, Richardson assumed in 1966 
that John A. Volpe would serve out his four-year term as 
Governor. He also felt he would in a stronger position to seek the 
nomination for Governor in 1970 as Attorney General than as 
Lieutenant Governor. 

Richardson and Volpe joined forces at the 1966 Republican 
State Convention to swing the necessary votes to Francis Sargent 
to enable him to defeat Representative Francis W. Hatch, Jr., for 
the Republican nomination for Lieutenant Governor. 

Sargent, who in 1970 was able to line up the necessary con¬ 
vention support for two different candidates for Lieutenant 
Governor — a feat unprecedented in political history—would have 
been defeated at the 1966 conclave except for the effective support 
he received from Volpe and Richardson. 

Richardson and Sargent are distant cousins. Richardson has 
maintained friendly political relations with Sargent since leaving 
Beacon Hill. Ex-Governor Volpe, on the other, hand has made no* 
secret of his displeasure that Sargent has dropped so many of his 
(Volpe’s) appointees in view of the fact that Volpe and Richard¬ 
son virtually handed Sargent the Nomination for Lieutenant 
Governor. 

Richardson, incidentally, was tapped to be Assistant 
Secretary of State at the start of the Nixon administration 
because of his record as Acting Secretary of HEW and as U.S. 
Attorney at Boston under Presedent Eisenhower, not as a political 
reward for anything he did for President Nixon. He was more 
friendly to Nelson Rockefeller than to Nixon in the 1968 
Presidential Primary.

Perhaps to appreciate 
mtrdem Tree Banks one must be 
a country boy who grew up on 
the tall grass prairie and knew 
trees as cottonwoods that grew 
largely along a river bank. 

The Tree Bank, in case you've 
missed this modern trend, is a 
rescue operation which saves 
valuable trees and shrubs from 
the bulldozers of contractors 
and road builders. Landscape 
architects, television and radio 
announcers, newspaper editors 
and similar ordinary citizens 
operate Tree Banks in several 
eastern states. 

Tree Bank people scout 
valuable tree stands that are 
endangered. They make 
arrangements with contractors 
to permit the public to dig 
valuable specimens some 
weekend and take them home. 
Or, they arrange for volunteers 
or park department personnel 
to dig trees that otherwise 
would be cut and take them to a 
Tree Bank, which often is a 
park department nursery. Such 
trees usually later are planted 
along roadways or in parks. 

The first time I crossed 
Georgia and Florida I was as 
impressed as a rural resident 
who has seen New York's 
buildings for the first time. 
From Georgia's turpentine^ 
forests to South Florida’s 
casional mahogany, I nevMjRid 
seen such luxuriant tgjR nor 
such diversity of gryrery. 

That was moreJpfn 30 years 
ago. It never dprned upon me 
that in 197^Wople would be 
saving indj^ual trees in those 
statesthat it would be a 
worUUrnile endeavor. When 
grew them like that, how 
Id man made any im¬ 
provement? 

But a lot of things have 
happened since then. Things 
that first were noticed by 
landscape architects and 
naturalists and now have 
become apparent to most 
people. The "things" can be 
summed in one sentence: we 
arc losing the diversity in our 
forests. 

Unfortunately, to have much 
of a future a tree today had 
better take on the shape and 
fiber that will fit a saw or pulp 
mill. Otherwise, despite its 
many other values, it becomes a 
"weed" tree not long for this 
world. And even though it has 
commercial value, it best not 
stand in the sight line of a 
surveyor of new highways. 

Trees that like to have their 
feet wet certainly are in danger. 
For even if we should save a few 
swamps through forbidding 
drainage, we are unlikely to 
save them in fact unless we 
change our cultural outlook as 
well as industrial and 
technological practices. For 
swamps, particularly those not 
in headwaters, can be destroyed 
as effectively by pollution. 

Clear-cutting practices in our 
forests clearly doom diversity. 
Foresters try to see to it that 
nothing except one species of 
commercial value dominates 
the forest regrowth. Such short- 
ighted policies invite invasion 
c forest by every pest and 
funJlLthat preys on the single 
specuS^The forest is a banquet 
from onwcorner to the next. 

So Tree Hwikers make more 
sense than usance might have 
thought. The l^ely, but com¬ 
mercially weed, tfes that they 
save may become^ virtual 
living musuem of olfaerwise 
extirpated species.

Eunice Shriver Speaker A t 
Newton College Commencement 


Eunice Shriver, in¬ 
ternationally known in the 
world of politics and in the 
struggle for social Justice, will 
be the speaker at Newton 
College’s commencement 
exercises on Sunday, May 27. at 
11 a.m. 

Born in Brookline, Mrs. 
Shriver was the fifth of nine 
children bom to Joseph P. and 
Rose Fitzgerald Kennedy Sr. 
She attended ManhattanviUe 
College in New York and 
received a Bachelor of Science 
degree in sociology from Leland 
Stanford University in 1943. 

Following graduation, Mrs. 
Shriver worked in the Special 
War Problems Division of the 
State Department in 
Washington where she 
specialized in problems of 
American prisoners-of-war in 
Germany. In 1947, she 
organized the National Con¬ 


ference on Prevention and 
Control of Juvenile Delinquincy 
for the Department of Justice. 

Mrs. Shriver became a social 
worker in 1950. She was first 
attached to the Penitentiary for 
Women in Alderson, West 
Virginia. The following year, 
she moved to Chicago to work 
with the House of Good 
Shepherd and the Chicago 
Juvenile Court. 

In 1953, she married Sargent 
Shriver, the Democratic vice 
presidential candidate in 1972, 
then assistant general manager 
of Chicago's Merchandise Mart. 
While they lived in Chicago, 
Mrs. Shriver worked with the 
community Fund- Red Cross 
Joint Appeal and the Chicago 
Commission on Youth Welfare. 
She was invited to Join the board 
of governors of the Menninger 
Foundation in 1954 and served 
on that board for five years.

Ludwig 

LUDWIG may be as 
satisfying a film as Luchino 
Visconti's previous “The 
Damned,” for admirers of the 
Italian director's rich, hand¬ 
some, brooding cinema 
backgrounds and his presen¬ 
tation of romantic history. 

But most filmgoers will be 
disappointed in the elaborately 
presented account of the life of 
the -mad Bavarian emperor, 
whose secret drowning in a 
secluded lake has, been one of 
the puzzles of the 19th century. 

There Is something definitely 
wrong about this film, and I 
think the trouble is that Visconti 
has directed the story with 
jerkiness and lack of continuity.

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Harvard Promotes Two Newton Doctors

have been promoted to full 
professorships, it was recently 
announced by Robert H.Ebert, 
M.D., dean of Harvard Medical 
School. 

Morris Simon, M.D., of 
Newton, has been promoted to 
professor of radiology at the 
Beth Israel Hospital, and 
Morton Norman Swartz, M.D., 
Chestnut HU1 is now professor of 
Medicine at the Massachusetts 
General Hospital. 

Dr. Morris Simon is noted for 
his work in the car* 
diopulmonary circulation. He 
was the first to draw attention 
to changes In pulmonary veins 
and other lung tissues as in¬ 
dicators of cardiac disease and 
pioneered the analysis of 
standard chest radiography as 
a course of physiologic in¬ 
formation reflecting blood flow 
in the heart and lungs in ad¬ 
dition to its well-established use 
for detection of gross pathologic 
processes. In addition, he was 
the first to describe the regional 
flow redistribution pattern of 
Mood in pulmonary venous 
hypertension, the earliest 
clincial evidence of a failing 
heart. 

Another important con¬ 
tribution that Dr. Simon has 
made to radiology has been a 
system of radiologic 
classification of diseases. 
Previously, much valuable 
teaching and research material 
was being lost in the voluminous 
files of radiology departments 
around the world. 

Dr. Simon formulated a simple 
and flexible approach to disease 
coding far superior to the 
cumbersone systems then in 
use. His method is being used 
widely and has bedn under 
consideration by the In¬ 
ternational Committee for 
Radiologic Information Coding, 
as the basis for an international 
classification. 

His system also has potential 
for use in other areas of 
medicine for classificiation 
purposes and forms the basis 
for a new system of radiologic 
report generation by computer. 
This promises to enhance the 
efficiency of the radiology 
department and simplify 
retrieval of medical data for 
clincial review, teaching and 
training. 

Another area of interest for 
Dr. Simon has been the study of 
pulmonary embolism by 
angiography. He is part of the 
national study currently 
evaluating new treatments of 
this disease. He also helped 
develop an instrument for 
cannula ting the bile and pan¬ 
creatic ducts without surgery in 
order to delineate them 
radlologically or sample their 
secretions for chemical 
analysis. 

One of Dr. Simon’s in¬ 
novations at the Beth Israel 
Hospital has been to train the 
staff of the Radiology Depart¬ 
ment to perform entire medical

PERFUME: of all forms of 
fragrance perfume is the strongest, 
jag most concentrated and lasting.

Perfume is most effective when 
applied with an atomizer. The atomizer 
diffuses the alcohol, and the true 
fragrance clings to your skin. Spray 
perfume on the hems of your skirts, 
handkerchiefs and lingerie. 

Place an empty perfume bottle in 
lingerie or linen drawers, luggage and 
stationery boxes. Even after the per¬ 
fume is gone, the scent lingers on. 

In selecting a perfume, it should 
never be sniffed from the bottle. . . it 
should be applied to the skin and then 
sniffed. Everyone’s skin chemistry 
reacts differently so that a scent that is 
pleasant on one person may be quite 
unbearable on another. Never try more 
than three scents in succession. 

TOILET WATER: Next in strength 
to perfume, toilet water contains no 
other fragrance note than that of the 
original perfume, but the perfume 
notes are expanded to make it lighter 
and more subtle. 

Add a few drops of toilet water to 
the rinse water after you have washed 
your lingerie. Spray toilet water on 
your ironing board before you press 
your blouses or lingerie. Saturate a 
large piece of cotton with toilet water 
and keep it in your linen closet. 

COLOGNE: Usually the lightest 
form of fragrance, cologne may be used 
lavishly. When cologne was introduced, 


it was the citrus type of fragrant 
"water" first created in the city of 
Cologne, Germany in the 17th Century. 
Though many citrus type colognes still 
remain popular, a large majority of 
today's colognes are diluted versions of 
perfume. 

Cologne Is refreshing and in¬ 
vigorating when splashed on after a 
bath or shower. Use it on your hair as a 
quick wave set. Cologne will keep your 
handB cool and dry because the alcohol 
content helps to evimorate per¬ 
spiration. . it cools and Maxes tired 
feet. You'll also find it effntive as a 
rubdown to relieve tired\pching 
muscles. 

Solid cologne is a stick form 
ideal for packing and traveling, 
is also a mist concentrate that 


visiting with friends and associates. 

Madame Tallien, a beautiful and 
influential leader of the 18th Century 
society, filled her daily tub with 20 
pounds of crushed, fresh strawberries 
mixed with 2 pounds of raspberries. 
After soaking luxuriously for a half 
hour, she was rubbed with sponges 
soaked in fresh milk, emerging 
delicately perfumed and glowingly 
pink-tinted all over.

By 
using bath preparations in the same 
scent as your perfume you will achieve 
a longer lasting result, .but. .the more

Add sugar, 
mustard, salt. Stir together. Slowly 
blend pineapple juice, vinegar com¬ 
bined with water to the egg mixture. 
Have the water just to the boiling point 
in the bottom section. Stir constantly 
until mixture thickens. Add all but a 
tablespoon of the gelatin to the 

thickened mixture. Combine. Put into 
refrigerator until it starts to gel. 

Meanwhile, wash asparagus and snap 
off tips and cook in 2 cups of boiling 
water, covered, for 5 minutes.

Hints 

With spring cleaning at hand, 
homemaker consultants of Na¬ 
tional Family Opinion Inc., a 
consumer research firm in 
Toledo, Ohio, pass on the 
following hints: 

—Use a small amount of 
baking soda on a damp cloth to 
disinfect your formica top 
counters and keep them looking 
fresh. 

—Use window cleaner to 
brighten window pulls and 
metal counter pulls in your 
kitchen. 

—Dye odor will disappear 
from clothing if the garment is 
aired on clothes line for several 
hours. 

—Pencil and ball point ink 
marks can be removed from 
cloth with hair spray. Spray on 
spot, rub, then wash as usual. 
Repeat if necessary. 

—Ketchup is an excellent 
tleaner for brass and copper if 
you run out of your commercial 
polish. Salt and vinegar—two 
ingredients in ketchup—cleans 
brass. 

—Crumpled newspaper is 
good for cleaning mirrors, 
windows, glass doors. Use any 
spray cleaner or simply water 
with a bit of ammonia and wipe 
off with the newspaper. 

—To scour pans, use a piece 
of fine emery cloth. The pans 
scour up bright and there are 
no scratches. 

—Use turpentine for remov¬ 
ing gum from cloth and for 
removing tape glue from 
appliances and other metallic 
surfaces. 

—For a plate and pot scraper 
that does not sour or wear out 
easily, cut nylon mesh citrus 
bags into four-inch lengths and 
gather into a bundle. Either tie 
or wrap a bread tie lightly 
around the middle. 

—Put garbage in half-gallon 
milk cartons. When full, slip 
the carton into old bread 
wrappers and fasten with 
plastic strip. Helps prevent the 
messy garbage can problem.

Cinnamon and sugar mixture 
Preheat oven to 400 degrees. In 
large saucepan, combine sugar, corn¬ 
starch and salt. Stir in strawberries, 
rhubarb, lemon juice and butter.

An area larger thar 
Massachusetts. Connecticu* 
and Rhode Island combined is 
under water along the banks of 
the Mississippi River and its 
tributaries. 

The flood is one of the worst in 
history, in spite of the fact that 
billions of dollars have been 
spent in "flood control" 
projects. 

The situation calls into 
question the entire approach 
which has traditionally been 
taken towards control of floods. 

Levees, by channelizing the 
water into a narrow bed, haw 
actually caused heavy rains to 
rush downstream faster, rather 
than spreading into natural 


marshes and flood plains, 
where the water could be held 
temporarily and then gradually 
absorbed. 

The damage is worsened by 
the fact that people have tended 
to trust the flood control 
projects too much. TTiey have 
built extensively in flood plains 
and other low-lying areas which 
historically have been subject 
to periodic flooding. 

Instead of spending more tax 
money to channelize more 
water and to help people rebuild 
in the same spot, it would be 
better to help people move to 
higher ground. 

The farms will benefit in the 
long run from the new layer of 
fertile mud which is laid down 
by the river. That is how flood 


plains have remained prime 
agricultural areas all over the 
world for centuries. 

But factories, stores, 
businesses, schools, offices and 
housing developments should (^ke is 
not be built on flood plains. niles.

Our Lady’s Baseball 


Some of you who are taking up tennis, rnay be making 
your first mistake before you even step on the court. This 
mistake is purchasing the wrong kind of tennis racket. Here 
’ are a few things you should consider when buying your first 
’racket. 

1. Do you want a metal racket or a wodden racket? 

In almost every case, I recommend a wooden racket for 
beginners. It is important to develop a slow, easy swing so 
that the player can control his shots. Unlike a metal racket, 

■' air cannot travel through the shaft and throat of a wooden 
Tucket. This gives the wooden racket a slower swing than 
the metal racket. 

2. How much do you want to spend for a racket? 

• " Anywhere from *10 to *25. Basically, you get what you 
11 pay for with tennis rackets. When you're first learning to 
play, a racket between $10 and $15 will serve your purpose. 
The racket isn't as strong, and the strings aren’t as tight as 
the higher priced rackets, but you'll still get a good hit with 
it when you stroke the ball correctly. Once you know you're 
going to stay with the game and you find you're becoming 
more proficent, then buy a rueket which is unstrung. It 
should run about $15 for the frame. Have the racket strung 
with a top brand of nylon. The stringing usually costs $10. 
This will give you a strong frame with strings that w ill last a 
long time and play well enough for your purposes. Rackets 
are available for small children, also. They are prestrung 
and about an inch shorter than other rackets. They cost 
about $10. 

3. Wliat size g; ip do you want? When you grip a racket, 
your thumbs should touch the first knuckle of your index 
finger. Most women will take a 4 a s L or a 4‘j L. (The 
number represents the circumference of the grip in inches. 
The letter that follows, either "L", "M", or "H", stand for 

' “light”, “medium", and "heavy Men usually use a 4‘z M 
or a 4 s * M. Children's rackets have a 4L or a 4 l < I, grip size. 

4. How should you take care of your racket? Keep the 
- racket in a cover and a press. Usually, covers sell for about 
; $2 and presses for $1.75. When you're going to play, take the

Advanced Players; 1. The net is where the points are 
going to be won. Come to net on offensive shots. If you can't 
put the volley away for a winner, then make the opponent 
run for the shot. 

2. Hit your serves to the opponents backhand. Most 
players can't return a serve as well on the backhand as they 
can on the forehand. To mix it up, send one to the forehand 
once in a while. 

3. Your shots should have variety. Hit shots with dif¬ 
ferent speeds and spins. This can destroy the timing of an 
opponent. Use the one - two punches of tennis. Bring him in 
for a drop shot. Then hit a deep lob. Make him run wide for a 
backhand, then move to net and angle the ball away to his 
forehand side. If you maneuver an opponent to your ad¬ 
vantage you will have an easy put - away shots. 

4. Concentrate hurder on big points and games. Making 
good shots at 40-0 isn't as important as making them at 
deuce. Winning a game at 5-0 is as crucial as winning one at 
54. Remember; it's possible to lose the majority of points 
and games in a match, and still win the match.

—The problem of boat thefts 
is “reaching epidemic propor¬ 
tions,” according to Carl S.

this claim is again backed up 
by Mrs. Ryan. 

When reached by telephone, 
Mrs. Marini would not answer 
questions, but merely stated 
she was "too busy.” 

"I have to bring my little 
girl to the hospital," was the 
only comment from Mrs. 
Marini. 

In a three-page letter to 
Police Chief William F. Quinn, 
Mayor Theodore D. Mann and 
the Board of Aldermen, 
Rccinos, protesting the 
killing, asked "that ap¬ 
propriate action be taken to 
insure that indiscriminate use 
of a firearm by Officer 
Flemming or any other 
member of the Police 
Department never aguin 
occurs in the suburban 
neighborhoods of Newton." 

Recinos, in the letter, ad¬ 
mitted that "Strider” had left 
his property and "by 
definition was being a 
'nuisance'." He also wrote of 
his concern over the fact that 
his dog may have frightened 
the Marini girl. 

What Recinos particularly- 
objected to in his letter to city 
officials was the fact that 
Flemming “did not have the 
equipment on his person to 
deal with the dog." 

"His resolution of the 
problem was to draw his 
revolver and shoot the dog 
dead. I find this untenable," 
wTote Recinos. 

Mrs. Ryan also indicated 
that she and her husband, who 
witnessed the shooting from 
the sidewalk in front of their 
home, were also quite upset 
with the method used by 
Flemming to subdue the dog. 

"I don't think dog catchers 
should carry guns,” said Mrs. 
Ryan. 

Kvidently there were 
several youngsters in the 
vicinity at the time of the 
shooting and Recinos stated in 
his letter that "neighbors have 
expressed concern to me that 
the use of a gun in such a 
situation could have been 
disastrous." 

Recinos also offered several 
alternatives to Officer 
Flemming's actions and in¬ 
sists that "the intensity of 
“Strider’s" aggressiveness 
was directly proportional to 
Officer Flemming's distance 
from my front porch." 

"Walking the 40 feet to his 
truck was certainly an 
alternative," Recinos wrote.

Registry Warns of 
Dangers of Minibikes 


"Many young children may 
be killed unless they and their 
parents recognize the dangers 
involved in the use of 
minibikes,” Registrar David J. 
Lucey said today. "The first 
thing which parents and 
children should realize is that 
they are not toys!" he said. 

To be operated on the road, a 
minibike meeting Registry of 
Motor Vehicles equipment 
requirements may be 
registered as a motorcycle 
the operator must have a valid 
motorcycle license and wear 
protective headgear. 

The requirements include; 

1. An approved braking 
capable of stopping 

! 30 feet from a speed of 
20 mph. 

2. SAE approved tall light, 
stop light, headlamp and plate 
light. 

3. A rear view mirror, horn, 
lock and key, and muffler. 

4. Fenders must be in place 
and be adequate to prevent 
spray from wheels, and the hot 
exhaust system components 
which could contact the 
operator must be suitable caged 
or screened. 

5. Be equipped with a device 
to permit front and rear 
directional signals to flash 
simultaneously when the 
vehicle is disabled or stopped 
for an emergency. 

If the minibike does not meet 
Registry equipment 
requirements, it must be 
registered as a recreation 
vehicle with the Division of 
Marine and Recreational 
Vehicles. 

Director Alfred Nataloni says 
that recreation of an adult. He 
says that operators 14 to 164 
years of age can operate a 
minibike, but must not cross a 
highway. The law also states 
that after age 164, a driver, 
after stopping, may cross his 
minibike on a public way as 
directly as possible providing it 
is safe to do so and he yields to 
all automobile traffic (except 
that he may not cross on a 
limited access highway). Both 
the driver and passenger of any 
minibike must wear approved 
protective headgear. 

Recreation minibikes should 
never be used on streets, 
sidewalks or on any public 
throughfare. They may be 
driven only in supervised areas 


such as grass or dirt tracks or 
special trails. On private 
property, operators must have 
permission form the owner. On 
public property, such as a park 
or forest preserve, permission 


the 


should be obtained from 
authority in charge. 

It is expected that there will 
be 75,000 minibike injuries in 
the US this year, many of which 
will be fatal.

The Veterans Administration, 
mindful of the spring home - 
buying season, cautions 
veterans, with thoughts of 
selling homes purchased with 
G. I. home loans, to get 
"releases of liability" from the 
VA if the loan is assumed by the 
buyer. 

Loan guaranty officials ex¬ 
plained that unless a veteran 
asks for and receives a "release 
from liability" from the VA 
office which guaranteed his 
home loan, he will be liable for 
payment in the event of default 
by the purchaser. 

Getting a "release from 
further liability" is simple, 
officials noted, provided certain 
conditions are met: 

. The veteran's loan must be 
current 

. The purchaser must agree to 
assume the veteran's liabilities. 

. The prospective purchaser 
must be a good credit risk. 

. Income must be sufficient to 
cover payments on G. I. loan. 

It was pointed out, however, 
that a “release of liability" does 
not automatically restore G. I. 
loan entitlement the veteran 
used to purchase the home he 
sold. 

VA may restore entitlement 
only under certain conditions - 
mostly those which the agency 
considers "compelling 
reasons” for disposing of the 
property. 

At any rate, officials urged 
veterans who plan to sell G. I. 
homes (subject to the veterans’ 
mortgage) to apply for a 
"release” from the VA office 
which guaranteed their loans 
before finalizing sales.

Q — I want to start college in 
the fall, but I have limited 
funds and I’m told it takes two 
or three months after I start to 
get my GI allowance. Does VA 
have a loan fund to help me? 

A — Under recent legislation 
passed by Congress, VA can 
advance (effective August 1973) 
as much as two months 
allowance to veterans who 
apply to VA prior to registration 
at school. A check for the first 
and second months of school 
can be waiting for him when he 
registers for classes. 

Q — I am a widow who 
received dependence and in¬ 
demnity compensation 
payments for a short time based 
on the death of my first husband 
who was a veteran. After his 
death, I remarried, and now my 
second husband has died. May I 
claim benefits on my first 
husband’s service again? 

A — Yes, upon submission of 
application and proof of death of 
your second husband, VA 
benefits will be restored. 

Q — Please clear up 
something for me. Is it true that 
2.3 million servicemen have 
served in Vietnam? 

A — On June 30, 1972, ap¬ 
proximately 2.3 million 
veterans had served in 
Southeast Asia. This includes 
not only Vietnam, but Thailand, 
Laos, Cambodia, etc.

Summit Gift Galleries 
Opens Dedham Showroom 


Summit Gift Galleries, a 
store-chain headquartered in 
Chelmsford, officially opened 
its new Dedham catalogue 
showroom with a ribbon-cutting 
ceremony last Thursday 
morning. 

The new store, which features 
shopping by both catalogue and 
cash-and-carry, is located at the 
corner of Elm Street and 
Providence Highway (Rte. 1), 
close to Rte. 128 on the site of 
the old First National Store. 

Summit sent out hundreds of 
catalogues throughout the 
Greater Boston area in advance 
preparation of the grand 
opening of the local store, ac¬ 
cording to Ansel H. Baker, store 
manager. The pamphlets 
contain lists of 7,000 items 
which customers may choose 
from when shopping at Summit 
Galleries. 

Baker explained that most of 
these goods can be obtained 
“within ten days to two weeks,” 
if ordered from Dedham. 
“Some Items take longer, 
because we have to order from 
the manufacturer." 

Hundreds of items may be 
also purchased at low prices at 
the Dedham showroom itself. 

Summit offers a wide range of 
goods, including a large room 
chocked with stereo and 
phonograph equipment; a 
sizeable camera counter and 
tablefuls of Jewelry, ac¬ 
cessories, and kitchen ap¬ 
pliances. 

A tag attached to each item 
states the suggested retail value 
and Summit's actual price, 
usually about a one-third mark¬ 
down. 

Stacks of catalogues greet the 
customer or browser at the 
entrance of the new showroom. 
Small clipboards with pencils 
and order forms are available 
too, to facilitate processing and 


cash-and-carry purchases. 

People can buy merchandise 
"through the catalogue or 
browse the items and buy at the 
store," stated Baker. He added 
that his sales force is on hand to 
assist customers unfamiliar 
with the checkout procedures, 
but feels that many buyers will 
soon be pacing the aisles with 
the clipboards unassisted. 

A huge inventory sheet fills 
one of the walls near the en¬ 


tranceway, which clerks may 
quickly scan to ascertain an 
item's availability. If it is in 
storage, the customer will have 
it in five minutes. 

Summit's first official 
customer in Dedham was 
Cynthia A. Mitchell of 97 
Lane, Canton, who JeBffied of 
the store in twq^rtQre: "I was 
riding by^yeSterday (May 2) 
and sptrihe sign, and I also got 
"catalogue in the mail."

PREDICTING DISEASE 

Medical researchers are 
helping people avoid premature 
death or disability. By advance 
predictions of these 
possibilities. 

One blood serum test, for 
example, can now help predict 
even in infancy which rare 
Individuals run a very high risk 
of developing emphysema later 
in life. The test — developed by 
Dr. Jack Liebman at the 
University of California — can 
uncover the predisposition to 
the disease as many as 40 or 50 
years before any symptoms 
would appear. 

The test detects a genetic 
factor, a deficiency in the blood, 
which makes it far more likely 
that the person will develop 
emphysema. There is no known 
cure for emphysema, although 
doctors can prescribe ways to 
help patients live easier with 
the severe lung disease.

The echocardiograph, valued 
at nearly $6,500, is featured in a 
special exhibit of some of the 
hospital's latest life-saving 
equipment, which is open to the 
public as part of Newton- 
Wellesley's observance of 
National Hospital Week. 

Echocardiography. a 
relatively new diagnostic 
technique, relies on sonar or 
ultrasound frequencies 
(Frequencies above the range 
of human hearing) to diagnose 
various cardiac problems. 
When the machine's tran¬ 
sducer, which looks like a 
microphone, is placed on a 
patient's chest at an angle over 
his heart, it takes pictures of the 
heart by recording the 
ultrasonic echos bouncing off it. 

Thus one of echocardiology's 
greatest advantages — it is non- 
invasive and can diagnose 
certain heart problems without 
the need for physical entry into 
the patient's body as required 
by cardiac catheterization.

Summer Travel Topics

If you are among the millions 
of Americans expected to 
vacation by car In the United 
States this year, a few facts 
about highway travel might 
help make yours a more 
pleasant trip. 

For example, barring exten¬ 
sive gds rationing, predictions 
are vacationing American mo¬ 
torists will travel more than 20 
billion miles on our nation’s 
highways and byways, but the 
average distance will be a 
relatively short 146 miles each 
way. 

That means most of the 
driving will be done during the 
midday hours, according to a 
study made by The Road 
Information Program (TRIP). 
You'll probably find traffic 
lighter early in the morning 
and late evening, it noted. 

As might be expected, vaca¬ 
tion travel reachs its peak in 
August, with July as the second 
heaviest travel month. The 
three lowest vacation travel 
months are January, February 
and March in that order. This 
pattern is reversed in most 
winter resort areas, but the 
national average heavily favors 
warm-weather driving. 

Even if you travel during the 
least popular vacation months, 
you can expect the roads to be 
crowded, according to TRIP, a 
non-profit research and infor¬ 
mation agency representing 
road users and the road 
construction industry with 
headquarters in Washington, 
D.C. 


You’ll Share the Rauds 

You will be sharing the 
nation’s 3.7 million miles of 
roads with an estimated 115 
million vehicles, or 4.6 million 
more than occupied about the 
same amount of road space last 
summer. 

There is, however, slightly 
more room on the roads you 
probably will be using most 
during vacation. An additional 
1,405 miles of the federal 
Interstate Highway System 
have been completed in the 
past year. That means 41,709 
miles of the 42,500-mile nation¬ 
wide network of superhighways 
has been opened to the public. 

According to TRIP, in addi¬ 
tion to providing up to 50 per 
cent faster travel, the interstate 
highways are nearly twice as 
safe as other roads. The study 
said there are only 2.7 
accidentrelated deaths for each 
100 million miles of travel on 
the interstate system compared 
with 5.2 deaths over the same 
distance on the other highways. 

TRIP also said motorists can 
save nearly two cents a mile in 
operating costs by driving on 
interstate highways which re¬ 
quire no stopping or starting 
over long distances. 

And—of particular interest to 
families—there are more than 
7,000 rest areas along the 
interstate system. All have 
washrooms and a place to 
change clothes. Some have 
vending machines, tourist infor¬ 
mation and picnic tables. 

There are four interstate 
highway routes—all still incom- 
pleted: 1-10 between Jacksonvil¬ 


le, Fla. and Santa Monica, 
Calif.; 1-40 between Greens¬ 
boro, N.C. and Barstow, Calif.; 
I ■A0 between New York and San 
Francisco, and 1-90 between 
Boston and Seattle. Construc¬ 
tion of the system began in 1956 
and was scheduled to be 
completed in 1972. Now, the 
completion date has been 
moved forward to 1976. 

Not All are Happy 

Not all of America's roads 
are happy highways, TRIP 
said. In fact, the 1972 National 
Highway Needs study reported 
that some 700,000 miles of roads 
many Americans will use 
during vacation travel are 
below "minimum tolerable" 
standards. 

As a result, many have 
inadequate surfacing, poor 
shoulders, reduced "sight dis¬ 
tance" because of too many 
hills and curves and dangerous 
intersections, TRIP said. It 
added many are being im¬ 
proved on a continuing basis 
but the reconstruction work 
during the summer slows 
traffic. Vacationers can check 
on whether .highway improve¬ 
ments are under way on their 
planned routes by phoning a 
local office of the state highway 
department or checking with 
local automobile associations. 

TRIP also noted that vacation 
driving accounts for only 13 per 
cent of all recreational driving, 
which in turn is only 18 per 
cent of all driving mileage. 
That total figure is expected 
be 1 . 2 S trillion miles this, 
equivalent to 2.5 mUliMTround

Proposed In Auburndale 


BY ELIZABETH McKINNON 


A proposal for a “life care 
center,” a new kind of living 
for the elderly was presented 
by word and picture this week 
at an aldermanic Land Use 
Committee public hearing. 

The site on which the 
proposed seven-story, 20Ckinlt 
retirement facility would be 
built Is a three and a half acre 
parcel on Stanton Avenue, 
Auburndale, formerly under 
option to the Newton Com¬ 
munity Development Foun¬ 
dation for construction of 
low—and moderate—income 
housing and now owned by Dr. 
Edwin Guiney of Newton. 

The building would consist 
of 200 units — 20 one-room, 60 


one-and-a-half-room, 110 two- 
room, and 10 three-room — a 
dining room, social rooms, a 
library, other public rooms, 
and an infirmary-nursing unit. 

The outstanding difference 
between the proposed facility 
and a residential hotel would 
be the 20-bed nursing home, an 
integral part of the concept, 
and the provision of daily 
medical attention to those who 
require it in their apartments. 

The estimated cost of life 
care would start with the 
$10,000 “life care fee,” a one¬ 
time charge for lifetime oc¬ 
cupancy of a one-room unit (a 
two-room unit would cost 
$20,000, and so on). Main¬ 
tenance charges would be 
$2160 per year per room, 


which includes all utilities, use 
of all facilities, linen service, 
daily maid service, and up to 
30 days’ care in the nursing 
unit. Additional nursing care 
will be $14 per day. 

Residents will be en¬ 
couraged to have their meals 
in the dining room in order to 
receive proper nutrition 
although the rooms will be 
equipped with stove surface 
burners and refrigeration for 
preparation of breakfast and 
snacks. The cost for three 
meals a day in the dining room 
will be $1,800 per year. 

Extra living expenses have 
been estimated at $300 - 450 
per year. 

The presentation, by Arthur 
Ullian, an associate in the 


enterprise, stressed that for 
about $5,500per year, after the 
initial "life care fee," aged 
residents would be assured of 
a comfortable, dignified life in 
a setting of total care, both 
physical and psychological, 
yet would be as active and 
independent as their condition 
allowed. 

He compared this cost to 
that of remaining in a private 
home, which he figured at 
$6,000 per year, an efficiency 
apartment at over $4,500, a 
rest home at $14,000, and a 
nursing home at $18,000. 

Several members of the 
Newton community, including 
former Alderman Adelaide 
Ball, who is 75; Edward 
Becherer, chairman of the

Newton Council for the Aging; 
and Jerald Stinson, director of 
the Newton Human Resources 
Department, spoke of the need 
for such a facility and the care 
it would provide. 

Alderman Matthew Jef¬ 
ferson asked Ullian what 
provision there would be fori 
people without $10,000. Ullian 
said that his group had 
discussed a plan with the 
Newton Housing Authority. 
(Ullian, at a recent Authority 
meeting, suggested that for 
the first three years there 
would be nothing for the 
Housing Authority, but then 
life Care could take one low- 
income person per year for the 
succeeding five years.)

Newton Children Affected

Almost 400 students at the 
Emerson and Uncoln-Eliot 
Schools in Newton stand to 
lose a great deal if President 
Richard Nixon makes good his 
threat to impound any funds 
voted by Congress for con¬ 
tinuation of Title I of the 
Education Act of 1965. 

Congress has actually voted 
twice this year to continue 
funding the "Better Schooling 
for Educationally Deprived 
Children” programs 
throughout the nation but has 
been rebuffed both times by 
.presidential vetoes. 

The White House has also 
hinted that impoundment is 
the next step in its battle with 
Capitol Hill if the Congress 
overrides the vetoes. 

- Newton school officials are 
clearly worried over the fate 
of local, Title I programs and 
the 400 pupils who stand to lose 
the most from the cutback in 
federal funds. 

. At a recent meeting of the 
.Newton Citizens for 
Education, several of the 
invited guests, including 
Mayor Theodore Mann, 
-Superintendent of Schools 
Aaron Fink and several school 
committeemen voiced their 
concern with the effect such 
vetoes and impoundments 
would also have on the Newton 
property owner. 

Congressman Robert 
Drinan was scheduled to be on 
hand for the conference en¬ 
titled “Impact of Federal 
Budget Cuts On Education," 
but was detained In 
Washington by the vote on 
discontinuation of funds for 
the bombing of Cambodia. 

With the passage of the 
Elementary and Secondary 
Education Act of IMS, 
Congress and the Johnson 
Administration provided local 
communities with the 
necessary monies to help 
disadvantaged children with 
reading and other related 
school problems. 


Local school boards were 
urged by the federal govern¬ 
ment at that time to con¬ 
centrate their efforts in areas 
meeting certain financial 
standards. 

Newton chose the Emerson 
and Lincoln-Eliot districts 
because they contained the 
highest number of families

The first of what is planned to 
be a series of annual "open 
space action conferences" 
sponsored Jointly by the Boston 
College Environmental Center 
and the Newton Conservators, 
Inc., held last Saturday at 
Boston College, yielded a 
number of important recom¬ 
mendations to the city ad¬ 
ministrations and put political 
candidates on notice about their 
views on how to deal with open 
space in Newton. 

The conference gathered 
together not only members of 
the sponsoring organizations 
but also members of the Charles 
River Watershed Association, 
concerned individuals, 
representatives of city 
departments, and experts on 
conservation economy and law. 

The idea that it may be 
cheaper in the long run for the 
city to buy all available open 
space for public and con¬ 
servation uses was introduced 
by Robert Lemire, Lincoln 
Conservation Chairman, who 
pointed out that the cost of 
educating the number of 
children who would live in 
houses that might be built on, 
for example, a golf course, 
together with the cost of city 
services, might be about equal 
to, and probably less than, the 
amount to be gained by the city 


in real estate taxes and in¬ 
creased valuation. 

Lemire proposed a 20-year 
bond issue of $10 million to buy 
1,000 acres of threatened open 
space. The cost of the bonding 
would cost each household less 
than $40 per year, he said, and 
some of the total would be 
reimbursed through federal and 
state aid. Since the cost to 
residents would be proportional 
to the value of their houses, the 
poor would not be paying 


year an amount of money 
representing $1 on the tax rate 
to be earmarked for acquisition 
and maintenance of open space. 

Related to this was another 
agreement that there should be 
a commitment by the city not 
only to immediate acquisition of 
open space, before it is no 
longer available, but also to a 
long-range program of open- 
space acquisition, using the 
guideline of the federal Bureau 
of Outdoor Recreation of 15

to the more well-to-do. 

For every new house built 
that does not pay its way, 
Lemire said, taxes rise. “If we 
are going to save open space, 
the rich are the best able to pay 
for it, and the poor are the least 
able not to have it. So it’s 
politically feasible as well as 
economically feasible to do 
something like this.” 

After hearing from other 
speakers on various aspects of 
Newton's open space, the group 
of about 100 split into four 
workshops, where the 
recommendations were 
hammered out. 

The most innovative and 
warmly received suggestion, 
which was approved 
unanimously by the group, was 
to include in the city's capital 
improvement program each 


Newton now has only 9 acres 
per 1,000 population. 

A strong concern was ex¬ 
pressed about the lack of a 


comprehensive plan for the 
city, which would coordinate 
questions of zoning, open space, 
planning, traffic and tran¬ 
sportation. 

Recognition of the im¬ 
portance of passive recreation - 
walking, "comtemplating,” 
enjoying solitude - was en¬ 
couraged in a recommendation 
for education of the public in the 
use of open space for other than 
organized sports and a warning 
to the city not to overlook the 
need for such passive use of its 
parklands. 

Candidates for office this year 
may be rated according to their 


traffic consultants, which 
stated that projected traffic 
volume on Washington 
Street, the main thoroughfare 
near the site, would be in¬ 
creased by only about 13 
vehicles in the morning and by 
20 in the evening peak hour. 

The report said also that 
analysis of data on ownership 
and use of cars by persons 
over 65 years of age shows 
that between 20 and 25 per 
cent own cars, but seldom use 
them. 

The Voorhees report said 
that in similar developments 
in California and Connecticut, 
it has been found that 
residents prefer to use public 
transportation when possible, 
tend to use available facilities 
at the center and remain on 
the site for extended periods of

Demand Reorganization Plan 
Before Voting On Vacancy 


A request from the Public 
Works Director to fill the 
$17,000-plus position of general 
superintendent last week 
brought demands from the 
aldermanic Finance Com¬ 
mittee that the reorganization 
plan for the department be 
revealed by Mayor Theodore 
D. Mann. 


DPW Director Richard 
Dudman submitted his plan to 
the mayor several weeks ago, 
and the administration is 
reviewing the changes 
suggested. One aim of 
reorganization is to vest 
control of the several divisions 
of the Department of Public 
Works within the director. At 


present the director is limited 
to an advisory role. 

At a meeting of the alder¬ 
manic Public Works com¬ 
mittee, which approved 
Dudman's request 6-0, Dud¬ 
man said the position of 
general superintendent gives 
the Street Department 
“greater operational control" 
and is the only position that 
“can cut across divisions," as

Reacting to reports that 
Mayor Theodore D. Mann plans 
to meet with the Board of 
Aldermen to discuss cable 
television. Carmen said, "the 
Massachusetts Community 


Antenna Television Com¬ 
mission is very explicit in Its 
statement of how cable 
television proceedings are to be 
initiated and conducted. 

"The regulations specify that 
any one of three actions may 
trigger a community's con¬ 
sideration of cable television: 

"An applicant may apply for 
a license; one half of one per¬ 
cent of the community’s citizens

Within BO days of the 
hearing, the mayor must decide 
to either move ahead with the 
licensing process, or terminate 
his community’s consideration 
of cubic television at that time." 

"To the best of my 
knowledge," Carmen said, "no 
applicant or citizens group has 
petitioned the city to initiate 
consideration of cable 
television. This indicates that 
the mayor intends to invite 
cable applicants himself. 

"Cable television offers 
Newton many exciting 
possibilities. A successful cable 
system in our city has the 
potential of providing Newton 
citizens with a great public 
service as well as a new sense of 
community spirit," Carmen 
said. 

"But there are also dangers in 
coble television. Cable presents 
an opportunity for a very 
lucrative business. The temp¬ 
tation to neglect the public 
interest for the selfish profits of 
a few is often great. 

"It would be a serious 
violation of the law and of the 
public trust if our cable 
proceedings were not conducted 
in the spirit of the 
Massachusetts cable 
regulations — the intent of this 
law Is openness and community- 
par ticipation." 

Carmen also called for the 
disclosure of a plan to 
reorganize the Department of 
Public Works that was repor¬ 
tedly submitted to Mayor 
Theodore D. Mann last week by 
Public Works Director Richard 
Dudman. 

Carmen said, "the Mayor 
defended the controversial 
1 appointment of Richard Dud¬ 
man last year because he 
believed Mr. Dudman could 
reorganize the Department of 
Public Works and make it more 
efficient. Yet when it is reported 
that Mr. Dudman has prepared 
a proposal for the 
reorganization of the depart¬ 
ment, the citizens of Newton are 
denied access to it." 

Carmen stated he hopes the 
Dudman plan "will call for a 
streamlining of the Public 
Works Department that will 
make it more efficient at the 
worker level, and more 
economic at the management 
level."

Three Newton Schools Struck By Vandalism 


Three Newton schools were 
victimized by vandalism during 
the past few days and police 
were also kept busy in¬ 
vestigating five burglaries, 
three of them in laundromats.

Members of the aldermanic 
Finance Committee, voting 6-0, 
will recommend the Board of 
Aldermen appropriate $4,000 to 
pay for appraisals of Webster 
Vale. 

The question of whether or not 
the entire vale would be 
acquired by the city remains 
unanswered and actual city 
recommendations concerning 
the property will probably not 
be made until appraisals are 
made. 

A compromise plan, though, 
has been worked out with vale 
owner Robert Cohen in which he 
would retain property on the 
west ridge for the development 
of four single-family dwellings 
and would sell other lots to the 
city. 


Under the compromise, the 
land set aside for duplexes on 
Madoc Street and lots across 
the street, known as the Webb 
lots, would be purchased by the 
city. 

Cohen also agreed to grant a 
perpetual conservation 
restriction on the actual 
Webster Vale with public access 
to the easterly portion of the 
vale up to the brook and 10 feet 
beyond. He agreed to leave the 
remaining portion of vale land 
up to the west ridge housing 
restricted, but without public 
access. 

In return the city would agree 
to the installation of a roadway 
at the four proposed houses. 

A previous compromise plan 


by Cohen was turned down last 
month by the Con- 
servationCommission, which 
then voted to acquire the entire 
parcel. 

The mayor would be 
ultimately charged with the 
responsibility of recommending 
what course the city will follow- 
in regard to the land and the 
compromise. 

Mayor Theodore D. Mann 
said Tuesday action on the 
compromise is "predicated 
upon what the appraisals 
show." 


He also said he thinks this 
plan "would be in the best in¬ 
terests of the city because it 
does about 99 percent of what 
people want us to do here."

Authority 
Out To Bid 
By July 1 


The Newton Housing 
Authority expects to go out to 
bid for construction of all three 
of Its housing developments 
about July 1, according to 
Housing Authority Chairman 
Anthony Medaglia. 

Estimates were sent recently 
to the funding agency, the state 
Department of Community 
Affairs, which responded with 
requests to cut costs wherever 
possible. Architect David 
Sheffield of the Architects’ 
Collaborative, project ar¬ 
chitects, said that he will now 
design working drawings at 
“absolute rock bottom.’’ 

Approval of the working 
drawings by DCA will be 
necessary before bids can be 
invited. 

The Housing Authority has 
asked the Newton city ad¬ 
ministration to find out what the 
city can contribute toward 
constructing the roads and 
sidewalks for the developments 
in order to reduce costs. 

Newton’s Director of Com¬ 
munity Development Donald 
Levitan said Tuesday that he 
has not examined the proposal 


yet, but expects to do so later 
this week. 

The Newton Housing 
Authority makes payments in 
lieu of taxes to the city. It alone 
among the city's tax-exempt 
organizations contributes, 
according to NHA Executive 
Director Frank Quinn. 

The Housing Authority's 
three proposed housing 
developments will include the 
first low-income family housing 
to be built in the city. Four 
family units will be built along 
with 50 units for the elderly at 
Thurston Road, Newton Upper 
Falls, and 20 family units are to 
go up on Beaconwood Road, 
Newton Highlands. 

Four family units are planned 
for a portion of Victory Field, on 
California Street, Nonantum. 
This 14,000-square-foot site was 
approved for sale to the Housing 
Authority at 25 cents per square 
foot by the Board of Aldermen 
at its last meeting, but a 
“reconsideration” filed by 
Alderman Andrew Magni, who 
represents the area, has put off 
final action until the next 
meeting, May 17.

Pass Bill Favoring Access To Student Records 


House Bill 6401, which per¬ 
mits parents and guardians of 
public school students to be 
granted the right to inspect 
student records, was passed by 
the Massachusetts House of 
Representatives and sent to the 
Senate for its approval. 

The bill, acted upon favorably 
by the Joint Committee on 
Education, was introduced by 
Rep. Lois G. Pines (D-Newton). 
I-eonard Bird and Sarah Noli, 
students at Newton North High 
School, were also sponsors of 
the legislation. 

The measure to allow the 
parents and guardians of a 
student and-or students over 18 
years of age to inspect their 
records is related to the deeply 
rooted right of citizens to in¬ 
spect public documents of many 
kinds, Rep. Pines said. 

Rep. Pines stated, "there is 


no valid reason for withholding 
a child's school records from his 
parents or from a student aged 
18 or older and it would help to 
avoid classifications 
detrimental to the child and 
assure accuracy and fairness. 
This parental request for in¬ 
formation is related to a general 
right-to-know interest which 
has found expression in certain 
areas of the law, especially as 
manifested in Section 3 of the 
Administrative Procedure Act 
and in the first amendment of 
the United States Constitution. 
It is also related to freedom of 
the press which is the very 
foundation for all those 
freedoms that the first amend¬ 
ment of our Constitution was 
intended to guarantee.” 

A bill that would allow the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health to regulate 


ambulance services, require 
specific training of emergency 
medical technicians, establish a 
communications network 
between emergency vehicles 
and hospital facilities and set up 
an advisory board to assist the 
Commissioner of Public Health 
in coordinating a state-wide 
emergency medical care 
program which would remedy 
the present emergency health 
care inadequacies in 
Massachusetts, has been 
reported out favorably by the 
Joint Committee on Social 
Welfare and was referred to the 
House Committee on Ways & 
Means. 

The Bill, H6491, was co¬ 
sponsored by Rep. Pines.

To be specific, we 
need repairs and updating of 
many school facilities and a 
need for more meaningful 
dialogue between the School 
Committee and other elected 
officials. 

"As a business man, I un¬ 
derstand the complexities of 
these varied problems. As a 
concerned parent, I am eager to 
devote my energy to help solve 
these problems." 

Byrne is completing his 
second term as president of the 
Davis School P.T.A. During the 
past three years, as facilities 
chairman for Davis, he led the 
attempt to secure a much 
needed addition for the school. 
Byrne organized a committee of 
engineers, teachers, architects 
and non-professionals to assist 
him in the development of plans 
for the addition. At this time, 
drawings and specifications are 
ready for general contract 
bidding for the addition to 
consist of gymnasium, library 
and multi-purpose room. 

Byrne serves on the Design 
Review Committee established 
in the Newton Charter effective 
Jan. 1, 1973, and had served 
previously on the Mayor’s 
Design Review Committee. 


"I feel strongly that the lines 
of communication should 
always be open between the 
School Committee and the 
community," he said. "Each 
school must feel free to express 
its needs and concerns. 

"The people of Newton need 
the assurance that their con-

cerns about educational 
programs, building costs and 
related issues will be heard by 
the . School Committee im¬ 
partially and will) a dedicated 
search for solutions. Com¬ 
munication with other city 
agencies must be strengthened 
so that there is a mutual un¬ 
derstanding of common 
problems and a clearer 
definition of common goals." 

"Our goal is to give every 
child the education suited to his 
needs," he went on to say. "We 
must be open to the exploratioi 
of concepts, ideas, and 
programs beneficial for our 
children, and we must 
scrutinize what we do with a 
watchful eye. What are our 
results? What are our costs? 
What is the overall ef¬ 
fectiveness of our programs? 

"We must be sensitive to 
special needs of children and 


special problems of the tax¬ 
payer. It is imperative that we 
continue to attract the high 
caliber teaching staff without 
which we couldn’t possibly 
sustain excellent program^." 

In addition to his other ac¬ 
tivities, Byrne is the first vice 
president of the Newton Council 
of PTA’s, He is general 
chairman of the PTA Council's 
Annual Spring Conference. In 
May of 1971, he became; a 
member of the School Com¬ 
mittee's School Building Ad¬ 
visory Committee and he 
continues to serve on that 
committee as executive 
secretary. 

"Serving on this committee 
which consists of members of 
the School Committee, the 
Board of Aldermen, 
professionals. Mayor's 
representatives and non¬ 
professionals has shown me 
that many segments of the city 
can be brought together to work 
effectively." he commented. 
"Although this is a new ap¬ 
proach. the results seem . to 
indicate a need for committees 
such as this relating to other 
school problems." 

Byrne is a graduate of Boston 
College with a degree in 
economics. He completed ad¬ 
vanced studies at Babson In¬ 
stitute. He is employed as a 
construction specialist for the 
Dow Chemical Co. and manages 
their New England Low 
Temperature Space Division.

Secrecy, ^gd intrigue have taken on the most 
bitter taste in our lifetimes. And if nothing else, 
hopefully, we Will realize that most often what goes 
on behind dosed doors cloaked with the imprint of 
executive or privilege ultimately leads to total dis¬ 
regard for the rights of most people. 

Watergate may not happen here. But decisions 
and judgments made behind dosed doors in the 
Newtons and Needhams and Bostons could, with no 
stretch of the imagination, abridge the rights of many.

* The Democrats have big majorities in both the House and the 

* Senate and possess the votes to override Mr. Sargent's veto in 
5 both legislative chambers. 

* However, the Governor could make a fight of it in the Senate 
4 if he uses his patronage power. 

v At the present time there are 31 Democrats and seven 
£ Republicans in the Senate. Two former Democratic Senators — 
f Mario Cm ana and Andrea Nuciforo — have been named as judges 
'* by Governor Sargeut, leaving two seats vacant in the upper 
■J legislative branch. 

a A 26-12 vote in the Senate would overrride Governor 
A Sargent’s veto. A 25-13 vote would uphold it. Governor Sargent 
m can count on the support of the seven Republican Senators. In 
T order to have his veto sustained he must get the backing of six 
; Democratic Solons. That is not an impossible task if he is willing 

* to pay the price in jobs.

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. Ted To Make Mission of Mercy 
To Alabama for George Wallace 

* The first real evidence that Senator Edward M. Kennedy may 
be considering a bid for the Democratic nomination for President 
in 1976 is the disclosure that he will speak for Governor Wallace in 
Decatur, Alabama, in July. 

The political philosophies of Kennedy and Wallace are poles 
apart. Ted’s trip to Alabama should help the paralysed Wallace in 
hia efforts to raise money to pay off his campaign debts. 

It should also boost Senator Kennedy's chances of winning 
convention votes in Alabama and other southern states in the 
event he seeks them in '76. 

Ted presumably would be able to call on George Wallace for 
whatever help he could provide at the convention or in the 
Presidential campaign although the pathetic and crippled 
Wallace is hardly in a condition to give much political support to 
anyone. 

This writer, however, belongs to the minority which believes 
that Senator Ted Kennedy will stand for reelection to the Senate in 
1976 and will not be a candidate for the Presidency at that time 



even though the Republican party then may be in shambles. 

Our opinion is that Ted is planning a mission of political 
mercy to Alabama to give a helping hand to a man who has been 
unable to pay off hlB campaign bills because the bullet from a gun 
fired by a kook left him a hopeless cripple. 

Ted Kennedy has a deep sympathy for men who are the 
targets of would-be assassins even though he may differ with 
their political philosophies. He will be performing a great kind¬ 
ness for George Wallace who would be a natural to move into the 
Republican party today if he were his old physical self. 

Senate Hearings on Watergate 
May Draw Record TV Audience 

The Senate hearings on the Watergate scandal should attract 
the greatest watching and listening audience in the history of 
television — if the TV networks have the sense to rerun the 
proceedings in prime time at night when workers will be at home 
and able to watch them. 

Public attention centered on the hearings and the testimony it 
produces should even exceed that aroused by the Kefauver in¬ 
vestigation into organized crime because there are far more 
television sets today than when Senator Estes Kefauver con¬ 
ducted his famous probe. 

But the television viewers should try to sift farts Irom fiction, 
truth from falsehoods. They should keep in mind that even while 
the testimony will be given under oath, some of the witnesses will 
be primarily interested in protecting themselves and staying out 
of prison. 

Not everything told to the committee headed by Senator Sam 
Ervin will be truthful. Some people may be falsely accused and 
unjustly implicated. They are entitled to be considered innocent 
until they are proven guilty. Those watching on their television 
sets should not jump too quickly to conclusions. 

At the same time, however, this will be an opportunity for the 
people to see and hear the men they have been reading about in* 
connection with the Watergate mess, to listen to their testimony, 
observe their manner and inien and how they conduct themselves 
generally on the witness stand. 

Charges have been made — and with some justification — 
that the newspapers and television networks have gone beyond 
the bounds of fairness la covering the Watergate mess and have 
tried to outdo each other In reporting unsubstantiated rumors and 
reports. 

Senator William Proxmire, Wisconsin Democrat and 
frequently an outspoken critic of President Nixon, declared on the 
Senate floor that the press had been "grossly unfair" in reporting 
secret allegations that Mr. Nixon knew about the cover-up of the 
Watergate case. 

Ilie editor of the Madison, Wisconsin, Capital Times in¬ 
dicated that Proxmire himself had pre-judged Nixon's par¬ 
ticipation in the Watergate cover-up. 

He quoted Proxmire as telling him in a telephone con¬ 
versation lhal President Nixon "is involved in Watergate up to his 
ears aud that he (Proxmire | didn't see how he could get out of it." 

Clare Booth Luce, one of the owners of Tune Magazine, 
THE NEWTO 


bluntly told a gathering of editors In Washington that their han¬ 
dling of Watergate had been "grossly unfair” and that she saw no 
difference between the theft of the Pentagon Papers and the theft 
of information from Democratic Party headquarters. 

A great many people agree with her on her point about the 
theft of the Pentagon PApers and feel it is unfortunate the 
Ellsherg case became enmeshed with Watergate since Daniel 
Ellsberg did steal classified information and made it public. 

Mrs. I-uce, incidentally, did not exonerate the magazine of 
which she is part-owner from her charges. 

Tbe televised Senate bearings should help the average citizen 
to make up his or her mind as to whether President Nixon knew 
about Watergate ahead of time and if be attempted to cover up the 
scandal when It first became known. 

Senator Sam Ervin is a man of great integrity. He will be 
attempting to get at the truth and will not play politics. He will not 
try either to protect President Nixon or to persecute him. He will 
let the ships fall where they will. The hearings over which he 
presides will make history. 

Old-Time Pols Would Not Have 
Stooped To Level ofSegretti 

Back down the sweep of the years this reporter has observed 
the operation of dirty politics and the stealing of votes In Boston. 

One well known politician who served on the Boston City 
Council, the School Committee and in both branches of the State 
Legislature would "run repeaters” on election day. 

Repeaters were men who went from one polling place to 
another voting In the names of people who were dead, did not exist 
or were known to be away. 

In the rare instance where a repeater was arrested for 
fraudulent voting, bail was posted for him and then forfeited. 

Controlled voting was operated under another political boss 
who ruled the West End at a time when many immigrants lived 
there, were helped to get jobs and voted as they were told. 

A political lieutenant would be sent into a polling place when 
it opened in the morning. He would obtain a ballot, put it in his 
pocket and walk out while the warden in charge, also named by 
the political boss, would look the other way. 

Thereafter, each voter under obligation to the ward boss 
would be given a marked ballot to drop in the ballot box and would 
return with tbe ballot he had been handed in the polling place. In 
that way there was no danger a voter would forget his in¬ 
structions. The last one to vote would deposit two ballots. 

Those were the days of paper ballots, and not infrequently a 
counter would have a piece of lead under his or her thumb. As the 
ballots were flipped over, a cross might be marked where the 
voter had indicated no choice or even to invalidate a vote that had 
been cast by scrawling a second cross. 

Candidates for public offices didn’t always observe the rules 
of etiquette and good manners. 

A pamphlet attacking Mrs. Christian A. Herter backfired in 
the 1952 gubernatorial election. 

James M. Curley was famous for the quips he fired at op¬ 
ponents which eventually cost him votes although they seemed 
funny at the time he voiced them. 

A less sophisticated campaigner won election to a local office 
in Roxbury's old Tammany ward by standing on the top of an 
overturned empty barrel at every street corner in the ward and 
calling his main adversary a milk bottle-robber. 

He charged that his opponent made a practice of stealing 
empty milk bottles from the stoop where they were left for the 
milkman and taking them to a store for refunds. The alleged milk 
bottle thief protested his innocence to no avail. 

But this observer has never known any politician who sanc¬ 
tioned anything like the alleged action of Donald Segretti, accused 
GOP saboteur who has been indicted for distributing a phony 
Muskie campaign letter charging two other Democratic 
Presidential candidates with sexual misconduct. 

The old-time politician might have been careless with the 
facts at times. But he would have been revolted at the thought of 
accusing another man of fathering an illegitimate daughter or 
being a homosexual. 

The most sleazy pol of yesteryear might have stolen an 
election when he could, and his standards of political conducts 
might have left much to be desired, but what Segretti is accused 
of doing would have been contrary to his code, bad as it might 
have been. 

State Agencies Are Notorious 
For Not Paying Bills On Time 

There are numerous areas in which the state government has 
a poor record. One of these is its failure to pay its bills on time. 

Druggists, dentists, pharmacists and others, who supply 
services or medicine to welfare recipients frequently complain 
about the length of time they must wait before they are paid by 
the state. 

The State Department of Youth Services has just survived a 
crisis because red tape caused a delay in the payment of bills to 
the so-called half-way houses where youthful offenders are sent 
for rehabilitation. 

One house run by former convicts was forced to close because 
it couldn't get any more credit while it was waiting for the state to 
pay the money owed to it. Another house ran short of food when it 
couldn't pay its bills. 

State officials say that it is necessary to process the bills 
carefully because two half-way houses are under investigation to 
determine if they have misused federal funds. 

At the very best, however, the state Is not prompt about 
paying its bills, and at worst it comes close to putting some of Its 
creditors out of business by making them wait so long for their 
money. 

Several hundred youngsters might have been turned out of 
the half-way houses if the Youth Services agency had not 
managed to get $800,000 to pay up some of its bills. 

John V. Harvey Urged To Seek 
State-Wide Office Next Year 

Middlesex County Register of Probate John V. Harvey is 
being urged to stand for state-wide office next year. Harvey has 
not yet decided whether he is ready to make a major political 
move, but he is closely watching developments on the political 
front. 

A Democrat and a lawyer, Harvey is a personable, popular 
and very competent public official. He is a graduate of Boston 
College and Boston College Law School and was a hockey star at 
B.C. He is also a great golfer. 

A hero in World War 2, he was wounded in the Battle of the 
Bulge. 

Prisoners Would Deal Harshly 
With Subi/osky If They Could 

The punishment meted out to convicted murderer Joseph 
Subilosky by his fellow inmates on his return to Walpole State 
Prison would have been swift and sure if he hadn't been placed in 
solitary confinement for his own protection. 

Subilosky's action in going AWOL while on a furlough from 
•Jie prison disrupted the furlough system and prevented other 
convicts from enjoying a brief respite from the dreary routine of 
the institution at Walpole for a period of about a month. 

It is unlikely that Subilosky would be alive for Norfolk County 
District Attorney George Burke to prosecute on escape charge* if 
other convicts hnd been able to get at him in retaliation for up¬ 
setting their plans for a short visit to the outside world. 

Iheir anger, of course, stems from the effect Subilosky's 
escape had on them, not from the fact that an estimated $250,000 
in public funds was spent to get him back in prison or that he 
allegedly took part in a $23,000 bank robbery while enjoying his 
freedom. 

He will not exactly be a good insurance risk when he finally is 
released from isolation and returned to the regular prison routine. 
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Sen. McGovern Denies Saying 
He Never Like Sen. Eagleton 

Senator George S. McGovern gave an Interview to a writer 
doing an article for the New York Times Magazine and then 
apparently did not like the way his statements showed up in print. 

Perhaps the reporter, Joe McGinnis, author of "The Selling of 
the President I9M," was partly to blame becaute he says he in¬ 
terviewed McGovern while the latter was relaxing over a vodka 
and tonic in a motel room in Brookings, South Dakota. 

Responsible reporters usually don't Interview public officials 
while the latter are relaxing over vodka and tonic, and if they do, 
they generally make a tape recording so there can be no 
argument later as to exactly what was said. 

But then George McGovern is moving in the political big 
leagues. If he allowed himself to be interviewed while he was 
sipping vodka and tonic, that’s his responsibility. 

He now says the article was full of inaccurate and fabricated 
quotations which did not reflect his true feelings or beliefs. Here 
are some of the things attributed to McGovern In that article. 

Tbe South Dakota Senator was quoted ai saying he never 
liked Senator Thomas J. Eagleton of Missouri whom he first 
picked as his Vice Presidential running mate last year and then 
dropped. He said he would do anything be could to stop Eagleton 
from getting the Democratic nomination for President in 1976. 

He declared that when his staff was doing a quick rundown on 
Eagleton he was told that Eagleton used to drink too much when 
he was Attorney General in Missouri but that it was nothing 
serious. 

“He was the one guy 1 didn’t know at all. And the funny thing 
is, I never liked him. Isn't that something? I didn't like him one 
bit. He had always seemed superficial to me. He had no dignity, 
no reserve. And there was always this nervousness about him," 
McGovern was quoted as saying about Eagleton. 

McGovern reportedly said he decided on Eagleton for second 
place on the Democratic National Ticket after being turned down 
by Senator Walter L. Mondale of Minnesota, his best friend in the 
Senate, and after being persuaded to forget about his own first 
choice, Senator Frank Church of Idaho. 

The statement attributed to McGovern in the Interview that 
he and his wife almost moved to England after his defeat by a 
massive margin in last November's Presidential election 
probably did not help his reelection prospects in South Dakota. 

Incidentally, news despatches disclose that Senator and Mrs. 
McGovern are selling their $115,000 Japanese-style house, one of 
the most unusual in Washington, and will move into an apart¬ 
ment. 

Mrs. McGovern will make a number of commencement 
speeches throughout the country in the coming weeks and also is 
writing a book in collaboration with the former editor of the 
Ladies Home Journal. 

Georgia Social Worker A dvises 
Husband To Divorce Sick Wife , 

Maybe the idea has some justification which escapes us, but it 
seems incredible to this onlooker that a social counsellor in 
Georgia would advise a man to divorce his seriously ill wife in 
order that she might qualify for State Medicaid Assistance. 

Nathan Bickers of Atlanta sold his home and furniture and 
used up all but $3000 of his savings to provide medical and hospital 
care for his wife when she suffered a stroke more than a year ago. 

But when he sought Medicaid assistance from the Georgia 
Welfare Department for his wife, he was told the only way she 
could get it would be for him to divorce her since his salary plus 
his wife’s Social Security disability payments put them just a 
little over the maximum qualifying limit for welfare. 

It would seem that in so deserving a case the social counsellor 
would have tried to get a special law passed by the Georgia 
Legislature to aid Mr. and Mrs. Bickers rather than to advise a 
divorce. Bickers, incidentally, declined to divorce his ill wife.

Discuss Likelihood of War 
Between Russia and China 


A number of highly placed Washington officials have been 
declaring privately that they would not be surprised if a war 
broke out soon between Soviet Russia and Red China. 

An even larger number, however, say they see no likelihood of 
a Russian-Chinese war in the foreseeable future. 

Tbe reason for both the conjecture and the difference of 
opinion is tbe great growth In China's nuclear capability during 
the past nine years. 

Some observers believe this might cause Russia to attack 
China before the latter becomes even stronger. Others feel China 
already has enough nuclear power to deter the Soviet Union from 
an attack. 

Back in 1969 Russia was rapidly building its military strength 
along its 450(knile border with China and making little secret of 
its aggressive intentions. Now the Chinese leaders are warning 
visiting officials of the possibility of a Soviet attack. The Russians 
insist they have no intention of starting a war. 

U. S. intelligence experts say that the Soviet Union has the 
power to cripple China but that the time has passed when Russia 
could knock out China's nuclear-missile capability. 

China exploded its first atom bomb in 1964. Today it is 
believed to have about 50 nuclear-tipped missiles, all targeted 
against Soviet Russia and deployed all over China. 

Some of the missiles have ranges of 700 miles, others of 1500 
miles, and a few have ranges up to 3400 miles. China also has the 
world’s largest army of 3,500,000 men. 

Experts who study Soviet military affairs say Russia has 41 
divisions along the Chinese border and that it would need 120 to 
launch a war. 

Military men are agreed that a war between Russia and 
China would make the long conflict in Vietnam look like a Sunday!

Closing Shipyard Means Human Waste Lauds Mayor

As both a resident of Newton 
and an employee of the Boston 
Naval Shipyard (I am the editor 
of the house organ published bi¬ 
weekly for all_ Shipyard 
workers), I feel compelled to 
respond to your recent editorial. 

You appear to have 
swallowed the common, but 
groundless, assumption that 
private businesses are lined up 
ten deep, just waiting to get 
their hands on the property in 


Charlestown and South Boston 
now occupied by the Shipyard 
in order to start new industries 
or enlarge present ones. 

First, there is no assurance 
that the federal government, 
which now owns this land, is 
going to sell it or otherwise 
make it available to the private 
sector. Second, the recent 
history of this Commonwealth 
suggests that industries are at 
least as likely to move OUT, or 
even go out of business, as they 
are to move IN, or start new 


businesses. Moving INTO the 
core city seems equally im¬ 
probable; the flight to the 
suburbs has not been wholly 
residential. 

Most of our skilled mechanics 
may indeed be eventually 
a bsorbedlnto private industry - 
no doubt at lower wages, and of 
course required to start all over 
again to build their seniority 
and retirement rights - no big 
deal for those who are 25, but 
something else again for those 
who are 52.

Instead, they will 
vegetate On the porch of a 
cottage (now a year-round 
home) in New Hampshire. 

It may well be that the closing 
of the Boston Naval Shipyard 
will eventually be beneficial. 
After all, eventually everyone 
whose life is twisted by it will be 
dead. Your long-range view is 
very high-minded. But please 
spare a thought to the im¬ 
mediate effects on some very 
unhappy people who still have 
to pay a mortgage or rent and 
send their children to college, 
whether the Shipyard is ob¬ 
solete or not.

NEW YORK (UPI) - The 
men's clothing industry was hit 
by a tremendous recession in 
1970 and 1971 for the simple 
reason that a man with a good 
suit wasn't about to throw it 
away because someone told 
him his lapels were too narrow. 
The industry has learned its 
lesson and men arc buying 
again. 

Tom Me Whir ter, senior vice 
president-marketing of Crick- 
eteer, a division of the Joseph 
Ai Fciss Co., of Cleveland, Ohio, 
says it was because the 
clothing industry was trying to 
follow the Detroit lead and 
build in fashion obsolescence. It 
didn't take. 

"The designers would change 
lapels from two to five inches 
overnight" he said. "But you 
would see big executives of big 
department stores wearing 
suits with lapels that weren't 
considered fashionable. They 
weren't about to throw away a, 
good suit and neither was, 
average man.” 

During those repMSsion years 
men simplvjrfsi credulity in 
suit styleayOffd stopped buying. 
The bjWWstyles were stabilized 
afty^that and along came the 

luble knit which had tremen¬ 
dous impact on the market, 
reviving an interest that had 
almost vanished. 

Tremendous Innovation 

"Now there is a tremendous 


fabric innovation, a textured 
polyester," McWhirter said. "It 
simply means there is a certain 
amount of stretch and shap-; 
retention built in and it usually 
Ls called a stretch woven. 
Prices are up slightly because 
of a tremendous demand but it 
is somewhat higher than a knit 
and somewhat lower than ii 
woven." 

Prices of men’s clothes are 
up an average 10 per cent 
currently — even more than 
meat—and the stretch woven 
may be the answer. Double knit 
fabrics cost around $2.50 to $3 a 
yard while good worsteds run 
as high as $7. The stretch 
woven is somewhere in between 
at $3 to $4 for some. 

"If $10 is important to a man 
he must take a good look^ 
what he is buying,” Mc\ 
said. "But I don'MjpNw if that 
Ls the answerjpieescalation of 
prices seepHno have hit clothes 
mor^ydfan other items. Men 
to buying a higher-priced 
Suit may have to scale down to 
a lower price range." 

But McWhirter says the 
desire for new clothes is on the 
upswing after that two-year 
famine and this can be 
attributed to a number of 
things—new technology in fab¬ 
rics and a return to the classic 
look which will stay put. 

The Basic Suit 

But as for models, the basic 
suit has a two-button jacket 
with a fitted waist and fairly 


wide lapels. The interest 
applies almost entirely to colors 
and fabrics and McWhirter 
says he is striving to keep a 
strong brand since in the days 
of galloping inflation a consum¬ 
er must have a brand name in 
which he can have faith. The 
firm is the oldest in the 
country, founded in 1841, and is 
close to being the biggest. 

McWhirter reports two of the 
hottest items for spring and 
summer wear are seersucker 
double knits and a three-piece 
suit which helps beat inflation 
by providing both a suit and a 
jacket that can be worn with 
the contrasting slacks. 

"A man c an wear a suit to 
theofficjjfc^rtnponhis sports 
ith the same slacks for 
/ear at a ball game or for 
weekend use," he said. "There 
is quite an interest in a natural 
look in this—and shades of the 
Gatsby era—the linen look, the 
silk look. 

"White is predominant and it 
shows up either in suits or in 
white accents. Shades of red 
are creeping in, primarily in 
sports wear with red an accent 
in plaids. But wait until spring 
of 1974—you will see a lot more. 

“We show a modified flare in 
our trouser, but nothing ap¬ 
proaching the extreme baggie 
look. There are some pleats but 
they are modified and they are 
finding what I would call a 
disinterested acceptance. Cuffs, 
of course, are back."

Alderman Richard 
Bullwinkle asked Dudman, 
"Are you eliminating the 
position of assistant director 
of Public Works?" 

Dudman replied, "l am not 
proposing an assistant 
director of Public Works." 

Pursuing reorganization, 
Egelson said he would not vote 
for replacing the general 
superintendent until he sees 
the plan. Dudman said that he 
could not release it. that his 
responsibility is to the 
executive, and "given the 
year it is, it may take until 
December” for the mayor to 
make the plan public, 
referring to the upcoming 
mayoral election campaign. 

Several of the division 
foremen spoke in favor of 
filling the job of general 
superintendent. They feel the 
position is a chance for ad¬ 
vancement (it is the highest 
level job in the work force) as 
well as being important to the 
functioning of the Public 
Works Department. 

The Finance Committee 
voted 6-0 to hold the request 
until more information on the 
reorganization is received. 

Mayor Mann said late last 
week that study of the 
reorganization "will take as 
long as it has to take." He will 
not be pressured into 
releasing the plan, he added. 

The mayor listed several 
improvements that have been 
made in the operation of the 
Public Works Department 
since Dudman's takeover, 
such as a reduction in the size 
of work crews, control of 
coffee hours, improved 
rubbish pickups, and im¬ 
plementation of en¬ 
vironmental programs. , 

"We have already adopted 
many new management 
techniques to eliminate 
inefficiencies, and we will 
possibly be presenting certain 
ordinance changes that would 
change existing job roles," the 
mayor concluded.

A summer job might mean 
the difference between retur¬ 
ning to school next fall—or 
entering the school of hard 
knocks on the road to nowhere 
for an economically disad¬ 
vantaged youth in the greater 
Boston area.

Why not seek out 
money wasters who arc often 
the shoppers themselves? How 
about a permanent boycott on 
overpriced Junk foods that line 
market shelves, as well as the 
overpriced convenient foods 
which aren't really convenient. 

latest USDA food studies 
have shown a substantial in¬ 
crease in the consumption of 
snack foods and soft drinks in¬ 
stead of milk, vegetables and 
fruits containing nutrients 
people need. Due to this, diets in 
many families do not provide 
adequate nutrition. 

Aside from the valuable loss 
of nutrition, what do these 
empty foods, high in calories, 
cost the consumer? 

Potato chips sell for 59 cents 
for nine ounces. That is $1.05 per 
pound, about the same as a 
pound of ground beef. If you 
prefer sour cream flavor on 
your chips or ripple cut chips, 
you pay 59 cents for eight 
ounces, or $1.18 per pound. A 
five ounce bag of popcorn costs 
39 cents or |1.25 per pound, the 
same price as a one pound four 
ounce can of unpopped corn. 

Crackers that come in six 
festive shapes sell for 51 cents 
for eight ounces. A crispy potato 
cracker sells for 48 cents for 
five ounces, $1.54 per pound. 
How does that price compare to 
a pound of chuck steak? A box 
of crackers seasoned with a; 
tincial bacon flavoring c( 
cents for 4.5 ounces, a vdi^Jping 
11.74 per pound. YqjaWsn buy a 
pound of baconiwless. If you 
want crackMO^why not buy 
saltines fra7 cents a pound and 
add yfM awn flavoring? 

you have the dry break- 
t cereals, many of them little 
more than sugared vitamins for 
which you pay on the average, 
94 to 96 cents a pound. Many of 
the pre - sugared variety are 
introduced to your children 
during those Saturday cartoons. 
These sugared cereals, which 
•re most costly and least 
nutritious, contain artificial 


flavoring, coloring and other 
additives you probably know 
little about 

Nutritionists have been 
pointing out the inadequacies of 
a dry cereal breakfast for some 
time, but cereal manufacturers 
have added more vitamins to 
their products, claim one can 
receive a nourishing breakfast 
from cereals, protein rich with 
the addition of milk. If one 
consumes the stuff with a soup 
ladle, maybe, but how much 
milk does a person drink with a 
teaspoon? The addition of 


nutritious. You can buy pure 
orange Juice and dilute it with 
your own water and sugar. 

Convenience food can be a 
boon to some people if it really 
is convenient, but but not if it 
requires as much work In 
preparation as would cooking 
from scratch, and the price 
difference... well, let's see.

vitamins does not make a food 
wholesome. Few breakfast 
cereals contain more protein 
than a slice of whole wheat 
bread. Some cereals are made 
of whole enriched grains, are 
convenient, and can be a 
nutritious addition to the 
morning meal, but they are not 
a complete breakfast and they 
will not make you feel like a^ 
million bucks. 

Consumer Report^Jrffyear 
said that sinceJUST the fat 
content of h*r dogs has in- 
creasedbdfn 19 to 30 per cent, 
and JNe protein content has 
from 20 to less than 12 

r cent. The remaining 
composition includes water, 
cereal, flour and what have you. 
No hot dog boycott resulted 
even though protein in a hot dog 
costs about $10 per pound. 

Consumers purchase gallons 
of drinks, canned, frozen and 
powdered, containing little 
more than sugar, com syrup, 
artificial color and flavor. Who 
needs to consume artificial 
coloring and com syrup each 
time he is thirsty? Imitation 
fruit Juice advertisements may 
beguile the housewife into 
believing she is buying a 
nutritious beverage. Vitamin C 
added to sugared water is not 



bread crumbs, shortening, corn 
syrup, spices, preservations 
and artificial color. The price 
you paid per pound was $2. If 
you used another product to add 
to your tuna, you paid 57 cents 
for eight ounces of noodles you 
had to cook and a small packet 
of cheese mix. That comes to 
>1. 14 a p ound. A noodle dinner, 
beef flavor, noodles 
you must cook and a packet of 
sour cream mix costs 41 cents 
for six ounces, $1.09 a pound. 
For only nine cents more you 
can purchase a whole pound of 
noodles and a cup of pure sour 
cream. Rice mixes with various 
flavorings such as beef, 
chicken, or saffron costs 39 
cents for seven ounces, 89 cents 
a pound. Since you must cook 
the rice anyway, why not buy 
plain enriched rice at 20 cents a 
pound and add your own 
flavoring, beef bouillon or 
chicken bouillon? 

Pancake mix sells for 49 cents 
for two pounds, 24.5 cents a 
pound. It contains enriched 
flour, com, oat and rice flours, 
leavening, dextrose, salt, nonfat 
dry milk, propylene glycol (an 
additive for moisture retention) 
ahd artificial color. You still 
must add milk, eggs and 
shortening. Buy five pounds of 
enriched flour at 69 cents, 13.8 
cents per pound, measure, add 
eggs, milk, shortening plus 
baking powder and salt to make 
your own pancakes sans the 
artificials. You can even stir in 
your own corn, oat and rice 
flair, powdered milk and sugar 
for less than 24.5 cents per 
pound. Cake mix that sells for 41 
cents for one pound and three 
ounces is too expensive when 


you have to add your own milk, 
eggs and sometimes shor¬ 
tening. Nineteen cents for a 
chicken pot pie that only con¬ 
tains an ounce of chicken is no 
bargain. A two-pound frozen 
turkey entree coating 11.49 is no 
big buy when the principal 
ingredient is gravy. Cheese, an 
excellent source of protein, is 
reduced in value and increased 
in cost when it has been 
processed with water, 
pimentos, vegetables, 
vegetable gum and other ad¬ 
ditives. 

There are thous^ias of 
processed and prepared! foods 
on the market, few listing the 
exact percentage of 
ingredients. The majority 
contain additives and fillers 
that cut down on nutrients. 
Some chemicals are needed to 
preserve foods. Some add 
enrichment, such as those in 
flour and rice. However, many 
chemicals in food are un¬ 
necessary, such as artificial 
color. Other chemicals have not 
been as thoroughly tested as 
they should have been. 

The housewife should know 
what she is getting for her 
dollar. Consumer advocates are 
pressing Congress for truth in 
packaging laws, but their 
progress has been slow and 
costly. A simple law, if applied, 
could help solve this probelm. It 
is the law of supply and 
demand. If housewives would 
direct their efforts toward 
boycotting products that do not 
list the exact amount of con¬ 
tents, the supply would dwindle. 

If housewives reduced their 
demand for junk foods, sub¬ 
stituting more nutritious foods, 
the supply of Junk would 
decrease. 

If housewives would take time 
to read labels and compute unit 
costs of convenience foods, 
rejecting those overpriced in 
terms of convenience and taste, 
the supply would dwindle. 

The cost of maintaining a 
supermarket has increased and 
will continue to do so as long as 
it is necessary to accommodate 
the many products requested by 
consumers. If housewives 
reduced their demand for junk 
foods, over priced convenience 
foods and insufficiently labeled 
products, it could reduce the 
overhead of supermarkets. 
That could affect the price of 
meat The idea, at least is food 
for thought.

Fifty women from five 
Massachusetts counties at¬ 
tended a safety seminar of the 
Massachusetts Homemakers 
Council recently at the Norfolk 
County Agricultural School and 
heard Massachusetts described 
as the worst state in New 
England in which to drive. 

Mrs. Theodore Yankee, state 
safety chairman for the 
Homemakers, served as 
chairman of the seminar, 
assisted by Mrs. Israel Langley, 
president of the Massachusetts 
Extension Homemakers 
Council. 

The seminar revealed the 
“grim story of carnage on the 
state's highways caused by the 
abusive drinking driver.” 

Homemakers were faced with 
the statistics showing 991 killed 
last year on Massachusetts 
highways, and they were 
challenged to do something 
about those statistics within 
their own communities. 

Seminar participants in¬ 
cluded three staff members of 
the Boston Alcohol Safety 
Action Project: Dr. Milton 
Argeriou, director of 
rehabilitation; Dr. Joseph 
Uftik, research psychologist, 
and Robert Cox. public in¬ 
formation officer. 

Also participating were 
James B. Press, chief super¬ 


visor, Registry Driving 
Division, and Mrs. Mary 
McGrath of the Alcohol In¬ 
formation Referral. 

"Operation DIRE" (Driver 
Improvement, Rehabilitation 
and Education) was launced by 
the Massachusetts 
Homemakers Council members 
who will take the program back 
to their own counties and stage 
similar seminars there. 
"Operation DIRE" is a part of 
the commitment of the National 
Extension Homemakers 
Council to support the United 
States Department of Tran- 
seminar on Alcohol Coun¬ 
termeasures Program, now 
underway. 

Mrs. Yankee who has long 
been involved in highway traffic 
safety, attended a national 
seminar on Slcohol Coun¬ 
termeasures in Washington, D. 
C., in February. 

Opening the discussion. Dr. 
Argeriou explained that the 
countermeasures program in 
Boston attempts to apprehend, 
identify and rehabilitate, 
abusive drinking drivers rather 
than to turn them loose to again 
abuse their driving privileges. 

He explained that the 
Department of Transportation 
has attacked the drinking- 
driver problem because alcohol 
is involved in half the highway

Alcohol Safety Action Project 
(ASAP) is a system of probation 
now being used, Dr. Uftik 
explained. Through this system 
alternatives are offered both 
the judge and the abusive 
drinker, to the standard 
punitive treatment. 

Cox asked the women to 
become activists in their 
communities, publicizing the 
work of the ASAP. He requested 
them to write their legislators 
"to get the drunks off the road 
for their sake and for yours.” 
He also urged support for the 
continuation of the ASAP 
program or a similar effort 
following the three year period 
of federal funding during which 
ASAPs will be pilot demon¬ 
stration projects determining 
the most effective methods of 
handling problem drinking 
drivers. 

Press listed personal 
responsibility and family 
discipline as two of the mo6t 
important weapons in any safe 
driving campaign. 

Citing statistics of 991 killed. 
Press said Massachusetts is the 
worst state of all the New 
England states in which to 
drive. 

Press listed four other 
chronic driving offenses, in 
addition to the drunk driver. 
They include intersection 
crashes, rear-end crashes, 
mystery one-car, high speed 
crashes and auto-pedestrian 
accidents. 

Mrs. McGrath called 
alcoholism "an equal op¬ 
portunity disease” that is no 
respecter of sex, color or 
religion.

KIDS AND 

SMOKING PARENTS 

Children want their parents to 
kick the cigarette habit. Now. 

A University of Louisville 
study of 2,000 children showed 
an astounding finding. Of those 
aged 7 to 12, some 72 percent 
said they would love their 
parents more if they stopped 
smoking. 

That almost sounds like 
withholding love, a discredited 
parental tactic. Or a promise of 
extra love if the parents do what 
the kids want 

Actually, the statement 
should probably read that 
children would really love It if 
their parents quit smoking. 
Kids are hurt—and puzzled— 
when their parents persist in 
doing something they know is 
bad for them. Children want 
their parents alive and well. 

A word about the kids 
themselves. They have to 
breathe in the smoke from their 
parents' cigarettes. And new 
research suggests there is even 
more tar and nicotine in the 
smoke that drifts off the bur¬ 
ning end of the cigarette than in 
the drag the smoker takes. 
There are also high levels of 
other damaging substances, 
like cadmium and carbon 
monoxide. 

II parents smoke, they inhale 
on each cigarette for about 24 
seconds. The total burning time, 
in which toxic chemicals are 
released into the air, is 12 
minutes. The pollution Ungers 
(or hours. 

Parents who smoke at home 
can aggravate symptoms in 
some asthmatic children and 
even trigger asthma attacks. 
Researchers at tlie Mayo Clinic 
estimate there are 1.5 milUon 
Americans, children as well as 
adults, who are sensitive to 
tobacco smoke and can suffer 
smoke-caused asthma attacks. 

Parents who want to quit can 
get more information from the 
American Lung Association of 
Boston, formerly the Boston TB 
and Respiratory Disease 
Association. It's a matter of life 
and breath. Theirs. And their 
children's.

All young brides should be aware 
that behind every successful cook there 
lurks a well-filled garbage can that 
bears witness to her cooking failures. 
Old fashioned though it may be. it's still 
true, "Practice makes perfect.” 

And if a woman tells a tearful 
newlywed that she’s never had a kit¬ 
chen failure . . . well, she's cither I. 
done precious little cooking or baking 
or 2. telling a bold-faced lie. 

Of course every new bride wants to 
be creative and chances are she’ll try 
very hard to prove to her new husband 
that she's a good cook. It's a good idea 
to start with easy-to-make dishes 
because success does bring confidence. 
Follow the example of most ex¬ 
perienced cooks and develop n 
repertoire of dishes that you know 
cannot fail. 

When entertaining choose dishes 
that ran be prepared ahead of time, 
freeing you of last minute panic— 
you'll then be able to relax and enjoy 
your own party. 

Following are some helpful hints 
for new brides in the kitchen. 

It's important to learn how to read 
a recipe. When you have chosen the one 
you want to try, give it your con¬ 
centrated attention. Check the utensils 
needed ... if you have nothing 
resembling the utensils you'll have to 
acquire them or choose a more suitable 
recipe. Go slowly in purchasing these 
utensils; make sure the ones you buy 
will be put to good use. 

Cheek to see whether the 
ingredients needed for the recipe are on 
’ hand; then put what Is needed on your 
shopping list. Shopping without a list 
leads to impulse-buying with the result 
that you end with a register tape that 
will make your head spin. 

Being a good rook begins with a trip 
to the super market. I.ist best buys; buy 
foods in season and prepare ahead of 
time menus for an entire week. DON’T 
buy torn or damaged packages. Ask 
your "check-out" person to put all 
perishables into one bag; be sure this is 
the first bag out of the car and into the 
house where proper refrigeration or 
freezing will keep foods fresh and 
eatable. 

Every bride who is starting to keep 
house needs at least one comprehensive 
cookbook. There's a paperback book 
hot off the press entitled, "BRIDE IN 
THE KITCHEN," Doublcday, 338 pgs. 
82.95 tiiat rails itself, “A complete and 
eommonsense introduction to your first 


kitchen, containing recipe* galore, 
menu planning, basic cooking 
techniques, pot* and pan* and much, 
much more. 

It's a little book that is both en¬ 
tertaining as well as informative. Well- 
seasoned cooks will enjoy the many 
down-to-earth suggestions and recipes. 
Following are samplings from the book 
plus a few casy-to-makc desserts for 
the young bride. 

(Thought you could boil water, eh? 
Read what Betty Watson has to say 
about that!) "Boiling: Despite all the 
jokes, there is something to learn about 
boiling water. There are two ways to 
determine whether water is boiling; in 
an open pan, the water (or other liquid) 
plops into bubbles. When thickened 
mixture, like a pudding or gravy, is 
boiling the bubbles are big and plop 
loudly. A thin liquid like water or meat 
broth has smaller, quieter bubbles, but 
they must be Jumping up all over the 
top along with much steam before the 
liquid has come to a hard boll." When 
boiling water to make tea, or to make 
instant coffee, it is very Important that 


the water come to a hard boll; in fact it 
should remain at a hard boil for at least 
a minute or two before adding the 
tea or coffee. 

From the chapter on "WEEKDAY 
DINNERS TETE-A-TETE" (cooking 
for two): 

CHICKEN TARRAGON 

4 pieces chicken (2 breasts, 1 
drumstick, 1 wing) 

Vi cup dry white wine 

1 teaspoon tarragon 

V« teaspoon salt 

2 to 3 tablespoons butter 

Add tarragon to wine; let stand at 
least 15 minutes, then strain. Dust the 
chicken pieces with salt, melt the butter 
in your skillet (the 10-inch size is best 
for this) until it sizzles — but don't let 
butter turn brown. Arid the chicken 
pieces, brown quickly over high heat, 
turning them as they brown. When very 
brown, lower the hear, add the 
tarragon-flavored wine, cover the 
skillet, let simmer for 20 minutes. If 
liquid should reduce too much, add just 
a little water. Serve the chicken with 
the unthickened sauce. 


SCRAMBLED EGGS 
PORTUGAOE 

3 eggs 

2 tablespoons chill sauce 

Vi teaspoon salt 

Dash of freshly ground pepper 

1 teaspoon minced parsley 

1 tablespoon cream 

2 tablespoon butter 

Beat the eggs with a whisk or fork 
(NOT with an egg beater) until well- 
mixed but not fluffy. Stir in chili sauce, 
salt, pepper, parsley, and cream. Melt 1 
tablespoon butter in a French omelet 
pan or your 7-inch skillet Turn the heat 
as low as possible. Add the egg mixture 
and dot the remaining butter over the 
tops of the eggs. As the mixture firms, 
lift up and over with a spatula. The dots 
of butter will melt into the mixture. As 
soon as it is firm throughout remove 
from the pan onto warmed plates. 
Serves 2. 

Following are four desserts 
prepared with one basic filling. The 
new bride can relax and serve these eye 
appealing tempters after spending a 
minimum of time in the kitchen. 



BASIC SEMI-SWEET 
FILLING 

Melt over hot (not boiling) water 
one package (1 cup) semi-sweet 
chocolate morsels. Remove from 
water. Stir in till smooth Vt cup light 
corn syrup, 2 tablespoons water. 
Reserve 4« cup for use as chocolate 
glaze. Fold into remaining mixture 1 
cup heavy cream, whipped, 1 teaspoon 
vanilla 

LADY FINGER DESSERT 

Split and halve 8 lady fingers (32 
pieces). Line 1 quart glass dish with 24 
pieces. Drizzle half of the chocolate 
glaze over pieces. Pour in filling. Place 
remaining lady fingers pieces on top. 
Drizzle with remaining glaze. Chill 
several hours. Yields: 6 servings. 

SEMI-SWEET GRAHAM LOAF 

Place 5 graham crackers, broken in 
large pieces (to fit pan) in bottom of 
wax paper-lined 10” x 5" x 3" pan. Pour 
over one-third Basic Sp*w4*6weet 
Filling. Repeat tojMfl 4 cracker 
layers, 3 flllip<‘Tayers. Drizzle 
chocolate gUarover top. Freeze till 
glaze t&mrrn. Wrap properly for 
freejii^TServe frozen — remove waxed 
then slice lengthwise in half, 
tse In 2” slices. Yield: 10 ser¬ 
vings. 

CREAM PUFFS GLACE 

Fill 8 cooled 3-inch cream puff 


shells with Basic Semi-Sweet Chocolate 
filling. Drizzle chocolate glaze over 
tops. Freeze till glaze is firm. Then 
wrap properly for freezing. To serve, 
let thaw 15 minutes. Cream puff shells 
can be bought at fancy bakeries to fill at 
home. 

MINUTE ICE CREAM SAUCE 
Increase water to *•« cup in Basic 
Semi-Sweet Filling. Omit heavy cream 
and vanilla. Serve warm or cool over 
ice cream. 

SOMETHING SPECIAL WHEN 
THE CROWD DROPS BY: 

VODKA CHAMPAGNE 
(To serve 10 persons) 

1 bottle dry white wine 
1 cup pineapple juice 
I cup vodka 

1 large bottle club soda or ginger 
ale 

Thinly sliced strawberries or 
oraege slices for garnish 
Ice cubes or block of ice. 

Combine wine, pineapple juice, and 
vodka several hours ahead. Pour over 
Ice in pitcher or punch bowl (if in pit¬ 
cher fill only two-thirds full). Add soda 
or ginger ale at last moment Fruit is 
strictly for appearance, can be omitted. 
This makes about 30 drinks, can be 
served over additional ice in tall 
glasses, in cocktail glasses, or in punch 
cups.

Home Seamstresses Reap Benefits 


"IiCarn to sew? I used to hate the 
sight of a needle, and because of my 
dislike my mother did all my sewing 
such as shortening or lengthening my 
clothes. I recall that in junior-high 
school it took me two years to make one 
apron... it was sew.. rip.. sew all the 
way. 

"But this spring I went shopping with 
a friend of mine who had made her 
entire spring and summer wardrobe. 
Every time I tried on a dress, she would 
look at the price tag and say, ‘For 
heaven sakes, I could make three 
dresses for the price of this one dress!’ 

“Finally, I bought one of the Easy- 
to-Make patterns and my friend showed 
me how to go about sewing my first 
dress; it was so easy I’ve gone ahead on 
my own and huve already made three 
dresses and a pantsuit!" 

The above conversation took place 
in a fabric department as the young 
ladv was awaiting her turn at the cash 
register, under her arm two bolts of 
fabric to be measured; in her right 
hand, two patterns. 

This new wave of home sewing is 
the result of a gradual boom in the 
home sewing market. The number of 
home sewers—those who make at least 
3's or more garments a year—should 
grow considerably above the 45 million 
mark this year. 

The main reasons cited for the 
continuing growth of the market (ac¬ 
cording to Women’s Wear Daily) are: 


the trend towards individuality in 
fashion; the rising cost of ready-to- 
wear; the desire of women to save 
money; easicr-to-make fashions and 
improved technology in patterns, 
sewing machines and aids; and the 
greater availability of home sewing 
products. 

Women have also discovered that 
sewing is not dull—it's FUN! New 
technology in fabrics has also aided the 
home seamstress; the increasing 
number of good bonded fabrics, durable 
press fabrics, iron-on seam bindings, 
"invisible" zippers and an endless 
array of convenience notions have 
helped women turn out professional¬ 
looking garments. 

According to a recent report by the 
Singer Co., two-thirds of the women 
who sew are under the age of 45 and 
between the ages of 25 and 35. Twelve 
million home sewers are teenagers. 

First step in becoming a 
sewing buff is the investment of a 
sewing machine, and this is very 
similar to buying a car. A sewing 
machine should be considered a long¬ 
term investment; however, it is not 
recommended that the novice sewer 
buy a more extravagant model than is 
necessary. 

Actually, no sewing machine 
should be purchased without first 
trying it out, and this should be done at 
your leisure when there are no 
distractions and when your sales 
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person has sufficient time to explain all 
the intricacies of the machine!)_ 

There are three questions mask 
when buying a machine: 1. Who 1 
manufacturer? 2. Where can I buy 
parts if needed? 3. Where can 
machine be serviced? 

You might also consider pur¬ 
chasing a used sewing machine. Quite 
often women are gifted with machines 
by husbands who feel that Just owning 
one is half the secret of sewing success. 
Rarely does this work, and so second¬ 
hand machines are many times 
available at very good prices. 

There is a need for knowledge of 
sewing equipment Nothing can be 
more discouraging, after spending time 
and energy to create a beautiful gar¬ 
ment than to find that every seam is 
puckered after the first dry cleaning. 

Pulled threads in synthetic fibers is 
another big complaint Most experts 
suggest the use of the ball point needle 
for all synthetic fibers. The ball point 
needle has a slightly rounded tip. It 
pushes the loop fibers apart when the 
stitch is made; this prevents damage to 
the fabric. 

Perhaps it all started when hand¬ 
made ties were presented at Christmas 
time but today's woman is sewing 
men's clothing and doing a most 
creditable job of it, according to Bill 
Blass, who is one of the many well- 
known designers now involved in 
designing patterns for home sewers. 


Today’s woman Is looking for new 
approaches in fabric, style, color and 
texture,” says Blass, "and obviously 
the woman who is addicted to home 
sewing is not going to be content to 
dress only the female members of the 
family. Besides,” he noted, “a woman 
takes a particular pride is sewing 
something for her male that really 
looks great.” 

The new menswear section of the 
Vogue Pattern Catalog has patterns for 
the most fashionable and wearable 
jackets, shirts, blazers, vests, suits and 
rousers. It’s a contemporary collection 
Coated by Vogue Patterns' own 
ners with special patterns by 
PieifeCardin and Bill Blass, so you can 
have B^nd-made designer originals. 

Vogu^encourages males to do their 
own sewing. Their recommendations 
are: "If youwtovorite seamstress is too 
busy sewing fcirtoerself, there’s nothing 
to stop you from?Jearning how to sew 
your own clothes. Ajl you really need is 
a sewing machine anjkvou can rent one 
locally while you’re ifcwrning to sew." 

“Then you should nkve someone 
take accurate measurements of your 
neck, chest and waist for’-W. Try 
making a vest first and choosq-J pat¬ 
tern by your chest measurementvXThen 
you can graduate to a versatile'^plt 
shirt and select the pattern by yd 
neck and chest measurement.” 

Pretty soon you’ll be whipping up ^ 
your own suits for less than half what ' 
they would cost you to buy ready-made. 

Are you longing to sew but afraid 
someone will accuse you of being a 
sissy? Never! 

If Rosie Greer can embroider, you 
can sew!

Two thirds cup sliced green pepper 
2 tablespoons flour 
1 cup milk 


H cup grated cheddar cheese 
Cook rutabaga slices in boiling 
water for 20 minutes or until tender. 
Meanwhile, saute onion, celery and 
green pepper in butter until crisp- 
tender. Stir in flour and cook for 1 
minute. Slowly add milk, stirring 
constantly until thickened and smooth. 
Add grated cheese, stirring until 
melted. Pour sauce over rutabaga.

SCALLOPED POTATO 
. SAUSAGE BAKE 

3 medium potatoes (1 lb.) 

2 tablespoons butter or margarine 

4 cup chopped fresh onion 
V« cup chopped green pepper 
ii pound Polish sausage, sliced 
1 cup grated panne tan cheese 
4 eggs 

|4* cups milk 
4* teaspoon salt 
4j teaspoon dried leaf basil 

Cook potatoes, covered, in boiling 
salted water for 35-40 minutes until 
tender but not soft. Drain and cool. 
Remove skin and cut potatoes into “a- 
inch slices. Melt butter in large skillet; 
add onion and green pepper and cook 
until tender.

casserole or baking dish, layer 
potatoes, sausage, cheese and onion 
mixture, ending with layer of potatoes.

2 plats fresh strawberries, sliced 

1 cup sugar 

t I r a sp eeai eorastarch 


4* cup water 

H teaspoon almond extract 

Using an ice cream scoop, fill 
chilled pie shell with scoops of ice 
cream, rounded side up. Mound ice 
cream higher in center of pie. Cover 
lightly with foil. Freeze overnight or 
until very firm. Puree 1 cup of the 
strawberries; set aside remaining 
sliced strawberries. Blend sugar and 
cornstarch in saucepan; stir in water 
gradually. Bring mixture to a boil over 
medium heat; stir in pureed 
strawberries. Reduce heat and sim¬ 
mer, uncovered, for 5 minutes. Remove 
from heat Pour mixture over sliced 
strawberries; stir until mixed. Cool 
mixture, then stir in extract. Chill 
sauce thoroughly. At serving time, 
drizzle some strawberry sauce over ice 
cream pie and serve remaining sauce 
in pitcher. If desired, serve pie with 
toasted slivered almonds and a bowl of 
sweetened whipped cream. Serves 8.

According to Joseph Utka, 
coordinator of federal funds 
for the Newton schools, 
"reading is the basis for the 
program." 

"It's the one area where 
most children experience 
their learning problems," he 
added. 

The aim of the program has 
been to reach those disad¬ 
vantaged students who are 
selected at the beginning of 
the school year through 
testing. 

They are children who need 
help with their reading, have 
speech difficulties, 
psychological problems, home 
environments not conducive to 
learning or trouble with the 
English language as is the 
case at the Lincoln-Eliot 
School with its large Italian- 
born populatioa 

In 1965, Title I funds 
received by Newton amounted 
to $314,770.17. This past year 
local educators had to make 
do with less than half that 
amount - $105,108. 

Program directors are now 
asking for even less to con¬ 
tinue their efforts to June, 
1974, but they are not op¬ 
timistic about their chances. 

The program has always 
been funded on a year to year 
basis, aDd as Phyllis 
Margolin, a reading teacher, 
stated recently, "We don't 
know until July or August if 
we have a job again. That's 
when Congress decides on 
continuing funds." 

This year is different, 
however, and next September 
may either see the end of Title 
I in Newton or an increase in 
the tax rate to continue it, 
depending on what happens in 
the nation's capital.

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cinema updated

‘Duo-Vision’ Hurdles Natural 
Space And Time Limitations 


Wednesday. May 16. 197 5 



"Wicked Wicked" sounds as if 
it might be a Gothic horror 
story of medieval days or else it 
might be one of the new por¬ 
nographies. 

Actually this picture is the 
introduction to a new form of 
film-making which its creators 
have named the Duo-Vision 
process. The men responsible 
for presenting the picture 
through M-G-M, Richard L. 
Bare and William T. Orr, ex¬ 
plain that the basic idea is to see 
two elements of a story at the 
same time, through the means 
of a double screen. 

"In other words you see both 
the protagonist and the an¬ 
tagonist but you hear dialogue 
from only one side of the 
screen," explained Bare. "The 
protagonist, or hero, perhaps, is 
the major interest. But on the 
other side of the screen you will 
see the villain planning for his 
death." 

"This is not a split screen 


sequence, not multiple 
imagery. It is better described 
as simulatenous parallel action, 
to show cause and effect, truth 
and untruth, flashbacks in time 
and visions of the future, 
without interruption of the 
story's main continuity. 

"The audience is allowed to 
sec the chaser and the chased, 
no matter what physical 
distance lies between them. 
They can see a situation as one 
character believes it to be and 
the way it really is." 

Bare and Orr showed me 
various illustrations which 
don't explain much unless you 
are looking at them in the 
theatre. Bare speaks of an 
"active" screen and a 
"passive" one. The scene 
praised in a New York review is 
that in which one sees a security 
man searching for a murderer's 
hideout on the left (the principal 
side) while the killer is sitting in 


his attic sharpening a knife on 
the right. 

Says Bare, "This way the 
natural limitations of time and 
space are hurdled effectively 
and dynamically. Duo-Vision 
sounds the death knell to the old 
cliche, ‘Meanwhile, back at the 
ranch.' " 

Admittedly a lot more time 
has to be spent preparing the 
picture for the screen. It took 32 
weeks to edit “Wicked Wicked" 
instead of the customary three 
or four weeks. 

Mr. Orr maintained that Duo- 
Vision is an important step in 
the progress of the cinema art. 

"First came sound. Then 
color, then Cinemascope. Also 
3-D. I believe Duo-Vision will 
bring about a whole new style of 
picture making. It won't be 
today or tomorrow, but it may 
be expected within a couple of 
years. Remember, it took a long 
time for color in pictures to be 
popular. Cinemascope was a 


novelty at first. But It finally did 
away with old flat process. 

"If we ran be as successful as 
Cinemascope with this In¬ 
troductory film we'll be very 
happy. But remember, all 
stories don't lend themselves to 
Duo-Vision unv more than all 
stories are best in 
Cinemascope. 

Are audiences at all confused 
by this process of seeing two 
images at once, I asked. 

"Not at all," explained Bare. 
"Young people today are quite 
accustomed to dual images. 
I«ok at your undergraduates 
who study for an examination 
and at the same time have a 
favorite TV program in front of 
them. They are not distracted 
by two forms of stimulation." 

The partners — Bare and Orr, 
arc young men who have had 
interesting careers outside of 
Duo-Vision. They look more like 
business men than discoverers 
of a new way to tell stories on 
the screen, and their quiet 
manners would indicate the 
assurance that usually goes 
with success. 

Orr was an executive at the 
Warner studio where he helped 
launch the careers of half a 
dozen TV stars. It was he who 
first saw the possibilities of an 
intense, serious young man in 
the School of Performing Arts in 
San Diego and chose Randolph 
Roberts to play a psychotic 
killer in "Wicked Wicked." 
Randolph was a medic in 
Vietnam. 

As for the heroine, Tiffa

Tennis Tips 

By BUCK Y ADAMS 


The Forehand 

Tiie first thing you learn on a tennis court is how to grip 
the racket. This, perhaps, is the most important thing you 
will learn. The grip that is successful for most players is the 
Eastern grip. To get this grip, hold the racket at the throat ’. 
with your left hand. The racket should lie straight in front of 
you. Put your right hand flat against the strings of the 
racket. Slide your right hand down the shaft until you get 
near the bottom of the racket. Close your hand so that 
you’re holding the racket tightly. The "V" between your 
thumb and index finger should run straight down the side of 
your racket. 

When you're waiting for the ball to come to you, face 
the net. As soon as the ball Is hit to your right aide, take your 

racket back and pivot on your right foot so that you’re 
facing sideways. Do not step on your left foot, yet. The 
racket should be pointing straight behind you (180 degrees 
from the net). Your right arm should be straight, hanging 
down by your side. 

Now you're ready to stroke the ball. The swing is 
basically level, but it should come "up hill" a little to make 
sure that the ball travels over the net. As you start the 
forward swing, step on your left foot. The step should be a 
little in front of you and a little to the side. You want to feel 
your weight transfer from the right foot to the left foot as 
you are swinging through the ball. The desired spot to meet 
the ball is next to the left foot, and when the ball is at waist 
height. The finish should be high with the racket pointing in 
front of you and your arm straight out. 

If your shots are going into the net, you may be taking 
the racket back too high. This is a tendency especially 
among players who are trying to hit the ball too hard. Slow 
down and drop the head of your racket to waist level. Your 
wrist should not be cocked. If your shots are going too high, 
you are probably turning your wrist underneath the ball. 
Concentrate on keeping your racket straight, hitting behind 
the ball instead of under it. 

These directions are for right hand players. Left 
handed players do the same thing only use the opposite 
hand or foot.

Moliere Put Dropouts In Spotlight

t/)NDON (UPI) - Dropouts 
are nothing new. Jean-Baptiiste 
Poquelin had them taped a 
good three centuries ago. 

Poquelin's real name was 
forgotten even before his 
dramatic death 300 years ago, 
but not the name he adopted. 
He called himself Moliere. 

As an anniversary tribute 
Britain's top-flight National 
Theater has put into its 
repertoire Moliere's bitterest 
comedy, “The Misanthrope," 
built around an archetypical 
dropout. For once an English 
production docs the old French¬ 
man proud. 

This one puts Diana Rigg into 
flowing, deep-cleavaged gowns 
which leave her distinctly 
underessed, a languid Brigitte 
Bardot in a Shirley Temple 
wig. As the humanity-hater 
himself it has Alex McCowen in 
his first National Theater role. 

And what it does to Molicire 
would have had Jean-Baptiste 
Poquelin slapping his thighs in 
glee. You might say it saves 
Moliere from himself.

always comes unstuck. 

In France, though not always 
elsewhere, Moliere is what 
Shakespeare is to England—one 
of its classic greats. He was his 
era's leading actor as well as 
its greatest playwright, a 
favorite at Louis XIV’s court, a 
pioneer of the Comedie Fran- 
caise. 

His death was as dramatic as 
anything in his plays. He 
played the lead in his new play 
about a hypochondriac, tottered 
offstage, coughed blood and 
died a few hours later. 

Moliere wrote genuinely 
funny comedies about people 
with one fatal flaw. His 
misanthrope, for instance, 


doesn't really hate people: He 
hates peoples' imperfections. 
His flaw is that he cannot keep 
his cool about them. 

They're With Us Still 

He rages about hypocrisy, 
about injustice, about lies and 
flatterers and gossips and 
deceits. The things in “this 
age" which set him off are with 
us still. 

In the end he opts out of 
society's whole rat race for a 
solitary life in the country. 

The trouble is, Moliere wrote 
plays such as this in classic, 
stylized French—and in Alexan¬ 
drines, which are rigidly 
rhythmic rhymed couplets. 
Couplets in a steady stream are 


much inclined to make men 
scream. A rhyme or two may 
not be bad, but evenings of 
them send men mad. 

This kind of thudding, pound¬ 
ing monotony is what Har¬ 
rison’s new translation avoids. 
The style is here, and Moliere's 
form, but Harrison's people 
sound natural and unforced, 
even in rhyme, and some of his 
lines are the pure gold of 
poetry. 

The result, in John Dexter's 
impeccable production, shows 
English audiences for perhaps 
the first time just how glorious, 
and gloriously funny, old 
Moliere can be. Pity it took 300 
years.

hour answering service for the 
notification of oil or hazardous 
substances spills. 

John A. S. McGlennon, 
regional EPA administrator, 
noted that oil spills must be 
reported to the U. S. Coast 
Guard or his agency. The Coast 
Guard is responsible for 
overseeing the cleanup of 
coastal spills while EPA has 
responsibilities for overseeing 
the cleanup of Inland spills. 

The number to call to report 
spills to EPA is (617 ) 223-7265. 

The regional administrator 


addedthatanyone causing a spill 
is required by Federal law to 
report it immediately to the 
Coast Guard or the EPA. 

"We intend to prosecute those 
who do fail to make such a 
report. Oil and other hazardous 
substances can cause grave 
environmental damage if they 
are not immediately cleaned 
up," McGlennon explained. 

In a recent court decision a 
Massachusetts firm was fined 
$3,000 for failing to report an oil 
spill it caused. 

"This is the largest fine ever 
handed down for this type of 
violation and it is a sign that the 
Courts and our Agency intend to 
vigorously enforce this 
statute," McGlennon con¬ 
cluded.

Brown slowly 
without adding fat, stirring constantly to avoid 
sticking. (Add a little water, if needed.) Add all 
remaining ingredients except spaghetti, bring to a boil. 
Add spaghetti, cover and cook stirring occasionally 
until spaghetti is tender, about 25 minutes. Serves six, 
237 calories each.

Seven United States senators 
caught a glimpse of the Soviet 
chieftain's toughness the other 
day when they were in the 
Kremlin, listening to glowing 
stories about how American 
farmers could sell billions of 
dollars worth of their products 
to the hungry Russians. 

The subject of the Soviet's 
"education tax" on departing 
emigrants came up, and it was 
somewhat like waving a red 
flag in front of an angry bull. 

If the senators wanted to talk 
about that Brezhnev snapped, 
then he would feel free to 
discuss "The six million 
unemployed people in the 
United States, Wounded Knee 
and civil rights." 

That was his way of saying, in 


Brezhnev is irritated because 
of constant U. S. agitation for 
hus government to abolish the 
heavy tax it imposes on 
emigrants to check the flow of 
highly educated Jewish people 
to Israel. 

He has assured Nixon that the 
Soviet government is suspen¬ 
ding (but not abolishing) its exit 
visa fee, and allowing free 
emigration except for limited 
cases ii»v oiving "state 
security." 

That is as far as Brezhnev 
intends to go on the matter. 

In return, he waqts Congress 
to forget all about the Jackson 
amendment that would allow 
Russia the "most-lavored 
nation treatment" and looter U. 
S. tariffs on its products, onif if 
Moscow would drop all Its curbs 
on emigration.

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Sounds of America’s Soul — 
The Newton Jazz Jubilee

The sweet, musical sounds of 
America's soul rose over the 
Boston College campus last 
Saturday evening and the 
almost 4,000 Centennial 
celebrants in attendance knew 
they were home. 

The man who helped to bring 
them there, dubbed the 
"World's Greatest Jazz. Im- 
pressario" by a chairlady of the 
event, was himself double 
crossing Thomas Wolfe. 

George Wein had come home 
to Newton and he brought his 
friends along. 

Wein didn't really appreciate 
being called the greatest 
anything, and he told the 
audience so. 

They loved it. 

For a man who started out 
antagonizing his neighbors on 
Ward Street by rehearsing a 15 
piece orchestra in his 
basement, Wein was the 
greatest. 

It's been a long time since 
those post-World War II days, 
but it seemed insignificant 
when Wein and his cronies, led 
by the great Max Kaminsky, 
took all those present, the older, 
the younger, and those of us in- 
between, on the original 
magical tour. 

It must have been very easv 


for some to close their eyes and 
dream again of Storyvllle in 
Boston, of others to remember 
those summers in Newport 
when a few minutes of sleep on 
Second Beach sufficed for the 
whole Fourth of July Weekend. 

It was easy because George 
Wein and his friends were the 
greatest. 

The original letdown when 
Wein announced certain of his 
friends from the jazz world 
were unable to make the Jubilee 
vanished as soon as the artists 
present picked up their in¬ 
struments. 

“Thclonious Monk has 
another gig," Wein said; but 
after awhile, it really didn't 
matter. 

There was something for 
every lover of American music. 
It came from the quays of New 
Orleans, the streets of Harlem 
and the dance halls of Dubuque. 

The Preservation Hall Band 
spun the nostalgic audience 
around in a whirl of sights and 
sounds. Their "Closer Walk 
With Thee," made immediate 
converts, and "Georgia On My 
Mind," took everyone’s away 
for a while. 

It was great to just sit and feel 
— let that old time music just 
wash over you; and for awhile, 
that dirty Watergate, and the 


grocery bills and the property 
taxes belonged to a society that 
couldn't create such sounds. 

In the case of the Preser¬ 
vation Hall Band of New 
Orleans, this was true. Their 
music reflected a different age 
in our nation's history. 

The Newport Ensemble, now 
appearing at the Half Note in 
New York, brought the 
audience up to more modern 
considerations. 

Duke Ellington’s "Take The A 
Train” sped through Chestnut 
Hill and it had four thousand 
riders enjoying every minute of 
it. 

Dizzy Gillespie got on at the 
last stop and everyone 
clamored for a return trip. 

George Wein believes that 
jazz, like any other art form, 
reflects the state of society from 
which it springs and he proved 
it on Saturday evening to the 
delight of those lucky enough to 
be in McHugh Forum. 

Many of those present had 
memories enough to be 
nostalgic, many tried to forget 
the riots that almost ruined 
George Wein in summers past, 
many seemed too young to 
remember past the Beatles. 
George Wein brought all up to 
date on the history of jazz and 
our society.

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Unveil Reorganization Plan 


Included in this edition is a special 
Centennial supplement to the Newton 
Graphic. Mayor Theodore D. Mann 
has issued the following letter in con¬ 
junction with its publication. 


The much-heralded plan for 
reorganization of the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Works, released 
in part Wednesday, so far 
consists largely of changes 
recommended by the 1968 
report of the Booz-Allen, 
Hamilton consulting firm. 

To the average taxpaying 
citizen the best news about the 
reorganization plan is that it 
can be put into effect with no 
increase in the Public Works 
Department budget, according 
to Richard Dudman, director. 

The first section of Dudman's 
report explains that "to attempt 
more extreme changes (than 
called for in the BAH report) is 
not justified until it can be 
ascertained that the changes in 


that document are no longer 
adequate to the need." 

The need, as perceived by 
Dudman, began "as long ago as 
10 to 15 years," when "PW 
began to deteriorate. In par¬ 
ticular the last six years have 
seen an enormous acceleration 
of the process... it appears that 
size along might be a major 
cause." 

The report continues, "The 
import of the problem of growth 
is that what at one time was a 
department with technical 
problems slowly became an 
operation with technical and 
operational problems." 

To relieve some of the burden 
on the Street Department, 
which is responsible for some 75 


per cent of all Public Works 
functions, Dudman plans to 
transfer the Sewer Division into 
the Water Department and to 
create a separate Sanitation 
Division, following closely the 
Booz-Allen, Hamilton report. 
The major variance from BAH 
is that instead of establishing a 
new department and com¬ 
missioner for Sanitation, 
Dudman proposes a division 
foreman who would report for 
the next year to the DPW 
director. 

Combining the sewer and 
water functions under the 
present Water Department 
would further relieve the Street 
Department, but would require 
ordinance changes because of 
budgetary considerations. 


Filling of the vacant position 
of general superintendent, 
which was requested by Dud¬ 
man at a recent aldermanic 
Finance Committee meeting, is 
a part of Dudman’s plan, 
although the BAH report 
recommended abolishing the 
position. 

Dudman said at the Finance 
Committee meeting that the 
position is essential for 
"operational control," since the 
general superintendent "has 
the ability to cut across 
divisions" in ordering shifts in 
personnel and equipment when 
necessary. 

Dudman's reorganization 
plan sees the general 
superintendent as allowing the 
Street Commissioner to return

"America has to turn away 
from unlimited opportunity-it 
can no longer be ‘every man for 
himself’ ” articulated by for¬ 
mer chairman of the Boston 
Redevelopment Authority 
Edward Ix>gue, was a recurrent 
theme of the Urbanology 
Conference held last week as 
part of Newton’s Centennial 
celebration / 

America's, and Newton’s 
responsibility to think not as an 
independent entity but as a part 
of a whole was repeated 
throughout the two-day con¬ 
ference that brought together 
experts in urban planning, 
transportation, conservation, 
and housing. 

Loguc presented his "urban 
agenda" not so much to get or 
provide solutions as to stir the 
minds of his audience. Logue's 
number-one item was slum 


housing, which he said blights 
and blunts the aspirations of 
those living in it. The blighted 
neighborhoods, he pointed out, 
are creeping beyond the central 
city and will impact on Newton. 

Transportation, which Logue 
called “the most selfish in the 
world,” was another item high 
on the agenda. Logue feels that 
we must change from 
automobile transportation to 
planned urban transit, no longer 
adhering to "the old frontier 
idea that we can do as we 
please." 

Land-use policy must be 
developed on a local, 
metropolitan, regional, state 
and national level, according to 
logue. "We must accept the 
idea that our land supersedes 
economic opportunity and 
personal and national ambition.

Vail Appraisal Approved 


After considerable debate on 
the cost of the appraisals of the 
Webster Vale, the Board of 
Aldermen Monday night ap¬ 
proved the $4,000 appraisal fee 
and gladdened the hearts of the 
many spectators and aldermen 
wearing the silent sentiment, 
"Save the Vale." 

Two appraisals are necessary 
to qualify for federal and state 
funding for landtaking costs if 
the city makes the decision to 
acquire the seven-acre vale, 
once part of the huge Webster 
estate. 

Recent statements by the 
present owner of the vale, 
Robert Cohen, that he intends to 
subdivide the property to build 
1 houses, galvanized the neigh¬ 


boring residents and hundreds 
more throughout the city into 
action to try to prevent the 
destruction of the ecologically 
unique parcel. 

A compromise was reported 
last week which would allow 
Cohen to construct four single 
family houses on the West ridge 
of the site and would leave the 
actual “vale" part of the vale 
untouched. 

The final aldermanic vote 
was 18-1 in favor of the ap¬ 
praisal appropriation. Three 
aldermen were absent. The 
dissenting vote came from 
Alderman Joseph McDonnell 
who said he was voting against 
the appropriation because he 
felt it was being drawn from The 
wrong budgetary account. 


the highest and best standard 
by which to judge a society." 

The national government has 
been a failure at providing low- 
and moderate-income housing, 
Logue noted, yet he believes 
that no private enterprise or 
state can provide funding. His 
solution would be to return 
housing to local and state 
initiative, but "we don't need 
federal supervision, we need 
federal funds." 

In an afternoon workshop 
moderated by Donald Elliot, 
former chairman of the New 
York City Planning Com¬ 
mission, Brandeis professor 
David Austin, a Newton 
resident, gave Newton three 
choices-to be a defensive city, a 
developmental city, or a 
leadership community. 

Defensively, Newton would 
"draw a ring around itself and 
be Newton for Newtonites, with 
little innovation and good 
housekeeping services." Austin 
said that "this strategy will 
never succeed because Newton 
is washed over by forces from 
the outside." 

To become developmental 
would mean bringing in office 
buildings, industry and 
business. Austin believes this is 
unlikely to happen becasue 
Newton's residents do not lean 
that way. 

A leadership city is, in 
Austin's opinion, Newton's best 
future role. "Newton has more 
leverage on what happens in the 
metropolitan area that Boston 
does," Austin said, it can give 
leadership in social and 
educational services and be the 
link between the large city 
i Boston-Cambridge i and the 
outer suburbs, and at the same

Dudman Appointment Official

The controversial ap¬ 
pointment of Richard Dudman 
as permanent director of the 
Newton Department of Public 
Works will take effect June 3 
after motion by Alderman Peter 
Harrington to reject the ap¬ 
pointment failed by a 6-10 vote 
at Monday night's meeting of 
the Board of Aldermen. 

Before the vote, members of 
the board closeted themselves 
with Mayor Theodore Mann in a 
closed session, which is allowed 
under the state open-meeting 
law when the reputation of a 
person will be discussed. 

During the secret hour-long 
session those observers who 
stuck it out heard snatches of 
loud and heated attacks against 
Dudman. 

Alderman Richard McGrath, 
one of Dudman's most 
vociferous opponents since his 


appointment as temporary 
director last December, said 
that Dudman is "not qualified, 
and fouls his information up." 
He claimed that Dudman "is 
afraid to come before the 
board" to ask for needed ap¬ 
propriations. 

McGrath referred to dif¬ 
ficulties with the sand and 
garbage contracts under 
Dudman's regime as examples 
of Dudman's “inability to 
cope." 

Alderman Richard 
Bullwinkle asked the mayor 
about the long-awaited 
reorganization plan, which, the 
mayor replied, would be ready 
in the next few days. Bullwinkle 
left the room, slamming the 
door loudly. 

"All form and no substance,” 
was Aid. Joseph McDonnell's 
comment on Dudman's per¬ 
formance. 

Mayor Mann at one point 


could be heard through the 
closed door to say, "I’m trying 
to tell you I've got a guy who 
really cares about how the city 
runs. You don't work with him 
day after day. I see his com¬ 
mitment, and it ranks very high 
on my scale. I see him out on the 
streets, I see his time com¬ 
mitment, I see him working on 
ecology and environment 
programs. I see his devotion to 
the city, I see the best public 
works document I’ve ever 
seen." 

Alderman Matthew Jefferson 
questioned Dudman's 
utilization of the former Public 
Works Director, Willard Pratt, 
who has become Water Com¬ 
missioner since Dudman's 
advent. "I don't know whether 
they even speak to each other, 
Jefferson said, "even though 
when we voted for Dudman we 
voted to retain Pratt. Pratt in 
my mind is very competent." 


"Dudman came with false 
credentials," said Harrington. 
There is no question about his 
devotion to the city, but he's not 
what you need — you need a 
strong man. Pratt came up with 
real answers about why he 
needed something.” 

"He’s getting on-the-job- 
training here," Harrington 
continued. "We hope he'll learn 
his job." 

Dudman’s supporters could 
not be heard, but at the vote 
they registered their opinion. 
Opposed to rejecting him were 
Aldermen Michael Antonellis, 
Alan Barkln, Wendell Bauck- 
man, David Cohen, Harry 
Crosby, Robert Gay nor, Joseph 
McDonnell (chairman of the 
aldermanic Public Works 
Committee), Edward Rich¬ 
mond, Robert Tennant, and 
Board President Eliot Cohen.

to management responsibility, 
which in turn will relieve the 
Director of Public Works from 
assuming some of the duties of 
the Street Commissioner, as has 
been necessary in the past. 

The rest of Dudman's 
reorganization plan, expected 
to be completed later this week, 
covers the need for com¬ 
puterized management reports 
in order to make possible ex¬ 
ploitation of the data being 
accumulated, systems analysis, 
changes in city ordinances 
required by the reorganization, 
and budget and inventory 
control. 

The reorganization plan 
resulted from nearly five 
months of work by Dudman and 
the administration. 

Dudman said Wednesday that 
the planned reorganization will 
be tested as presented. If the 
BAH recommendations are 
found to be wanting in the light 
of being five years old, and if his 
other suggestions do not 
achieve the desired goals, 
further and more extensive 
measures may be revealed. 


Lower Falls Association Backs Developer 


No Man Is An Island Anymore 


Heeding the advice of its 
executive board, the Newton 
Lower Falls Improvement 
Association voted unanimously 
this week to support the 
development proposal of the 
firm of Spaulding and Slye for 
the commercial parcel at the 
intersection of Washington 
street and Route 128. 

The Newton Redevelopment 
Authority is currently com- 
templating the choice of a 
developer between three 
remaining bidders and has been 
engaged in what one member 
referred to as "jockeying for 
position" during the past 
several weeks. 

Authority member Richard 
Clarey, a resident of the Lower 
Falls area, appeared before his 
neighbors Tuesday and gave a 
rundown on authority mem¬ 
bers' "maneuvering." 

According to Clarey, both he 
and Chairman Cecil Cadwell 
are in favor of the Spaulding 
and Slye proposal, while 
members Mario DeCarlo and 
Lawrence Sullivan remain 
publically uncommitted. 


Robert G. Davidson, the final 
member of the authority, is 
committed to the bid submitted 
by the Woodland Realty Trust, a 
firm owned by the J. F. White 
Construction Company of 
Newton, developers of the 
Gateway Center in Newton 
Corner. 

Clarey questioned the 
motives of both Sullivan and 
Davidson in his presentation at 
the Improvement Association 
meeting, and labeled Sullivan a 
"labor man." 

"Organized labor has some 
type of gripe against Spaulding 
and Slye and it seems Sullivan, 
organized labor's represen¬ 
tative on the authority, is 
against the firm for that 
reason," Clarey stated to his 
neighbors. 

"Davidson," Clarey added, 
"has confined his opposition to 
nit-picking- the designs sub¬ 
mitted by Spaulding and Slye." 

“He really has not said 
anything positive about the 
Woodland plan but concentrates 
on attacking the best plan for 
lack of docking space as called 


for in the authority 
specifications." 

The lower Falls residents 
were told by both Clarey and 
Richard Spaulding, 
representing his firm, that the 
plans did provide for adequate 
docking space as called for by 
the specifications and city 
ordinances. 

“We have the complete 
backing of the authority's 
design consultant and the city's 
inspection department," 
Spaulding said. 

Hugh Arcese, a resident of the 
Lower Falls area, responded by 
stating, "Mr. Davidson will 
then have to answer to this 
community on why he is holding 
out." 

Clarey added to his remarks 
by calling for a full turnout of 
lower Falls residents at the 
next meeting of the Authority on 
June 7. 

"Some members of the 
authority have a penchant for 
conducting their business in 
executive session and if there 
are enough of us there they 


might not be able to do that,” he 
explained. 

"We have assembled a 
competent staff under an able 
executive director and they 
have built up a great deal of 
goodwill in the community over 
the past year. I would just hate 
to see that all go to waste by the 
‘jockeying for position’ now 
going on between certain 
members of the authority," 
Clarey concluded. 

Association President Donald 
Budge had previously explained 
the executive board's position 
on u developer and the reasons 
for picking Spaulding and Slye. 

He called on Edward Jones, 
civic chairman for the 
association and an architect, to 
explain the reasons for such a 
choice. 

Jones termed the chosen 
design "superior to the others," 
and commented on the 
amenable transition Spaulding 
and Slye had designed into the 
boundary between the com¬ 
mercial and residential parcels.

Brigham's 
Offers Cash 
For Program 

The Brigham’s chain of candy 
and food stores have offered 
$ 1,000 to start a program of 
youth workers on Newton 
streets to help allieviate the 
summertime problem of 
"hanging around." 

The offer was transmitted at 
a recent meeting of the Newton 
Youth Commission, at which a 
proposed summer program, 
submitted by a member of the 
School Department, was 
discussed. 

The proposal, for 
"establishing contact with 
students on the street as well as 
contacting various store owners 
in troubled areas of the city," 
would last eight weeks and 
would cost $2,000 for each street 
worker. 

Brigham's also indicated a 
willingness to try to raise 
money from other businesses in 
Newton. 

A Brigham's spokesman said 
early this week that no response 
had been received from Mayor 
Theodore D. Mann about their 
proposal. 

The program, if established, 
Ls expected to be a pilot 
program. The street workers 
will work in cooperation with 
other youth - service agencies in 
the city, such as the Newton 
Community Service Centers, 
and the Newton - Wellesley 
Multi - Service Center. 

The background gained from 
this experience would then 
determine whether the program 
should be made permanent or 
should be integrated into 
programs of existing agencies, 
according to Youth Commission 
Chairman Rev. Charles Coyle. 


City Hall: Quite An Education

For Karen Kozlowski, a 20 - 
year - old University of 
Massachusetts coed, the past 
five months spent in the en¬ 
virons of Newton City Hall have 
been a college education in 
themselves. 

Karen, up until last January, 
was running to classes and 
lugging books all over the 
Amherst campus. She even¬ 
tually got fed up with it. 

She decided she needed a 
change of pace but really didn't 
want to leave school and give up 
the three years' investment she 
had made in money, time and 
brainpower. 

Karen got her change, is still 
investing her time and brain¬ 
power, only now, unfortunately, 
money does not enter the pic¬ 
ture. Payrolls are not made up 
for what Karen has been doing 
for Newton, or for what Newton 
has been doing to Karen, for 
(hat matter. 

With the help of a few un¬ 
derstanding professors at the 


university, Karen was accepted 
into a novel program which 
places student interns into 
various governmental agencies 
in Washington, D.C. and three 
Massachusetts cities. 

Newton was chosen for Karen 
by the administrators of the 
"Outreach" program and the 
mayor’s office arranged for her 
to live at the home of Mrs. Sadie 
Gould at 16 Otis place, 
Newtonville. 

For a young girl, born and 
brought up in the rustic 
tranquility of a small town in 
the foothills ofjhe Berkshires, 
Newton proved to be quite 
bewildering at first. 

"But I’ve learned a great 
deal,” explained the pert blonde 
who in the few short months 
since her arrival has done a 
great deal for a wide variety of 
Newton citizens. 

In describing her activities, 
Karen stated, "We have to deal 
with the sociological aspects of 
municipal government.” 

What she meant in concrete 
terms was that now hot lunches 


are served to the city's senior 
citizens in school cafeterias and 
the retired set is now whisked to 
points of special interest in the 
area on a city - owned bus. 

But Karen is realistic enough 
to know that providing a service 
and getting people to take ad¬ 
vantage of it are two separate 
problems. 

"There are 18,000 senior 
citizens in this city," she said, 
"and we only see a very small 
fraction of them eating our 
meals and enjoying our bus 
rides." 

Karen's course in human 
nature is progressing nicely. 

"We read about this type of 
situation back at school," she 
added, "but you really can't 
imagine how frustrating it is 
until you are involved in it 
personally." 

Asked if there were any other 
frustrating experiences in¬ 
volved in her work as a student 
intern Karen only made a brief 
reference to "unyielding civil 
servants."

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Someone Forgot Student Parking At New High School 


Charles J. Thomas, planning 
director for the City of Newton, 
recently completed a study of 
the parking problem yet to be 
faced at the New Newton North 
High School. 

In a letter to the mayor, the 
Board of Aldermen, the School 
Committee and the Traffic 
Commission Thomas stated, 
"Since this concern comes 
many years after a number of 
decisions, the possibilities for 
dealing with either traffic or 
parking in the high school area 
are severly limited." 

Evidently, in the early 
stages of decision making on the 
new school it was determined 
that only teachers and other 
school personnel would be 
provided parking spaces. 

At that time it was deter¬ 
mined to provide only 300 
parking spaces on site. It is now 
estimated that an additional 500 
-800 additional spaces will have 
to be provided for student cars. 

Thomas presented the city 
officials with various alter¬ 
natives, all of which were ac¬ 
companied with predicaments. 

One action would be to permit 
student parking on the street. 
However the relocation of the 
school will force a reorientation 
of street parking to the I^well 
Avenue side of the site instead 
of the currently used Walnut 
Street side. 

The planning director 
estimated a street frontage of 
from 2.3 to 3.8 miles will be 
needed to accomodate student 
vehicles in an urea previously 
free of heavy on street parking. 

Another alternative, ac¬ 
cording to Thomas, would be to 
prohibit student parking 
altogether or selective bans on 
students by school department. 

Several participants at a 
recent traffic commission 
meeting called this alternative 
impractical in light of open 
campus and the demands of 
employment on most students. 

The third alternative, to 
provide student parking on site, 
might involve one of 
plans. 


portions of the site already set 
aside for athletic ase. 

Thomas informed city of¬ 
ficials In Ids letter that a 
reduction of athletic space 
woujd force the relocation of 
playing fields to other sites in 
the city. 

Expansion of the site to ac¬ 
comodate additional student 
parking would necessitate the 
acquisition ami demolition of 
more than 20 properties for 500 
vehicles and at least 30 
residential properties for 800 
vehicles. 


Thomas explained this 
proposal would "encompass 
virtually the entire area bet¬ 
ween Elm Road and Otis 
Street," if spaces are made for 
800 cars. 

The third plan forseeable 
under the last alternative of 
providing student parking on 
site would be the construction of 
a garage. 

According to Thomas, "two to 
three additional parking levels 
would be necessary," on top of 
the area already set aside for 
teacher parking. 


School Committecwoman 
Eleanor Hoscnbloom, a par¬ 
ticipant at the Traffic Com¬ 
mission meeting, stated such a 
plan would be the most func¬ 
tional. 

"Sooner or later the 
momentum will come to build 
upward and by that time it will 
cost twice as much," Mrs. 
Hoscnbloom stated. 

According to Donald I^vltan 
of the Community Development 
Department, up to 100 per cent 
funding for a garage may be 


obtained from federal 
Department of Transportation. 

For eligibility Newton would 
have to ban all on - street 
parking up to one - quarter of a 
mile from the high school. 

"The city would also wind up 
paying the bill if Washington 
decides to cut funds at any 
time," according to Levitan. 

Whatever alternative is 
finally chosen, school and city 
officials mitft come up with a 
viable decision sometime 
between now and the opening of 
school In September. 


Inquiry Clears Patrolman In Davis Case 


Patrolman Harold Travers 
was recently cleared of all 
charges brought against him by 
the Rev. Ernest Davis' attorney 
after three hours of testimony 
before a board of inquiry 
composed exclusively of his 
fellow officers according to 
Police Chief William F. Quinn.

Candidate List Grows 
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A bill to prohibit the removal 
of seat belts from automobiles, 
except for repair purposes, has 
passed the House and been sent 
to the senate. 

The proposed law was co - 
sponsored by Representative 
David J. Mofenson and Sally 
Barnett, both of Newton. 

The measure was introduced 
as the result of statistics 
demonstrating that motor 
vehicle accidents are the 
leading cause of death of per¬ 
sons under the age of 24, and a 
frequent cause of death of 
persons between the ages of 25 
and 44. 

Representative Mofenson 
said, "There is sufficient 
evidence to prove that safety 
belts reduce the number and 
extent of injuries. Both Mrs. 
Barnett, and I feel it is in¬ 


belts are of little worth, they 
should at least be at hand for the 
protection and benefit of those 
riding with the operator." 

By federal law, seat belts are 
required to be present in all new 
cars sold in the United States; 
there is, however, no 
prohibition against seat belts 
being removed.

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Pre-Primary Conventions 
Have To Go. Mrs. Swift Says 


The elimination of the pre- 
primary convention is viewed 
by many of her party as a 
serious threat, but Newton's 
Gussie Swift is pushing her 
minority point of view in 
councils of the Republican State 
Committee and she is being 
taken seriously. 

Mrs. Swift favors the 
abolition of the pre-primary 
convention, something that is 
tar from the majority position 
of the committee. 

Mrs. Swift is chairman of 
Newton's Ward Four 
Republican Committee and an 
associate member of Issues 
■Committee of the Republican 
State Committee. She has done 
la vast amount of reading up on 
the subject and she is convinced 
•history backs up her position. 

In her written minority report 
^submitted to Otto Wahlbar, 
^chairman of the State Com- 
- mittee, Mrs. Swift briefly traces 
• Historical backgrounds of the 
^pre-primary convention and 
concludes: “The primary 
unquestionably gives the voter 
a larger share in the nominating 
process... the continued surge 


of the democracy ideal 
demanded more direct voter 
participation and contributed to 
the downfall of the convention." 
She feels that this trend is 
continuing and is basic to the 
pressure to increase even more 
direct nomination of can¬ 
didates. 

"The direct primary" she 
points out "did not initiate the 
practice of spending money to 
receive nominations. 

In the convention system 
candidates have been known to 
spend large amounts of money. 
Campaigning to win votes at the 
polls of course costs money, but 
so does campaigning for con¬ 
vention delegates.” 

Mrs. Swift believes that a 
Party Conference should be 
substituted for the pre-primary 
convention and that it should be 
devoted to matters other than 
candidate selection. "In many 
states", she notes, "a form of 
conference is recognized by law 
as the drafting agency for party 
platforms. Such a Party Con¬ 
ference in Massachusetts could 
very well serve to sustain party 
loyalties and enthusiasm as 


well as organized participation. 

The creation of party plat¬ 
forms, tryly responsive to the 
needs and thoughts of the people 
of today, is a real area of 
challenge." 

She concedes that the 
abolition of the pre-primary 
convention will further weaken ? 
control of party organization, ■ , 
but she counters, "over the V>j 4 
years we have been moving to ...y 
more direct primary selection 
of candidates and this is a trend 
that is continuing and this fact 
has to be accepted. 

"The party organization of 
both major parties," she adds, 
"must look to the future and be 
prepared for our ever-changing 
society. Party organization 
needs to be a constantly im¬ 
proving process and with it 
must come the raising of sights 
and standards of its leadership 
and participants." 

These views vigorously ex¬ 
pressed at various conferences 
are stimulating a good deal of 
thought that is beneficial 
regardless of what ultimately 
happens with regard to the 
convention itself.

Inside Walpole Prison 

Governor Sargent must go further if he really 
wants a competent ond complete investigation into 
the latest million dollar riot at Walpole State Prison. 

In the aftermath of the wall-battering chaos that 
took piece at the prison this past weekend the state's 
chief executive officer asked Norfolk County District 
Attorney George Burke to make the investigation 

But Burke needs more than the official go-to-it 
trom the Governor He needs more manpower and it 
will come ns no surprise when D A. Burke requests 
that additional officers from the State Police be 
assigned to his office to go inside the prison walls for 
a first hand, professional examination of the factors 
and personalities that led to the weekend riot. 

If the Governor sincerely wants answers on the 
Walpole situation he will move swiftly to see that the 
necessary manpower is placed at Burke's disposal. 

It could well be that the ultimate blame will he 
laid directly at the governor's doorstep. For in the 
chain ol prison command and responsibility that 
descends from the governor's office are the Sargent 
supported Secretary of Human Services Peter Gold- 
mark and Correction Commissioner John O. Boone. 

Those who are acquainted with Burke believe he 
will be thorough and fair and candid. George Burke 
has the habit of laying it on the line when it comes to 
explanations instead of alibis. 

Whenever a felony is committed within a 
county it is the job of the district attorney to in¬ 
vestigate. Although his jurisdiction takes in 27 com¬ 
munities it is a not surprising fact that much of the 
trouble in Burke's county comes from two places, the 
minimum security prison facility at Norfolk and the 
next door maximum security prison at Walpole. 

Burke probably has more pipe lines into the 
prison system than any other man. And they are 
certainly not all among members of the inmate 
population. Some of the past superintendents at 
Walpole, for example, probably have talked with 
Burke more than they have talked with the top prison 
manBoone.lt's no secret that one past superintendent 
who rode briefly on the permissive merry-go-round 
came to Burke and said: "I'm quitting. The system 
won't work. It can't My hands are tied." 

There is little love lost between Burke and the 
Goldmark - Boone "system." Almost every time he 
speaks out on the prison confrontation as it exists 
now in Massachusetts someone will tend to play 
down his observations and criticisms saying Burke is 
ultimately running for governor. Don't let the critics 
subtract the weight and worth irom Burke's words. 

Right now he is running the district attorney's 
office in Norfolk County. And his investigation and 
subsequent recommendations will demand a careful 
listening To date no one else has defined the scope 
and limits of a prison system that was not able to 
blend defiance ond destruction with rehabilitation and 
rekindling of hope. 

Burke's office counts nearly 40 s tabbings that 
have taken place within prison walls in recent times. 

The grim tally sheet also includes 10 murders within 
the same institutions. And there have been 22 
escapes since the debated furloughs from prison have 
been instituted 

Some believe that Governor's appointment of 
Burke as top investigator is a move to take the heat 
of! the executive office. 

The call to "Let George do it" will, we believe be 
returned with significant and meaningful answers 
from District Attorney Burke providing he gets the 
manpower to get the job done

Bill For Increased Gambling 
Seen Likely To Win Approval 

Present indications on Beacon Hill are that a bill providing 
for a weekly state - operated betting pool on college and 
professional sporting events will be approved despits sharp op¬ 
position from the world of athletics. 

Professional football and basketball players are fearful that 
they will be suspected of "fixing" the point spreads on games 
when large sums are wagered on the contests. 

Despite the coneem of the athletes that they may be 
suspeeted of "being in the tank” when they strike out, boot a 
ground ball or miss a field goal, many law - makers view ex¬ 
panded legalized gambling as a painless way of getting new 
revenue for the state. 

They are convinced that greater legalized gambling would be 
a blow to organized crime although there is some doubt that there 
is enough gambling on sports events at the present time to be 
worth talking about. 

Most people wouldn't know where to go to place a bet on a 
football, basketball of baseball game. 

Officials in the various branches of professional sports ob¬ 
viously are genuinely worried that public suspicion that a game 
was fixed might kill interest in that particular sport. 

This does not seem to be of great concern to most legislators, 
and the gambling bill apparently is headed for passage. 

The State Lottery has been operated in a most praiseworthy 
manner under the general supervision of State Treasurer Hubert 
Q. Crane. However, gambling on professional and college games, 
with point spreads involved, would be much more complicated, 
and upsets do occur on the football field. 

Meanwhile, plans are going forward for the expansion of the 
year - old State lottery to include an "instant game" where 
winners will be notified as soon as they buy their tickets. 

Whether Governor Sargent will seek to block the move for 
more legalized gambling is uncertain. He probably can do so if he 
wishes. 

Quinlan Makes Strong Case 
Against State Prison Boss 

Perhaps the most telling criticism yet directed at State 
Correction Commissioner John O. Boone came from State 
Senator John M. Quinlan of Norwood, 

Quinlan is no hard - line law and order man. He is a liberal 
Republican Senator. Last year he supported the prison reform 
movement which resulted in Boone being brought to 
Massachusetts. 

Now, however, he believes Boone has not done the job he 
supposedly came here to do, and he makes a pretty convincing 
case to show thut conditions have got completely out of hand at 
Walpole State Prison under Boone. 

Commissioner Boone Isn’t likely to resign because Senator 
Quinlan railed upon him to do so, but Quinlan's statements cer¬ 
tainly gave Governor Sargeut cause for some sober reflection. 

This writer, like Senutor Quinlan, favors prison reform and 
believes the furlough system is a good thing if it is carefully 
controlled so the public safety is not endangered. 

Some mistakes, of course, have been made in granting 
furloughs which should not have been approved and which did 
jeopardize the safety of the general public. 

In all fairness, a program such as the furlough system cannot 
be administered perfectly and (lawlessly. Some eonviels on im¬ 
pulse will go AWOI. rather than return to the prison ou schedule 
even though they know the odds are against them in doing so. 

From a percentage standpoint the furlough program at the 
Walpole Stale Prison has worked reasonably well, and il probably 
lias played a purl in helping to rehabilitate those prisoners who 
can be rehabilitated. 

But the conditions at Walpole State Prison described by 
Senator Quuilan are shocking and warrant a call for Boone's 
resignation. And Quinlan knows what he's talkuig about.

On April 8 South Vietnam's 
President Thieu told Pope Paul 
that he holds no political 
prisoners but other Vietnamese 
and outside observers estimate 
that, by means of the US tax 
dollars which maintain him, he 
has imprisoned at least 200 , 000 , 
mainly, neutralist opponents of 
his policies. 

At8 p.m., Tuesday, May 29, at 
Eliot Church, (74 Center St., 
Newton. Father Robert Man¬ 
ning, S.J., Holy Cross College 
Chaplain, will discuss his 
personal experiences during a 
week's fact-finding trip in late 
April to investigate these 
conflicting claims. He ac¬ 
companied two Roman Catholic 


bishops, Thomas Gumbleton of 
Detroit and Guy Bellanger of 
Quebec, on the privately 
financed trip. The Newton 
meeting is sponsored by Clergy 
and Laity Concerend and by 
American Friends Service 
Committee. 

In addition to Father Man¬ 
ning’s talk a supplementary 
report will be given by Mrs. 
Katherine Knight of Newton 
Center who was the only 
american delegate to an In¬ 
ternational Conference on the 
South Vietnamese Political 
Prisoners called in Paris in 
mid-April. Mrs. Knight is a staff 
member of the AFSC, Cam¬ 
bridge. i 


He charges that the State Department of Correction has 
clearly lost control of the inside of its maxium security prison. 
This is true, and it is a dangerous situation. The inmates actually 
are in control of the cell blocks, and guards are afraid to patrol 
them. They are fearful of being killed or seriously injured. 

Quinlan pointed out that there had been 12 murders and 38 
stabbings at the prison during the period Boone had headed the 
correction department. Those figures could increase between the 
time this column is written and it appears in print. 

The Norwood Senator cited that violence prevails at Walpole 
State Prison and that the inmates possess both drugs and weapons 
in abundance. 

That obviously is dangerous not only for the guards but also 
for those prisoners who may be unable to fight off an attack by a 
fellow inmate and who are entitled to protection during their term 
of incarceration. 

In his reorganization bill Governor Sargent proposed that the 
State Department of Correction be made a division in the State 
Department of Public Safety. 

A good many thoughtful persons who have given careful 
consideration to that proposal do not feel it is a good idea. 

They think the Department of Correction is sufficiently im¬ 
portant and its functions unique enough so that it should remain 
an entity by itself in the state government headed by a modem - 
day penologist. 

Commissioner Boone is a penologist with up - to - date ideas 
on prison reform and how best to rehabilitate the men and women 
who are deprived of their freedom and sentenced to spend time 
behind prison walls. 

But a feeling is growing that Boone is not a good ad¬ 
ministrator and that he has allowed hazardous conditions to 
develop at the Walpole State Prison. Whether anyone can practise 
prison reform and keep things under control is a question on 
which there is a difference of opinion. 

Conventions Dropped in 1938 
Because of Delegate Payoffs 

The pre-primary convention system of endorsing can¬ 
didates for state - wide offices was abolished in Massachusetts 
back in 1938 after charges that delegates had been bribed and that 
money had been passed openly at the 1934 and 1936 conclaves. 

Former Governor Paul A. Dever reiterated those allegations 
in 19S2 when he vetoed a Republican • backed bill to revive the 
state convention Dever had been a candidate at the '34 and '36 
conclaves. 

GOP leaders were trying to restore the convention method of 
picking state tickets after losing the 1948 and 1950 gubernatorial 
elections by landslide margins to Dever who was an outstanding 
Governor. 

Dever blocked their efforts, but the Republicans held an 
unofficial state convention at Worcester in 1952 and endorsed a 
ticket headed by Christian A. Herter for Governor and Henry 
Cabot lx)dge for U. S. Senator. GOP chieftains then invoked party 
discipline to make the endorsements stick. 

The young Republican legislator who implied recently that 
Herter stole thut 1952 convention from Sumner Whittier didn't 
know his facts. 

Uiurence Curtis and Whittier were squaring off for a battle 
for the Republican nomination for Governor when a delegation of 
top Bay State Republicans waited on Herter in Washington and 
persuaded him to become a candidate for Governor. 

Herter, then a Congressman, an expert on international 
problems, later an exceptional Governor and Secretary ol State, 
at lirst wasn't sure he wanted to leave Capitol Hill but finally 
consented to do so. 

This reporter, who has covered all the State Conventions 
since they were revived unofficially in 1952 and officially by 
Herter in 1954, has never seen any evidence of payoffs to 
delegates. 

Some delegates at both party conventions obviously have 
lieen influenced by offers of jobs and other political favors and 
forms of patronage. But there are now too many delegates for 
even a Governor to buy up a majority of them. 

Governor Fraacis Sargeut didn’t terrorize any delegates at 
Uu- 1970 Republican Slate Convention. He did call in balky 
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delegates and talk with them, and he used his patronage power 

very deftly. 

The Republicans have utilized the pre - primary conventions 
system to their advantage, and the Democrats have not. 

The GOP voters in Massachusetts have not overturned a 
convention decision in the last 20 years. Endorsement by a 
Republican State Convention has been tantamount to nomination. 

Democratic voters, on the other hand, have rejected at least 
one choice of every State Convention, and this has created bit¬ 
terness and dlssention within the party. 

Only two Democratic Governors have been aided by State 
Conventions. They were Foster Furcolo and Endicott Peabody. 

Ironically, Furcolo opposed the pre - primary convention 
principle although he was endorsed by the conclaves in 1954, 1956, 
1958 and 1960. 

Furcolo believed, as did many political observers of thfct 
time, that a primary contest was not harmful to a candiate and 
could, in fact, give him momentum which would carry on into the 
election. 

He also felt there was little point to holding conventions if the 
losing contenders were not going to abide by the actions of the 
conclaves. Some Democratic candidates have bypassed the 
conventions and carried their fights directly into the primary. 

John F. Kennedy was opposed to the pre - primary state 
conventions and had as little to do with them as possible. He filed 
bills to scrap the convention system when he was Senator and 
President. His measures were all defeated. 

Now, the Democratic legislators have done what Foster 
Furcolo and JFK urged years ago. The only question is whether 
Governor Sargent can muster the necessary support to sustain a 
veto of a bill repealing the pre-primary convention system. 

From our vantage point the most obvious arguement against 
the state conventions is that the delegates attending the conclaves 
are representative of the voters in their districts, and there does 
not appear to be any way of making them representative. 

Ninety - nine out of every 100 voters in Boston could not name 
one member of their local ward committees if they were asked. 
They don't know who the committee members arc, and except at 
convention time they don't really care. 

The committee members get their relatives and friends out to 
elect them in a Presidential Primary and then they're heard from 
two years later at a convention. 

A suggestion .was made that the delegates be elected at 
caucuses, but most voters wouldn't bother turning out to par¬ 
ticipate in a caucus. ' 

The fact is the pre - primary state convention serves little 
useful purpose for the average Democratic voter or the average 
Democratic candidate. The Democrats might regain the habit of 
winning gubernatorial elections if the pre - primary state con¬ 
ventions are junked. 


Geo. McGovern Tragic Figure 
In Viewing Presidential Race 

Developments In the wake of last November's Presidential 
election, which have seemed incredible to this observer, have 
been the arrogance, stupidity and trickery of some of the people 
who ran President Nixon's campaign and the naivety of Senator 
George McGovern and his top backers. 

Senator McGovern apparently has never recognized that Mr. 
Nixon was not really a popular candidate or that the reason Nixon 
was overwhelmingly reelected was that he was somewhat less 
unpopular that McGovern. 

A group of astute Democratic politicians were questioned the 
other day as to whether President Nixon would be reelected today 
in the face of the shocking Watergate scandal. 

Almost to a man, they agreed that Richard Nixon would still 
defeat George McGovern at the present time despite the handicap 
of the Watergate mess but that he probably would be beaten by a 
candidate such as Maine Senator Edmund Muskie whom 
McGovern defeated for the Presidential nomination. 

Now it appears that some of the dirty trick manipulators in 
the Nixon campaign may have knocked down Muskie last year 
and helped to build up McGovern so that he might finally become 
the standard - bearer against President Nixon. That is amazing in 
a contest for the Presidency of the United States. 

One person who probably would never believe that is George 
S. McGovern who is still talking about his traumatic experiences 
in last fall's campaign and is blaming just about everyone for his 
defeat except himself. 

The more closely one studies some of the statements at¬ 
tributed to McGovern in his recent interview with Joe McGinnis in 
the New York Times Magazine, the more clearly one realizes why 
McGovern denied them when he saw them in print. 

For example, McGovern is quoted as saying that his wife 
developed such a hatred of the press during the campaign 
“because of the way they were misrepresenting me" that it 
became pathological. “I’ve got to keep taking her out to dinner 
and getting her loaded all the time In order to get her mind off it," 
he declared. 

McGovern at times seems somewhat inconsistent in his in¬ 
terview. He expressed the opinion that Ted Kennedy will not be a 
candidate for President in 1976 but said that he thought last 
year he could persuade Ted to be his Vice Presidential running 
mate. 

The South Dakota Senator indicated he probably will not be a 
candidate for President in 1976 but that he expects to have a veto 
over the selection of the Democratic Presidential nominee. 

"I really do feel that once a guy has had his chance, that’s it. 
Next time let somebody else try," he was quoted as saying. 

"Like who?" he was asked. 

"Oh, the same old faces will be in there, 1 think. Muskie, 
Jackson, Humphrey. And Bayb and Hughes, I think, will be going 
after it in a much bigger way. Mondale might try, too, if Hum¬ 
phrey doebn't." 

To this observer there is something tragic about George 
McGovern. He had his moment of great political glory. He had his 
chance to run for the most powerful office in the world against a 
man who was not really very popular.” 

But he feels he was done in by newsmen he had counted as his 
friends and by people such as those to boohed him viciously at a 
football game between the Washington Redskins and the Miami 
Dolphins. (President Nixon's tricksters could not have arranged 
that.) 

He is unable to understand why he was boohed at a football 
game in Washington and Senator Thomas Eagleton was given a 
standing ovation at a game in Kansas City. 

"My blood Just ran cold," be said. “To realize this terrible 
injustice. Thai a man who had nol leveled with me was being 
Riven credit by the public as an AU • American type. While I wns 
being treated like a bum." 

Apparently, it never occurs to George McGovern to ask 
himself why those things happened and to what degree he might 
have been responsible for them. 
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Grapes Are Coming, Boycott Chapter Says 


Workers in California 


Deceptions In The Tax Rate 


Editor, Newton Graphic: 

In 1970, after five years of 
hard work and sacrifice, the 
great Delano Grape Boycott 
came to a successful end when 
27 major grape growers signed 
contracts with the United Farm 
Workers (UFW). 

Now, after three of the most 
productive years in the history 
of the grape industry, secret 
back door sweetheart contracts 
have been signed between the 
Coachella grape growers and 
the Western Conference of the 
Teamsters Union, denying the 
workers fair and just 
representation. Over 1,000 
workers are now on strike as a 
result of these agreements, and 
hundreds more have been jailed 
without cause. 

The Grower-Teamster con¬ 
tracts were negotiated to avoid 
the real choice of the workers. 
On April 10, a team of govern¬ 
ment officials, and church and 
civic leaders conducted a poll of 
grape workers in California’s 
Coachella Valley. Of the 953 
workers interviewed, 795 or 85 
per cent wanted to belong to the 
United Farm Workers while 


only eight per cent wanted to be 
members of the Teamsters 
Union; 78 voted for no union. 
Less than a week later, the 
growers signed with the 
Teamsters. 

Under a UFW contract 
workers benefit from such 
things as hiring halls, elections 
for union representation, bans 
on hard pesticides, medical 
coverage, decent housing, 
toilets and running water in the 
fields, and ranch committees to 
bargain collectively with the 
growers. 

Teamster contracts provide 
lower wages and omit many of 
the protections farm workers 
need if their life expectancy of 
49 years is to be raised. In ad¬ 
dition, Teamster contracts 
reinstate the old labor con¬ 
tractor system used to exploit 
the farm worker and keep him 
dependent. 

Teamster officials admit 
their attempts to obtain 
jurisdiction over field laboreres 
stem directly from a desire to 
protect the interests of their 
own workers. However, many 
Teamster locals have issued 


statements in support of the 
UFW, and the New York City 
Teamsters refuse to unload non¬ 
union lettuce. 

The sweetheart contract with 
the grape growers is almost 
identical to one signed by the 
lettuce industry nearly three 
years ago. Both were signed 
without the knowledge or 
consent of the workers and both 
resulted in massive strikes. 

On August 24, 1970, 7,000 
workers struck the Salinas and 
Santa Maria lettuce fields in the 
greatest farm labor strike in U. 
S. history. Production was cut 
down to one-third of its normal 
output and only an injunction, 
repealed more than two years 
later, was able to break the 
strike. 

last year, in a 6-1 ruling 
voiding the injunction, the 
Supreme Court of California 
declared the Teamster con¬ 
tracts a fraud. 

"From a practical point of 
view," stated the court, “an 
employer’s grant of exclusive 
bargaining status to a non- 
representative union must be 
considered the ultimate form of 


favoritism, completely sub¬ 
stituting the employer's choice 
of unions for his employee’s 
desires," 

The new Grower-Teamster 
contracts violate every prin¬ 
ciple of this decision. The 
Teamsters are providing a 
company union to thwart the 
true aspirations of the seasonal 
and migrant farm worker. 

UFW director Cesar Chavez, 
lias called for a Congressional 
investigation of government 
negligence in failing to take 
action on evidence of illegal 
payoffs between growers and 
Teamster officials. Last June, 
William Grami, the Western 
Conference’s chief organizer 
was indicted by a Federal 
Grand Jury for allegedly ac¬ 
cepting a $5,000 bribe. The 
government, however, refuses 
to prosecute him. 

Jerome Cohen, general 
counsel of the United Farm 
Workers, charges further that 
cash from growers had been 
given to Teamster “goons" in 
$50-a-day payments to in¬ 
timidate members of the UFW 
into agreeing to work under a

The foregoing $11 will have to 
be added to next year’s tax bill. 

This election year tax bill 
flim-flam has become 
nationally recognized as big 
city political deceit. It is a 
shame that Mayor Mann has 
introduced this ploy into a 
Newton mayoral campaign. 

Although I have been a 
consistent critic of the Mann 
administration I deny it is as a 
result of Mann's Inauguration 
Day attempt to unseat me as 
vice president of the Newton 
Board of Aldermen. 

In fact, I think the record will 
show that during the mayor’s 
first six to nine months in office, 
any criticism by me of his 
ineptness was rare and mild. 

It has been rumored in City 
Hall that Mayor Mann hopes to 
announce a small tax decrease 
for this year. 

Concerning this rumor, I say 
that during the past six months, 
Mayor Mann has been trying to 
psyche out the Board of 
Aldermen and the Newton 
Taxpayers. First, he let out the 
rumor that there could be a $20 
tax increase. Then, he an¬ 
nounced a $5 to $8 increase. 


Then came his campaign 
brochure, thinly disguised as a 
Report of the Mayor, claiming 
that he would have a "surprise" 
when the tax rate was an¬ 
nounced.

If any aldermen 
object or suggest that we hold 
back funds to pay for predic¬ 
table expenses and salary in¬ 
creases or unexpected con¬ 
tingencies, the Mayor will 
charge "political intrigue at 
citizen expense” or some other 
pithy statement indicating 
aldermanic deviousness. 

Obviously, the mayor has the 
upper hand. He is practiced at 
issuing favorable statements 
which demean expected 
criticism. He is a master at 
interpolating facts to favor his 
administration. 

Finally, he has been lucky. 
Hard and conscientious work on 
the part of others, usually 
aldermen, have produced a 
political windfall which he has 
claimed as a result of his own 
efforts.

The only Newton city 
government official par¬ 
ticipating in the conference, 
Donald Ijevitan, director of 
Community Development, 
supported Austin's concept of 
the leadership community, 
giving as examples of what 
steps Newton has already made 
in that direction, such as the 
first effort toward regional 
waste disposal, services to the 
elderly, and asking services in 
lieu of taxes from tax-exempt 
institutions. 

Ijevitan recognized poverty in 
Newton saying "to be poor in 
Newton is worse than to be poor 
elsewhere, because here there 
is a facade to be maintained." 
He spoke of large houses, well 
maintained on the outside, in 
which there was little fur¬ 
niture and sometimes no food; 
the owners did not want to leave 
the house or to be identified as 
poor. 

Delivery of municipal ser- 
vices-what services are needed 
and how they should be given-is 
a problem, according to 
Ixjvitan. "We are groping in the 
dark and by ourselves. We need 
an outreach program to get the 
people involved so that we can 
find out how they perceive their 
needs." 


use planning and goals for the 
future, former Newton City 
Planner James Miller, now 
deputy executive director of the 
Metropolitan Area Planning 
Council, again stressed 
Newton's relationship to the 
metropolitan area. He views 
housing, transportation and 
open space as regional 
problems requiring regional 
solutions. He deplored the 
"politicizing" of public housing, 
pointing to the recent con¬ 
troversy over four units of 
family housing in Nonantum to 
be built by the Newton Housing 
Authority, of which Miller is 
vice-chairman. 

Newton must continue to 
support the MBTA deficit, 
Miller said, because there must 
be a concentration on public 
transportation. 

"Newton needs 
mitment on the 
politicians and taxpayers about 
the Charles River and open 
space," Miller said. "All open 
space should be for public 
purposes. We should not give an 
advantage to any private 
developer.” 

Goals for blacks in Newton, 
outlined by William Ramsey, a 
black, centered mainly on more 
participation in school 
curriculum planning and in 
"the public sector.” 

Some changes in black at¬ 
titude Ramsey would like to see 


passivity about inner-city 
problems, and a greater sense 
of community among blacks 
living in Newton.

The H.V.S. of Mass, was 
inaugurated in 1971 to raise 
funds to support and expand 
Boston's existing music therapy 
program.

National LWV Calls For 
Solid Waste Funding Increase 


The league of Women Voters 
of the United States has an¬ 
nounced its position on solid 
waste management 

The position is based on a two 
year study by more than 1,000 
local leagues including the 
Newton League of Women 
Voters which held its unit 
meetings on solid waste 
management in November, 

1972. The position calls for in¬ 
creased federal funding and 
regulation of solid waste 
management and comes at a 
time when the federal budget 
has scraped 81 percent of the 
funding for solid waste 
programs. 

National League President 
Lucy Wilson Benson stated: "It 
seems ironic that when our 
study results, which are based 
on surveys of local resources 
and accomplishments, show a 
strong need for active federal 
leadership, the administration 
is lessening its role in the field materials 
of solid waste management." positions 

If solid waste problems are to 
be solved, the league feels that 
the federal government must 
take a more active role. 


Recently, an Environmental 
Protection Agency (EPA) 
administrator called solid 
waste the number one en¬ 
vironmental problem in this 
region; however, the federal 
government is ending its 
resource recovery, demon¬ 
stration grant, and technical 
assistance programs in this 
field, and closing the main 
office of Solid Waste 
Management within the EPA. 

"The league's job as an 
educator has become even more 
important," says Mary 
Adelstein, environmental 
quality chairman for the 
Newton LWV. “We need to 
continue to promote a better 
understanding of the en¬ 
vironmental consequences of 
careless consumption and 
disposal."

Memorial Day weekend means 
picnics and backyard barbecues 
heralding the great joy of summer 
cooking and eating outdoors. It’s easy 
and relaxed; the food somehow tastes 
marvelous and even though the 
weather may be a bit on the cool side, 
it's good to be outdoors. 

Some have an idea that you must 
have a chimney and elaborate brick 
edifice around it in a back yard full of 
manicured shrubbery to enjoy bar¬ 
becue fun. Not so. Enough space on a 
back porch or driveway for a grill, table 
and chairs, and cookout fun is 
limitless. 

Out come the barbecue grills. . .the 
supply of charcoal must not be skimpy. 
When arc the briquets hot to grilling 
perfection? When they have burned 
long enough to show a surface of gray 
! ash in the daytime or a red glow at 
\ night. He sure to start your fire ahead of 
time — it takes one-half to one hour to 
bring the fire to the correct stage for 
; broiling. A shallow fire is best for 
broiling; arrange a little tepee of 
- crushed paper and small pieces of 
kindling wood in your grill. Light it and 
when it is burning well, drop the 
briquests on it, spreading them out as 
they catch fire. 25 to briquets are 
sufficient to grill steak or hamburgers. 

Many commercial forms of lighting 
fluid, easily ignited mats, and other 
lighting aids are available. WARNING: 
AT ALL TIMES TAKE NECESSARY 
PRECUATIONS WHEN LIGHTING 
THE FIRE AND NEVER USE 
GASOLINE. For a smoky flavor, wood 
chips from apple, oak, maple, hickory 
and cherry give smoke flavor to fish. 

I Soak chips in water at least an hour 
before usingy so they will give 
maximum smoke and not bum too 
rapidly. On a charcoal grill, add a few 
chips at a time to the charcoal while 
cooking and if chips flame up, add more 
wet chips. 

There isn’t a better choice for 
outdoor cooking than a big, beautiful 
fresh fish caught by a member of the 
family or purchased in a local fish 
store. Whether the fish is caught on the 
spot or brought from home, give it a 
special touch with a marinade for about 
3 hours. If everyone's too hungry to 
wait, brush the fish often with the 
marinade during the cooking. 

Remember - never overcook fish. 

Cook only until fish flakes easily when 
tested.

HELPFUL HINT: did you know 
that baking soda is a great helpmate in 
Jhe kitchen? It cannot scratch, cuts 
gtase and is completely safe to use 
near food. For example; Keep dry 
baking soda close to the range. 

If a grease fire should occur, toss 
handfuls of soda at the base of the 
flames. When heated, the soda releases 
carbon dioxide and immediately ex¬ 
tinguishes the flames. 

A solution of 3 tablespoons of 
baking soda in a gallon of water safely 
cleans painted walls and woodwork, 
even washable wallpaper. Especially 
good for the kitchen where grease 
stains are likely to occur. 

Soak away collected grease and 
grime in a soda solution to remove dirt 
from range hood. Clean and deodorize , 
inside and out of refrigerator with a 
solution of 3 tablespoons baking soda 
per quart of water. 

After cleaning, leave a box of soda, 
with top removed, in the refrigerator tq 
absorb odors as they occur. Stir up thf 
soda now and then to keep a fresh Layer 
on top.

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South Baseball Team Upset

Slam, bang, oops, is the best 
way to describe the Newton 
South baseball team's ex¬ 
periences, last week. 

The Lions destroyed 
Maynard. 12-2. and Weston, 12- 
3, to hang on to a share of first 
place In the Dual County 
league along with Concord- 
Carlisle, but then were upset, 5- 
4 by a Westwood team which 
sneaked to within a game of 
South's 9-2 mark. 

The Weston game was more 
of a joke than a confrontation. 
The Wildcats committed nine 
errors and issued nine walks to 
aid the Lions' nine-hit attack. 
The gift was too much to refuse, 
though South did inject an event 
(if real baseball into the 
proceedings by producing 
another perfect suicide squeeze 
play in the third inning when the 
game was still close. The Lions 
pave utilized the play to such 
advantage over the last three 
seasons and can pull it off with 
such precision that even now, 
when every other team in the 
league is waiting for it, they can 
still make it work. 

Such was the occasion against 
Weston. The South diamond 
nine had the bases loaded with 
one out and led 3-1 on the 
scoreboard. Most teams would 
swing away, but Bob D'Angelo 
laid down a bunt and so con¬ 
fused the Weston defense that 
Steve Tresca scored from third 
and Ned Moan came all the way 
around from second. 

While Weston did its keystone 
Cops imitation In tljj field, South 
pitcher Mike/ I.ushan, 
heretofore limited only to rebel 
appearances, was cruising 
through five and one-third in¬ 
nings of seven-hit baseball. 
Rick DcMicliele relieved him 
and mopped up with hitless 
hurling. 


After the Lions moved out to a 
5-1 lead with the two-run bunt, 
Weston closed the gap to 5-3 In 
the fourth. However, the Lions 
tallied three runs in the fifth, 
one in the sixth, and three more 
in the seventh to ice the contest. 

Phil Kramer and Steve 
Rittenberg paced the Lion of¬ 
fense with two hits apiece and 
Tresca, Moan, Jon Rosenberg, 
D'Angelo, and Mark Fogel, 
each added one safety. 

There was nothing flukey 
about South’s 12-2 destruction of 
Maynard. This time the I.ions 
did it with their bats rather than 
with mirrors. They pounded out 
13 hits, 

Hal Bennett, who started the 
year in the outfield and then 
languished on the bench for a 
while, came through with a two- 
for-two day on a single and a 
double and drove in four runs. 

Rittenberg, a sophomore 
outfielder witli a lot of potential, 
had another good day, getting 
two hits and recording three 
runs and catcher Rosenberg 
swatted two hits. 

The Lions scored once in the 
first inning and twice more in 
the second, but through three 
innings carried Just a 3-1 lead. 
Four-run outbursts in the fourth 
and fifth put the game out of 
reach. 

The hitting did the job. Tony 
Ixjmbardo, Pete Miller, Moan, 
Fogel, Mark Malkasian, dreg 
Moan, and Kramer, each had 
solo hits and Kramer scored 
three runs. 

Fogel Unbeaten 
Fogel, a lefty twirler, went all 
the way to chalk up his fifth win 
agaiast zero losses this season. 
He scattered four hits and 
fanned six batters and the only 
trouble he encountered stem¬ 
med from his persistent 
wildness which resulted in five 
walks. 

That was the slam and the 


bang. The oops cost South a 
share of the league lead. 

One chief asset the Lions have 
provided their pitchers with this 
season has been an early 
cushion.

While Kavanaugh was merely 
a shadow of his usual self, 
Westwood pitcher Brad Benson 
was near untouchable until the 
sixth inning. By that time South 
trailed 5-0. 

In the sixth frame a two-run 
single by Ned Moan, a wild 
pitch, arid an RBI double from 
Tresca accounted for a four-run 
rally, but Benson settled down 
in time to preserve the game. 

Kavanaugh dropped his 
second game in a row, though 
he didn’t go all the way. Lushan 
took care of the last inning. 

The Lions managed Just four 
hits, one each coming from 
Moan, Tresca, Rosenberg, and 
Lushan in their weakest hitting 
display of the week. 

Concord-Carlisle leads the 
Dual County league with a 9-1 
record. South is second a half¬ 
game back, and Westwood is 
now third with an 8-3 mark. 

This week the Lions play 
I-incoln-Sudbury and Acton- 
Boxboro, two teams which gave 
them trouble earlier in the 
season, but two teams which 
they beat. The Lions topped 
Lincoln, 6-5 on April 30 and 
edged Acton, 2-1, on May 4.

2,8-1. Riggs winning, was not so surprising. That he won by 
such easy scores, was very surprising. However, the most 
amazing thing about the match was neither the outcome nor 
the margin, but the manner in which he beat her. Below are 
some reasons why Bobby Riggs beat Margaret Court. 

1. Riggs mixed up his shots so that Court never knew what 
he was going to do. On one point he would lob her deep, on 
the next point he would drop shot her. On one point he would 
stay back at the baseline, on the next he would rush net. One 
serve would be an easy slice another would be a hard flat 
serve. 

2. Riggs kept Court away from the net. The basic shot that 
Riggs used was a deep slice. Court was waiting for a 
shallow ball so that she could hit an approach shot and come 
to net. The shallow ball seldom came. 

3. Margaret Court played poorly. That is an un¬ 
derstatement. She probably played better tennis when she 
was 15 years old. There are basically two reasons why she 
played badly. First, she was extremely nervous. She was 
not only playing for $10,000, but she was representing 
women’s tennis. The pressure was tremendous. She's been 
in pressure situations dozens of times before and has come 
through, but Sunday she folded. 

The second reason for her poor playing is that Riggs 
never gave Court the thing she likes most. This is shots that 
have pace on them. He gave her "junk” shots and this 
destroyed her timing completely. 

4. Riggs played well. He was a lot less nervous than Court. 
This is simply his personality. Minnesota Fats doesn't get 
nervous when he shoots pool and Bobby Riggs doesn't get 
nervous when he plays tennis. He was in good shape and it 
looked as though Margaret Court was the more tired of the 
two players. 

5. Margaret Court continued to play a losing game. After 
the first set, she had to change her strategy. She should 
have come to net off of her serve and return of serve. She 
needed to force Riggs to hit under more pressure. It was 
surprising to see a player of her experience stay with a 
losing strategy. 

The best lesson that can be learned from this match, is 
that tennis is a very heady game. Strategy can make or 
break a player. A slow, easy shot can be just as 
deveastating as a hard one.

Imaginative and colorful 
scenes from the everyday life of 
pre-historic man decorate 
every exhibit board and glass 
case in the main circulation 
area of the Library. 

The artistic sixth grade 
students used many media 
including papier mabhe, 
linoleum block prints, 
macrame, craypas, crayons, 
magic marker, watercolor and 
clay to depict scenes from 
man's earliest appearance on 
earth to the beginning of the 
period when his organized 
villages took the first steps 
towards civilization. 

The linoleum block prints and 
the magic marker and water 
color printings are particularly 
vibrant. The sophisticated 


ability to demonstrate action 
and feeling is evident in the 
students works. The primitive 
style of the block prints and the 
exciting and innovative use of 
line, color and pattern in the 
magic marker and watercolor 
paintings appeal particularly to 
this viewer. 

Th n pottery, shaped and 
decciqted as some pots have 
always been, was made to 
resemble pots found in the 
desert beside the Nile, early in 
Egyptian history. 

The students also used clay to 
make plaques of such Egyptian 
activities as hunting, partying, 
painting coffins, sailing, record¬ 
keeping and girls dancing. 

The craypas and crayon 
scenes of people using fire, 
cooking, hunting and building 
represent some of the stages of 
man's development from the 
early stone period to the late 
neolithic. 

Some of the students did 
macrame and used con¬ 
temporary beads and bangles to 
create Egyptian-style jewelry. 

Papier mache was used 
primarily to create prehistoric 
animals living along the Nile. 
The animals, such as Sevek. the 
crocodile, a favored god in the

marshes, and later of lower 
Egypt, and Buto, the cobra, the 
personification of the sun’s 
burning heat, represented the 
gods and personified the par¬ 
ticular beliefs of the villagers. 

Centuries after the Christian 
era when ancient Egypt had 
long lost its power, some gods 
were still pictured as a com¬ 
plete animal, while others had 
animal heads. 

"Pottery, Plaques and 
Prints,” an artistic and 
educational exhibit not to be 
missed, is on view through the 
end of the month.

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Neighborhood Opposes Lase/i Expansion

-According to several 
MSociation spokesmen, in¬ 
cluding James Broderick, 
Edmund Parker and Gail 
Densler, neighbors first became 
alarmed with the college's 
Attentions when development

1 College President Kenneth 
Cfecne, a former resident of the 
area, insists that the school 
Attended lo notify the com¬ 
munity of its plans but a mixup 
fii the development office lead 
$ a premature release which 
precluded notifying neighbors. 

2 Association members insist 

college did not intend on 
genuinely discussing the matter 
wjth them and point out they 


had to delve into HUD files to 
find design proposals. 

"That really alarmed us," 
stated Broderick, "Because 
they told us the college had not 
as yet made up its mind on a 
specific site or building plan." 

The presence of surveyors on 
the site was another tipoff to the 
now irate neighbors and the 
filing of the complaint to HUD 
has effectively stopped con¬ 
struction, at least for the time 
being 

In that complaint the 
association stated the new 
building "will adversely affect 
the natural environment in 
grievous ways” if constructed. 

Gail Densler indicated the 
newly formed group had con¬ 
ferred with several en¬ 
vironmentalists and was told 
construction of the building on 
the Maple Street site would 
dangerously alter the water 
table in an area already 
selected by the city as "flood 
prone." 

The neighborhood association 
also complained to HUD that 
the "physical and social 
character” of the neighborhood 
would also be destroyed. 

The community is composed 
mostly of late nineteenth 
century homes and as Mrs. 
Densler pointed out “the 
brochure for prospective 
candidates to Lasell boasts of 
our New England village 
atosphere.” 

"They will destroy that at¬ 
mosphere completely if they 
erect a massive, modern 
building,"*she added. 

The neighbors are also 
concerned with increased 


traffic in the area. 

“I-ascli's application to HUD 
indicated the building would be 
used as a center for commuter 
activities," Mrs. Densler 
staled. 

"Right now the college has 
about 90 commuters, and if they 
are plannning to put up a large 
building, it must mean they 
intend to increase that number 
thereby bringing more cars into 
the neighborhood," she added. 

The heaviest salvos from the 
neighborhood came when it was 
learned I-asell had applied for a 
beer and wine license for a 
student pub located in the new 
building. 

That application was sub¬ 
sequently withdrawn by the 
college administration as 
"premature,” but the 
association remains wary. 

"Most of us have lived here 
several years without once 
complaining of the noise which 
is a standard feature of the 
dormitories around us. Now we 
face the prospect of Saturday 
night beer fests," Mrs. Densler 
said. 

Broderick emphasized the 
Lasell Neighborhood 
Association was not opposed to 
the principle of a student union 
building, but only to the site 
apparently selected by the 
college. 

He and other members of the 
association checked the 1972 
property tax rate rolls for 
Newton and ascertained that 
lasell owns approximately 62 
acres of land in the Village of 
Auburndale. 

"We have not yet received a 
firm statement from the college 


indicating their intentions as far 
as another site is concerned, 
though,” Broderick said. 

They would only say they 
preferred the Maple Street 
site," he added, referring to the 
discussions in the last of two 
meetings his group has had with 
college officials. 

"Our main interest,” 
Broderick continued, “is to get 
the community involved in long 
range building plans of the 
college." 

In line with that objective, the 
association has proposed to the 
college administration that a 
seat be created on the in¬ 
stitution's board of trustees for 
a community representative. 

"We didn't get too many 
affirmative votes on that 
suggestion when we submitted 
it to college officials," 
Broderick said, but he did in¬ 
dicate his group was in receipt 
of a copy of a letter sent to the 
college by Ward 4 Alderman 
Richard J. McGrath which 
supported that proposal. 

Alderman McGrath also 
indicated his support for a 
college to establish a committee 
composed of representatives 
from the school, the community 


and the city to discuss planning. 

Actually Broderick has had 
extensive experience in town- 
gov. relationships and is 
currently serving on a 
University of Massachusetts - 
Boston faculty committee 
working with Dorchester 
residents on a workable plan for 
community involvement in the 
school’s development. 

"The suggestion for a neigh¬ 
borhood seat on the Lasell 
Board of Trustees came from 
the UMass - Dorchester 
deliberations,” he stated. 

“That seat is the best way to 
insure the neighborhood does 
know what is going on and can 
do something about it," 
Broderick concluded. 

According to neighborhood 
spokesmen the only definite 
facts told them by President 
Greene is that they will be 
notified before bulldozers are to 
arrive at the embattled site 
on Maple St. and a beer and 
wine license will not be sought 
"during the summer." 

In the meantime, the 
association is planning to 
conduct a tour of the area with 
HUD officials to point out other 
more suitable sites.

Nature’s Ways 

By WAYNE HANLEY 
(Mass. Audubon Society) 

'The same thing that has 
happened to too many of us has 
happened to the myrtle war¬ 
bler. 

While he-she was away on a 
winter vacation they abolished 
Qie warbler's Job and gave the 
poor bird a new title 
So the bird that went south 
Utot fall as the myrtle warbler 
has begun trickling back north 
as the yellow-rumped warbler. 
;In this case, the "They" who 
ruined the warbler's seniority 
and Job stability was the 
American Ornithologists' 
Union. 

To the stay-at-home birder, 
shaking up the scientific 
classification of the myrtle 
Warbler means very little. One 
deed only remember that the 
ijtyrilc warbler now is the 
yellow-rumped warbler and 
one's life list (the number of 
birds seen in a lifetime) 
remains the same. 

But for those who have blrded 
ip both the east and west, a bit 
of bookkeeping is in order. We 
suffer the crushing blow of 
prying one number from the life 
list. For the A. O. U. name 
change was made so that what 
Ipve been myrtle warblers and 
Audubon’s warblers now can be 
recognized as the same species 
of bird. 

For several years, many 
birders have suspected that the 
myrtle and Audubon's warbler 
had too much in common to be 
more distantly related than first 
dousins. The main difference 
by tween the two birds is that the 
turtle warbler has a white 
throat and Audubon's has a 
yfUow throat.

For 
instance, the familiar 
Baltimore oriole now becomes 
the northern oriole, a name that 
covers what has been the 
Baltimore and Bullock's oriole. 
The Bullock's has been a 
western form of the Baltimore. 
It is distinct enough that birders 
have been able to tab those few 
Bullock's which sometimes 
wander in the wrong direction 
and spend the winter in New 
England rather than Mexico. 

Ironically, two birds which 
are identical in appearance 
were split into two different 
species. For several years, field 
birders have noted that among 
Traill's flycatchers there are 
males which sing a "fitz-bew" 
song and others that sing a "fee- 
bee-o" song. The former 
Traill's flycatcher which sings 
"fitz-bew" now becomes the 
willow flycatcher. The one that 
sings "fee-bee-o" now is the 
alder flycatcher. 

In the course of all this 
shifting around, of course, the 
birds iiave nut changed at all. 
The only factor that has 
changed is man's way of looking 
at the birds.

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 

Hie clientele—and the pros¬ 
pects—of the health food 
industry have changed dramati¬ 
cally in recent years, according 
to the biggest bank in the 
United States. 

Once considered an insignifi¬ 
cant adjunct of the grocery 
business, the nation’s 3,000 
health food stores sold an 
estimated $400 million worth of 
‘‘organic" and ‘‘natural” foods 
and other products In 1972. 

"Largely ignored by the 
general populace, forerunners 
of today's nutrition centers 
were frequented by aging 
arthrltics, would-be Tarzans 
and all manner of food 
faddists,” the Bank of America 
said in a recent report on the 
status of health food stores. 

"But no longer can health 
food purchasers be summarily 
dismissed as ‘hypochondriac 
health nuts seeking the prover¬ 
bial fountain of youth,'” the 
report said. 

Everyone Sampling 
"Today, anyone and everyone 
—from counterculture youths to 
young matrons and corporate 
executives—can be found sam¬ 
pling and serving delicacies 
typically carried by health food 
stores. And every day new 
converts join the fold." 

They are converted by 
heightened public concern over 
chemical additives and pesti¬ 
cide residues, mercury and 
botulism poisoning incidents 
and critical reports on conven¬ 
tional food processing methods, 
The result has been 
in recent years and prj 
of faster growth in 



"But most observers, hesitant 
about predicting unchecked 
industry growth, are adopting a 
let's wait and see attitude until 
clear and convincing trends 
emerge," the bank said. 

Possible problems Include 
increased competition, soaring 
retail prices, rampant abuse of 
health food terminology and 
impending labeling and adver¬ 
tising regulations. 

Will Attract Competitors 

"If consumer demand for 
natural and organic food 
continues apace, the field will 
attract aggressive competitors 
such as supermarkets, drug¬ 
stores, discount and department 
stores,” the report says. 

"Another irritant to the 
industry is the rampant abuse 
of terminology. Unofficially 
deBned, the terms ‘organic,’ 
■natural’ and ‘health foods’ 
have been subject to misinter¬ 
pretation and misuse." 

The bank warned that con¬ 
tinuing scandals over unethical 
practices threaten the entire 
industry, which has few self- 
imposed standards. 

"Recent converts, persuaded 
by a damning press that they 
are being hoodwinked, might 
abandon the quest for ‘better’ 
products altogether," the report 
said.

DALLAS (UPI) — Diabetes 
has replaced glaucoma as the 
No. 1 cause of blindness in the 
United States, a University of 
Texas Southwestern Medical 
School professor says. 

"Blindness from diabetes is 
definitely on the Increase 
simply fre'w— medicine is now 
able to keep the diabetic alive 
and functioning quite normal¬ 
ly,” said Dr. John R. Lynn, a 
professor of opthalmology. 
"Years"ago before it was 
learned how to control the 
disease these people would 
have died at an earlier age.”

ROME (UPI) - The theft of 
a painting by German master 
Lucas Cranach illustrates once 
again the defenselessness of 
Italy's immense art heritage. 

Thieves took the “Madonna 
with Child and St. John" by 
Cranach and eight lesser works 
by other artists from the 
picture gallery of a monastery 
near Florence. 

Since all the stolen works 
were from the 16 th century and 
the thieves ignored valuable 
pictures of other periods, police 
theorize the paintings were 
stolen on commission by a 
dealer or private collector. 

There was neither guard nor 
alarm system to protect the 
paintings when the thieves, 
using a ladder, broke in during 
the night. The theft was 
discovered in the morning by a 
cleaner. 

As has been proved time and 
time again, stealing from an 
Italian church is child's play. 
And the pickings frequently are 
beyond price. 

Ihe art works and archeologi¬ 
cal treasures in the care of the 
state are not much better 
protected. 

Amount U Small 

According to the Milan 
newspaper Corriere della Sera, 
the Italian government spends 
only 40 billion lire ($70 million) 
—about the cost of 18 miles of 
superhighway—for the upkeep, 
protection and restoration of 
90,000 churches, 20,000 castles, 
712 museums, 3,000 archeologi¬ 
cal areas and tens of t h ousa nds 
of monuments. 

The figure amounts to only 
l.S per cent of the total budget 
of the Education Ministry, 
which is in charge of the 
national art heritage, and 
compares unfavorably with the 


500 billion lire ($850 million) 
recently voted for the improve¬ 
ment of freeways. 

A government report issued 
several years ago said Italy 
needed to spend a yearly $500 
million for 10 years to put its 
artistic house in order. But 
even if the government were 
willing to spend such sums of 
money, which seems unlikely, it 
would be hard put to find 
enough skilled restorers and 
other experts. 

The state now employs fewer 
specialists than do some foreign 
museums. For example, it has 
only 284 scientific and technical 
specialists, the same as in 1909. 

The province of Rome has 
one inspector and three guards 
to look after thousands of acres 
rich with Etruscan archeologi¬ 
cal sites which are, as a result, 
an easy prey for night robbers. 

It is small wonder that the 
Doria Pamphilj Park here was 
stripped of most of its ancient 
statuary within a week or two 
of being opened to the public or 
that half the museum space in 
Rome is closed for lack of 

guards 

25,06 Work* Stolen 

Authorities reckon that 25,000 
works of art have been stolen 
in the last 15 years, many of 
them spirited out of the 
country. 

In order to be able to better 
trace stolen works, the govern¬ 
ment now plans to set up a 
catalogue of art and archaeo¬ 
logical treasures, with photo- 
graphs. This in itself is a major 
undertaking, since the state is 
responsible tor some >0,000 
major works and many times 
that number of leaser pieces.

$1.75 Million More 


For Newton North? 


By Elizabeth McKinnon 

A request for a $1.75 million 
bond issue for completion of the 
new Newton North High School 
has been withdrawn by Mayor 
Theodore Mann pending 
"further evaluation and sub- 
stantation." 

Part of the delay is at¬ 
tributable to the need for a 
meeting with the state School 
Building Assistance Bureau, 
which may approve a 50-65 per 
cent reimbursement of the 
additional money required. A 
meeting is scheduled between 
John Gilleland, superintendent 
for business service of the 
School Department and the 
SBAB next week. 

The School Committee also 


must vote approval of the final 
site plan and specifications 
approved by the Design Review 
Committee before a request for 
bonding is heard by the Board of 
Aldermen. 

The $1.75 million bond issue, 
the third during the history of 
the new high school, brings the 
total to slightly over $20 million. 
In May, 1969, $15.4 million was 
bonded. In March 1970, after a 
long fight in the Board of 
Aldermen, another $3 million 
was authorized ($4million was 
requested). 

Buildings Commissioner 
Charles R. Herbert last month, 
after conferences with school 
officials and the site consultant, 
submitted his request for an 


additional money to cover the 
following items: building 
contingencies (from architect), 
$215,000; water main fire lane, 
$15,000; demolition of five 
existing high school buildings, 
$450,000; construction of the 
mall at the rear of the school, 
$120,000; construction of the 
teachers’ parking area, 
$155,000; construction of the 
balance of the site. $725,000; and 
additional furnishings, $490,000. 
There remains $397,000 in the 
original bonded account to be 
applied to these expenses. 

Since Herbert's request, the 
bids received for demolition 
indicate that only $297,000 may 
be needed for this purpose. In 
1970 the demolition figure was 
estimated at $150,000. 


Murder Probe Continues 


Investigators are currently 
checking into possible un¬ 
derworld links in the shotgun 
slaying of Malcolm Buchsbaum 
last week while he sat in the den 
of his Oak Hill home, according 
to a statement made by Newton 
Police Chief William F. Quinn 
Wednesday morning. 

Quinn termed the murder a 
"gangland killing by an 
assassin who came to the home 
for that purpose." 

He stated Buchsbaum, part- 
owner of the American Cleaning 
Company, Cambridge, had been 
experiencing severe financial 
difficulties which were the 
result of heavy gambling losses. 

According to a report Chief 
Quinn has termed "accurate" 
the slain man's company had a 
$200,000 life insurance policy, 
containing a double indemnity 
clause, on Buchsbaum's life. 


The policy stipulated that the 
surviving member of the 
company would retain complete 
control while the widow would 
get the money. 

The victim’s business partner 
in the industrial cleaning firm, 
Joseph Sullivan Jr., of Brighton 
and Rhode Island, was 
questioned by the police in an 
attempt to determine possible 
leads in the still unsolved case. 

According to Chief Quinn, 
Sullivan had been "most 
cooperative," during the 
questioning which took place 
Tuesday. 

Newton police are being 
assisted in theprobe by State 
Police Det. William C. Nally of 
the Middlesex County District 
Attorney's Office. 

Quinn indicated any im¬ 
portant papers could have been 
removed from the desk and safe 


after the murder and before 
investigators conducted their 
search. 

Det. Capt. Walter D. Drtw 
and Det. Sgt. Edward Ceurvels 
are heading up the investigation 
for the Newton Police Depart¬ 
ment. 

Chief Quinn also confirmed a 
report his department had 
requested assistance in the 
investigation from Assistant 
Attorney General John Irwin, 
head of the Organized Crime 
Division of the Attorney 
General's Office. 

All investigators, Quinn suid, 
are currently checking into 
reports that criminal elementas 
from southwestern 
Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island had moved into the 
operation of Buchsbaum's 
cleaning firm.

Furnishings were originally 
allocated $500,000, of which 
about $325,000 has already been 
spent, Herbert said Wednesday.

Besides 
finding out whether the School 
Building Assistance Board will 
approve the mall, parking area, 
and athletic facilities, and 
obtaining the School Committee 
vote, Fink suggests releasing 
the money set aside for fur¬ 
nishings, and withholding 
awarding of contracts for the 
mall and parking area until 
additional bond money is 
provided. 

Fink’s letter states that ac¬ 
cording to Buildings Com¬ 
missioner Herbert, "the current 
balance of $665,000 in the 
bonding account” will pay for 
some furnishings ($225,000), 
demolition of the old buildings, 
and completion of the con¬ 
struction contract.

Air Views On Aldermanic Pay 


Whether or not Newton's 
Board of Aldermen, the only 
unpaid municipal legislative 
body in the state, should receive 
compensation was the subject 
of a public hearing at City Hall 
last week. 

Less than 20 persons at¬ 
tended, and most of these were 
past or present aldermen, 
aldermanic candidates or 
representatives of special- 
interest groups. 

The Aldermanic Pay Com¬ 
mittee, a group of nine mem¬ 
bers, three appointed by Mayor 
Theodore D. Mann and six 
appointed by the Board of 


Aldermen, was established 
early this year to study the 
question of pay or compensation 
for the Board of Aldermen, 
after a proposal by Alderman 
Matthew Jefferson for an 
aldermanic salary of $2,500 per 
year passed the board but was 
vetoed by the mayor. Another 
by Alderman Ernest Dietz for 
$900 per year “compensation 
for expenses" was withdrawn. 
The committee had had 10 
meetings, including the public 
hearing, and expects to meet 
twice more before June 15, 
when it will announce its fin¬ 
dings, according to Lewis 


Songer, committee chairman. 

The City Charter adopted by 
referendum vote in 1971 
provides that the Board of 
Aldermen may establish staff 
positions "to assist the aider- 
men in the performance of their 
duties,” and it has done so by 
hiring a Clerk of the Board and 
a principal clerk. The charter 
does not mention compensation 
for aldermen themselves.

The School Committee

Hampshire, Connecticut and 
Massachusetts. 

The topics dealt with in the 
program include mountain 
zonation, the seashore, food 
chains, decomposition suc¬ 
cession and the effect of 
weather upon an environment. 

Man's interaction with his 
environment, especially in the 
realm of pollution, is also ex¬ 
tensively covered.

House Bill 3856, which I whole¬ 
heartedly support, would 
require all executive sessions of 
committees to be open to the 
public and press. Only by a 
majority vote could the meeting 
be closed, and even then 
published records would be 
available." In all but two cases, 
executive sessions of com¬ 
mittees are presently closed. 

Rep. Guzzi also stated that he 
would support an amendment to 
extend the law to the Gover¬ 
nor's deliberations on bills 
enacted by the House and 
Senate. "Some of the most 
critical decisions in state 
government take place either in 
closed-door sessions of com¬ 
mittees. or behind the equally 
closed doors of the Governor 
and his staff. This aura of 
secrecy, which we have seen 
mushroom to produce such 
devasting results in our national 
government, should be removed 
immediately.” 

Massachusetts is one of 
thirteen states in the country 
where committee voting is not 
open to the public. A recent 
survey by the Citizen's Con¬ 
ference on State Legislatures 
indicated that twenty-seven 
states require open votes at all 
times. Nineteen states record 
and publish roll call votes on all 
legislative committee action. 

Under terms of the bill sup¬ 
ported by Guzzi, records of all 
meetings and votes would be 
maintained. 

Attempts to bring "open 
meeting" legislation to the floor 
of the Massachusetts House 
have repeatedly failed in the 
past. However, Rep. Guzzi 
indicated that he is hopeful that 
future attempts will be suc¬ 
cessful. 

"At a time when public 
confidence in the actions of our 
government has been shattered, 
and during a period when public 
concern over secrecy has been 
heightened, we should act 
quickly and decisively on all 
legislation designed to increase 
access by those we seek to 
serve,” he concluded.

Mrs. Kumin and her husband, 
Victor, have lived in their home 
at 40 Bradford road, Newton 
Highlands, for the past 22 years. 

She was awarded the 
Pulitizer Prize recently for her 
book of poems, "Up Country." 

Once described as the 
"female Robert Frost." Mrs. 
Kumin's book is the latest in a 
series of poetry collections that 
includes "The Nightmare 
Factory" and "The 
Privileged." 

Mrs. Kumin has described 
her award winning "Up 
Country," as a collection of 
nature poems — "a bony stare 


at life" from the viewpoint of 
water bugs, woodchucks and a 
hermit. The book is set in rural 
New Hampshire. 

The text of the Joint executive 
legislative proclamation is as 
follows: 

RESOLUTION 

WHEREAS, as one more

Carmen’s DPW Reorganization 
Would Eliminate Incinerator Use 


Prison Shuffle Draws Opposition 


A different reorganization 
plan for the Department of 
Public Works, eliminating the 
Incinerator, was proposed last 
week by mayoral candidate 
William Carmen, on the day of 
release of a more detailed plan 
by the director of the depart¬ 
ment, Richard Dudman. 

Carmen's proposal presents a 
new concept of what he feels a 
Department of Public Works 
should be. 

“The very name evokes a 
nineteenth-century concept,” 
he said. “I propose that this 
department become the 
Department of Environmental 
Affairs, and would include such 
major changes as the Sanitation 
Division becoming the Division 
of Reclamation, with the em¬ 
phasis on incentives to make the 
collection and disposal or 
rubbish more efficient and 
economical.” 

Carmen continued, "Our 
incinerator must be rapidly 
phased out, and in its place we 


must develop regional recycling 
facilities for separation and 
recycling of our waste. 
Ultimately, Newton taxpayers 
could save, and earn, over one 
million dollars'each year from 
this kind of operation." 

Commenting on the ad¬ 
ministration’s reorganization 
plan, Carmen said the 
“Modest" plan, which he 
claimed had taken nearly two 
years to come to light, “merely 
revises old concepts of the past, 
rather than thinking in terms of 
the future." 

“Newton continues to be 
burdened with the wasteful 
problems of an incinerator in 
disrepair. As chairman of the 
Environment Subcommittee of 

the Board of Aldermen (1970- 
71), I urge the mayor to move 
toward reclamation.” 

Carmen estimated that 
Newton could save more than 81 
million a year by using 
reclamation and regional 


recycling facilities instead of 
miantaining the present Newton 
incinerator. 

Carmen’s proposals are 
“merely one phase of 
reorganizing the Public Works 
Department," he said. “I have 
a complete plan that calls for 
the reorganization of the entire 
department, which will be 
presented at the appropriate 
time."

Motorists May Encounter Gas 
! Shortages on Vacation Trips 


Washington exports on the matter say that persons planning 
Hong automobile vacation trips this summer could experience 
‘ -gasoline shortages in some sections. 

• : The areas where this is most likely to happen apparently are 
;- Uie Hocky Mountain region, the Upper Midwest section anil the 

northern Great takes area. 

But it s possible “spot" shortages might be encountered in 
remote sections of Maine, New Hampshire and Vermont. 

Two rules vacationing motorists would do well to follow on 
their trips would be to fill the tanks of their cars in the morning 
and not to allow them to get less than half-full, according to the 
best authorities on the matter. 

In the more remote sections where shortages are most likely 
‘to occur, the operators of filling stations would ration their 
gasoline supplies. 

This probably would mean that they would limit a motorist to 
_ a maximum purchase of 10 gallons and that they would close 
•.when they had sold their day’s quota. 

. The Nixon administration has taken a number of steps to 
avert a serious shortage, but the indications are that there may be 
; scattered shortages for temporary periods in some areas during 

• the summer season. 

However, a motorist almost certainly would find some filling 
station doing business und would not he in serious danger of being 
stranded on the highwuy if he took reasonable precautions tu 
•1 maintain the supply in his gusolinc tank. 

(environmental groups and the major oil companies are 
jblaming each other for the threatened shortage. The en¬ 
vironmentalists charge that 20 major oil companies have 
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engineered the shortage to drive up prices and profits. Oil com¬ 
pany spokesmen reply that the environmental groups have op¬ 
posed plans for the construction of new refineries. Both sides 
criticize the federal government for not doing enough about the 
situation. 

Predicts Nixon Will Resign 
If Unable To Serve Properly 

A top Massachusetts Republican, with tics to the White 
I louse, predicted to the writer this week that President Nixon will 
voluntarily resign if future developments make it impossible for 
him to function effectively as the nation’s chief executive, not¬ 
withstanding his statement that he will not abandon his respon¬ 
sibilities and will continue to do the job he was elected to do. 

The prominent GOP offiee-holder, who asked not to be quoted 
by name, expressed the strong conviction that Mr. Nixon did not 
know in advance of the plans for the Watergate break-in or par¬ 
ticipate directly in the subsequent attempted cover-up. But he 
observed that in recent weeks the President has been unable to do 
the job he w as elected to do because of the Watergate mess. 

Even if President Nixon is innocent of any wrong-doing 
whatever, so many people around him may be implicated in the 
Watergate scandal, that Mr. Nixon could be "crippled" in his 
relations with Congress and unable to perform properly his duties 
as President of the United States, he declared. 

In such a turn of events, the Republican bigwig prophesied, 
President Nixon would step out, and Vice President Spiro Agnew 
would go with him. 

Asked why there should be any thought of Agnew resigning 
since there is no indication that he was connected in any way w ith 
Watergate, the GOP leader replied that the Vice President has 
asserted repeatedly that he is President Nixon's boy and that it is 
unlikely he would remain to serve ns President if Mr. Nixon 
resigned. 

He said he saw no likelihood of the President being impeached 
unless there is unchallengeable evidence that he either authorized 
the Watergate break-in or personally approved the attempt to 
cover up the scandal. 

In support of his opinion that Resident Nixon was not guilty 
of either charge, he declared there was a virtual iron curtain at 
the White House. 

President Nixon was isolated and insulated from the outside 
world, largely by John Ehrlichman and H.R. Haldeman. 

They told him only what they wanted him In know. They 
screened the persons who saw him. They censored the news lie 
read, giving him only excerpts from newspapers instead of the 
entire newspapers. Thut supposedly was done to save the 
President's time. 

Mr. Nixon did not have his finger on every White House 
control to the extent most political observers believe. 

So it is possible the President did not know about the 
Watergate break-in in advance, the attempt made to cover it up 
after it became known, the misuse of his campaign funds or the 
alleged dirty tricks perpetrated by persons employed by his 
campaign committee. 

While tile Republican this columnist interviewed and other 
leading members of the GOP believe that President Nixon did not 
know of the Watergate plan, they are annoyed with him for letting 
things get so far out of control that he didn't know. 

The GOP chieftain, incidentally. believes that Governor 
Sargent is not as strong as the polls and sur\ eys by this w riter and 
others show him to he. He says that lieutenant Governor Donald 
Dwight might have a heller chance Ilian Sargent of winning next 
year's gubernatorial election. 

He voices the opinion that Attorney General Robert Quinn 
probably could topple Governor Sargent but that Sargent would 
be a favorite to defeat former Representative Michael Dukakis of 
Brookline if he won the Democratic gubernatorial nomination. 

Wlnle Mr. Sargent has a tremendous personality and projects 
well on television, he dislikes the day-to-day job of being Governor 
and leaves too many important decisions to his cabinet members, 
some of whom are young, were imported from other states and 
don't know that much ubout stale government. 

That is the carefully considered judgment of an influential 
Republican who intends to support Governor Sargent next year 
"for the good of the party." He was not prepared at this stage to 
make any forecast as to what impact, if any, the public reaction to 
tin- Watergate mess might have on the 1971 gubernatorial election 
in Massachusetts. 

Even though he sees no likelihood of any impeachment 
proceed'.igt agaiost President Nixon, the Republican official senl 
a stuff member lo the Library of Congress to borrow u book on 
impeachment. 

He found thut every document of any kind on impeachment 
bud been taken out of the library and that not one book relating in 
any way to Hint subject was available. They were all in use and 
ueing studied. 


Dwight Challenges Criticism 
Of Governor's Reorg. Proposal 

Lieutenant Governor Donald R. Dwight, perhaps the most 
effective and articulate supporter of Governor Sargent's 
reorganization program, takes sharp issue with some of the 
things this observer has written about the reorg. bill. 

Dwight flatly denies that the Governor's proposal in the field 
of higher education is a power grab, as was alleged in this column. 
He also asserts that mistakes in the bill which caused concern by- 
nurses have been corrected. 

“You were quite correct in reporting that the nurses objected 
loudly to some portions of the Human Services bill—and the two 
objections you cite t that the system of qualifying nurses would be 
jeopardized and that a lowering of standards in nursing care 
would result i were valid," Lieutenant Governor Dwight writes. 

The point I want to make, however," he continues, "Is that 
both of these problems resulted from errors in the bills which 
have since been corrected. 

“The National League for Nursing, which provides us with 
the nurses' examination, requires that we have certain qualified 
persons to administer the exam before we are allowed to use it. 
Some positions for administering the exam were inadvertently 
omitted from this year's budget, and that's what caused the 
concern. The positions have been restored, however, and there is 
no reason why the exam cannot be administered as usual this 
summer,” Dwight declares. 

"The concern about the lowering of nursing standards 
resulted from a drafting error in the Human Services bill. Under 
existing law non-nurses are permitted to perform certain duties 
under the supervision of a nurse, in rest homes, nursing homes 
and convalescent homes," the Lieutenant Governor asserts. 

"Our intent was to allow this practice to continue, un¬ 
changed,” Dwight states. "In the drafting of the bill, however, the 
phrase, 'long term,' was left out in describing health care facilites 
in which this practise would be allowed. 

"If the bill were to be enacted as is, the practice of non-nurses 
performing nursing duties could, in fact, have been expanded to 
include general hospitals. The nurses were justifiably upset. 
Secretary Goldmark has indicated on several occasions, most 
recently at the legislative rommittee hearing on the bill, that this 
was an error and that it would be corrected. 

"The point I'm trying to make here," Lieutenant Governor 
Dwight stressed, "is that we recognize ours is not the perfect plan 
and that we want to work with the Legislature in improving the 
plan, not against the legislature in some sort of adversary 
relationship. 

"You further state," Dwight continues, "that the proposal 
relating to higher education seems to be an obvious power grab. 
The opposite is true. Right how there are seven state-wide boards 
in education, and the Governor now appoints all members on 
those boards. Under the reorganization plan there will be only two 
state-wide boards and 10 regional councils, and the Governor will 
appoint fewer than half the members of those bodies. 

"I am pleased to see the reorganization get so much attention, 
and my only hope is that, in the end, it will be dealt with on its 
merits, not its politics," he emphasizes. 

Lieutenant Governor Dwight was told that many legislators 
feel that the reorganziation bill is a subterfuge for a "power grab” 
by Governor Sargent in an effort to increase his patronage power. 

"Since some 150 agencies, boards and commissions are to be 
abolished or consolidated, (many of whose members are ap¬ 
pointed by the Governor l, it would appear to be a difficult charge 
to sustain," Dwight replied. 

"It is a novel argument, to say the least, that a chief executive 
adds to his patronage powers by abolishing appointive agencies, 
eliminating 2000 positions Irom the budget and incurring the 
wrath of those vested interest groups who are more than happy 
with the status quo," he maintained. 

"One of the prime reasons why reform occurs so infrequently 
in government is simply because so many involved in the 
bureaucracy got there through their friendships with people in 
public life." Dwight concluded. 

Needy Suffer Because State 
Bills Unpaid For Long Period 

A great many persons who do business with the State com¬ 
plain bitterly about the length of time they must wait to get paid. 

This is makiug it difficult for needy and deserving persons lo 
gatu admittance to hospitals and nursing homes or lo charge the 

medicine they purchase at drug stores. 

For instance, the state presently owes $28.9 million in 
Medicaid bills which accumulated prior to April 1. 1972. and are 
now nil over a year old. 

The Governor's office and the House Wa)s and Means 
Conuniltee blame each other for this amazing situation. 
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A member of the Governor's staff declares that Mr. Sargent 
sought funds last January to pay the back Medicaid bills. 

A member of the House Ways and Means Committee asserts 
that the money to pay the Medicaid bills was not included in the 
deficiency budget, as would usually be the case, because the 
necessary documentation to show the bills should be paid was not 
submitted. 

This is an example of a bumbling bureaucracy in action while 
hospitals, nursing homes, doctors and druggists wait for money 
that has been owed to them for more than a year. A private 
citizen who was that remiss in paying his bills probably would be 
hauled into court 


Sargent and Boone Are Doing 
Something Wrong A t Walpole 

The furlough system at Walpole State Prison should be 
suspended indefinitely unless the inmates there are prepared to 
behave .themselves. The situation at the prison is becoming so 
intolerable as to be ridiculous, and the loss of the furlough 
privileges seems to be about the only thing which might mean 
anything to the convicts. 

While the riot causing damage which will cost more than $1 
million in public funds to repair was an incredible reaction by the 
inmates to the advance warning that there was to be a shakedown 
search for weapons and drugs, part of the responsibility for this 
wanton destruction rests w ith Governor Sargent and the men he is 
allowing to operate the prison. 

The action of the Walpole prison superintendent in an¬ 
nouncing there was to be a shakedown was stupid and was 
practically asking for trouble. Veteran guards at the prison 
declare that a shakedown must be undertaken as a complete 
surprise in order to be effective. 

The fact that prisoners had pills to swallow and liquor to 
drink, when they were told of the impending shakedown, 
reflected conditions at the Walpole institution as did the search 
which turned up a variety of weapons, including long machetes 
and even a sword. 

Persons who have observed conditions at Walpole have been 
astonished by the manner in which inmates arc allowed to roBm 
at will through the prison. They also comment on the lack of an 
effective work program to occupy the interest and time of the 
inmates as well as the absence of anything resembling prison 
discipline. 

The inmates, who are actually running portions of the prison, 
apparently believe they have the right to destroy property and 
assault guards when something is done that they don't like. The 
only way that condition will be corrected is to punish that kind of 
violence. 

It's about time that Governor Sargent and Commissioner 
John O. Boone woke up to the fact that they are doing something 
wrong. 


Rea I-Life Spy McCord Talked 
Because of Fear for His Life 

An amazing aspect to the stunning Watergate scandal is that 
it mushroomed and exploded because a real-life spy apparently 
was afraid to go to prison for any period, fearing he would be 
murdered if he did. 

This cveidently is why James W. McCord, Jr., tried so 
desperately to extricate himself from the Watergate mess after 
he was arrested last June 17 and finally agreed to talk in an effort 
to buy his freedom by exposing other people. 

If McCord had not panicked and had remained silent, as spits 
in the movies do, the people probably would never have known the 
full extent of the chicanery and espionage in the Nixon campaign 
and even the White House. In all likelihood Watergate would have 
been dismissed as an instance of one group of politicians spying 
on another. 

But persons who know McCord say he was afraid to spend 
even a day in prison lest he be murdered. He was not interested in 
any deal which provided that his family would be cared for and 
that he would be freed after serving a short sentence. 

His life was too dear to him, and he blew the whistle in the 
obvious hope his prison sentence would be commuted. Its echoes 
have exposed a shocking scandal that has paralyzed the operation 
of the national government. The lives of men who held high 
positions of public trust have been shattered. 

The possibility that the President of the United States will be 
impeached If things get worse Is openly discussed. Critics have 
charged that at best the United States will limp through another 
three and a half years under a President who will be unable to run 
the nation with a strong and firm hand. 

President Nixon has ridden out other political storms and 
survived other crises. But it seems unlikely that he can recover 
completely from the damage done to him by the almost un¬ 
believable Watergate mess.- 

It will be interesting to see if James McCord finally does escape 
a prison sentence.

Of Any Of His Girl Friends? 

Time Magazine recently observed that the Nixon ad¬ 
ministration's "leading humorist and bon-vivant — its most 
accessible major official — is Henry Kissinger, untouched by 
scandal and clearly the man who has achieved the most." 

Just for the record, this already shell-shocked bystander was 
a little more scandalized a few days later by the news that godd, 
old, lovable Kissi had ordered the telephones of his staff members 
and newsmen bugged so he could eavesdrop on what they were 
saying. 

It was all legal, of course, when Henry did it. The despatches 
did not divulge whether he had the lines of any of his girl frienlis 
tapped in the interest of national security. ; 

Law Now On Way To Enactment 
Could Revive Election A buses 

There was a day in Massachusetts when city and town 
election officials took as many precautions as they could 3o 
prevent persons from registering fraudulently as voters. 

Despite their best efforts, it was periodically discovered tlftit 
persons who were dead apparently had come up from their gravps 
to have their names placed on the voting rolls. 

Other chicanery was practised in registering as voters per¬ 
sons who didn't exist, who had moved away or who for one reason 
or dnother couldn't or didn't get to an election office lo enroll as a 
voter. 

Perhaps it is assumed that politicians and candidates gfe 
more honest today than they were a generation ago. 

At any rate, almost no one worries any more about Qie 
possibility that names will be placed fraudulently on the votQig 
lists, and the safeguards against such an action have gradually 
been scrapped. . 

Existing laws no longer require a person to go to a Cityiir 
Town Hall to enroll as a voter. Registration is now conducted In 
colleges, universities, factories, mills, schools, hospitals, nursing 
ing and rest homes. 

About the only remaining protection against traudulfot 
enrollment ol voters Is that the registration must be done by 
registrars of voters. 

Now a bill apparently is on its way to passage in tj|ie 
Legislature which would wipe out that safeguard and provide tHat 
deputy registrars, who could be just about anyone, could register 
voters. The only requirement is that the unpaid deputies be 
enrolled as voters themselves and that they consider the persons 
they are registering "qualified to vole." i 

taws such as that almost certainly would bring back the 
election abuses which were so common in the 1930s.

The mayor's request to delay 
action on the $1.75 million bond 
authorization was heard in the 
aldermanic Public Buildings 
Committee, which postponed 
further discussion until after 
the meeting with the School 
Building Assistance Bureau. 

(In April, 1970, Alderman 
Edward Uehlein, then Finance 
Committee chairman, pointed 
out that even after state aid is 
received when interest on the 
bonds is figured in, the school 
will cost about $30 million, and 
even after state aid is received, 
the cost to the city will still be 
about $23 million.) 

The Public Buildings Com¬ 
mittee has reacted strongly 
during the past year to what 
they regard as extravagance on 
the part of the School Depart¬ 
ment, most recently in the case 
of the move of school 
headquarters from the old 
Stearns School to the old F.A. 
Day Junior High School. 

TTie original request of the 
School Department was for $1.2 
million, but the Public 
Buildings Committee's firm 
opposition to such an amount 
resulted in a "compromise” 
figure of $550,000 for the 
renovations.

According to a reliable 
report, Quinn explained, it has 
been learned that the company 
had lost over $700,000 worth of 
business since the cirminal 
element had moved in. 

In addition to Sullivan, the 
police are also questioning 
Jenny Doyle, a bookkeeper for 
the firm, in an attempt to 
determine the validity of the 
report of great financial losses. 

A department spokesman 
also stated Newton Police were 
in receipt of information from 
their Providence, R.I., coun¬ 
terparts indicating Sullivan’s 
father had recently been in¬ 
dicated by a grand jury in 
Rhode Island on charges of 
illegal gambling. 

“This Investigation may lead 
us to las Vegas and ack," was 
the manner in which the extent 
of the possible probe was 
described by the same 
spokesman. 

Det. Capt. Drew emphasized 
that Sullivan and Jenny Doyle 
were called in for "background 
purposes" only and not in 
connection with any direct leads 
or evidence. 

"We're just trying to learn as 
much as we can about his 
background," Drew said. 

Police Chief Quinn stated that 
the slain man's widow and his 
attorney, Harold Widett of 
Boston, will be asked to

alderman — I'm a political 
animal. If you don't enjoy it 
you’d get off the board." 

In favor of compensation 
were Aldermen Ernest Dietz 
und Edward Richmond. Both 
remarked on the expenses of 
being an alderman that are 
absorbed by their businesses 
(Richmond is a lawyer, Dietz a 
painting contractor). Richmond 
said that his secretary spends 
between one-fourth and one- 
third of her time on aldermanic 
business. Dietz commented that 
"constituents might get better 
answers to their mail if there 
were compensation." 

Only one has-been or would- 
be candidate, Sheila Farnese, 
was opposed to puy. 

The other "board watchers," 
who have also either taken 
nomination papers (Lee White) 
or have been mentioned as 
possible candidates (Tom 
Torchia, Mike Tye, Richard 
Glovsky) were in favor of 
compensation, for various 
reasons. 

White would use com¬ 
pensation to publish a 
newsletter to be mailed to all 
constituents regularly. He noted 
that President Emeritus of the 
Board, Wendell Bauckman had 
originally opposed pay but had 
changed his mind. 

Torchia said, "If we truly 
believe in representative 
government, now is the time to 
pay aldermen.

According to Quinn, Mrs. 
Buchsbaum has admitted 
knowing of her husband's 
gambling activities but has 
stated he did not discuss them 
with her because of their three 
children. 

The investigation thus far has 
revealed that Buchsbaum had 
recently feared for his life. 
"They are going to kill me," the 
citim had told two witnesses in 
the week prior to his death, 
police said. 

Buchsbaum was also quoted 
as telling witnesses to "get to 
my desk and safe in my office," 
if he was killed. 

Investigators searched the 
desk and safe at the company 
headquarters in Cambridge but 
found nothing to shed any light 
on the murder, according to 
Quinn. 

Hucnsbauin was killed by a 
single blast from a 12-gage 
shotgun as he sat in the den of 
his home at 207 Brookline St., 
Bald Pate Hill. He had been 
talking on the telephone with a 
business associate when the 
vlast which ripped into him was 
fired from 21 feet away. 

Quinn said the assassin had 
stopped under an awning of the 
den window, held the murder 
weapon less than an inch from 
the screen and fired the shot 
which hit Buchsbaum in the left 
side of the face and tore away 
part of the left hand holding the 
telephone. 

The shooting occurred just 
after Buchsbaum had finished 
playing cards with his 12-year- 
old son, Michael. Buchsabum's 
wife, Barbara, had entered the 
den and proceeded to escort 
Iheir son up the stairs to bed. 

The murder victim had gone 
to the phone as his wife and son 
exited the room to answer a call 
which had just then started 
ringing, Quinn said. 

Mrs. Buchsbaum ran down 
the stairs as soon as she heard a 
"bang" and found her husband 
bleeding while lying near the 
dropped telephone, according to 
Quinn. 

Quinn added, "We’ve ruled 
out robbery or house intrusion 
as a motive. It's clear that 
someone did want to kill him, 
and went to the home with that 
specific intent." 

"The killer was aided in his 
successful attempt to murder 
the man by the darkness in the 
area and the ornamental land¬ 
scaping on the property,” an 
investigator revealed. 

The property was usually 
well-lighted by a spot light on a 
nearby garage, but the light on 
the night of the murder had not 
been illuminated. 

"The blast was fired right 
Through screen and glass," 
stated investigator Det. Sgt. 
Ceurvels. 

The body was taken to 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital by 
Newton Police and Buchsbaum 
was pronounced dead by Dr. 
Daniel R. Zoll. 

Funeral services were held in 
Brookline last Sunday and in¬ 
ternment was in Sharon 
Memorial Park, Sharon. In 
addition to his wife, Barbara, 
and son, Michael, Buchsbaum 
leaves another son, Mark, 10, 
and a daughter, lisa, 8.

Renovation will not involve 
new construction per se on the 
seven acre site, but primarily 
more efficient and productive 
use of existing facilities. 

There arc four buildings on 
the center premises. St. 


Raphael's closest to Centre 
Street, is the first one the visitor 
approaches and it houses the 
program for older blind people. 

Known as St. Raphael's 
Geriatric Adjustment Center, 
established in 1965. it is the first 
and only residential center of its 
kind in New England designed 
to deal with the dual problems 
of aging and blindness. It offers 
a flexible program of help to

older persons to adjust to his or 
her visual handicap and to learn 
to live as fully and in¬ 
dependently as possible. 

The program is designed to 
teach new skills or to relearn 
former skills. There are courses 
in Sensory Training, Mobility, 
Vidcation and Imagery 
Stimulation, Spoken and 
Written Communication (in¬ 
cluding handwriting, tape 
recording, typing and, when 
necessary, Braille). Crafts and 
Sewing, Techniques of Daily 
Living, Housekeeping, Com¬ 
munity Resources, Individual 
Counseling, Attitudes and Self 
Analysis. 

In addition to the residential 
program, a day program is 
available for those within 
commuting distance. Since its 
establishment in 1965, several 
hundred elderly blind people 
from as far away as Norway 
and Rhodesia, but mostly from 
Massachusetts, have been 
helped by the geriatric 
program. 

The St. Raphael's building 
will eventually house the 
Research and Administrative 
offices. 

Entering from Centre street, 
the visitor next encounters St. 
Paul's Rehabilitation Center. 

This unit, established in 1954, 
deals primarily with newly 
blinded adults of working age. A 
residential center, the program 
helps up to 18 blind persons, 
during a 15-week program, to 
adjust to their blindness 


through courses In Restoration 
of Mobility. Sensory Training. 
Imagery Stimulation, 
Videation, Spoken and Written 
Communication, Housekeeping, 
Techniques of Daily Living, 
Analysis of Attitudes, Shop (the 
purpose of which is not vocation 
but restoration of confidence* 
and Fencing (to develop 
balance, touch, muscle 
memory, hearing and 
judgment), 

St. Paul's program, the first 
of its kind for civilians, has been 
emulated in a few other states 
in the United States. Although 
most of the blind people who 
Massachuetts, trainees have 
come from all over the United 
States. 

In future plans the St. Paul’s 
facility will house older blind 
people under training as it will 
be closer to the training and 
dining facilities. 

The largest building on the 
Carroll property is known af¬ 
fectionately as the “stable," 
which is indeed exactly what it 
was before it underwent 
renovations to become the 
American Center for Research 
in Blindness and Rehabiliation 
(ACRIBAR), founded in 1963. 

The program at ACRIBAR is 
dedicated to research in depth 
in its field and a broad range of 
exchange of the results of its 
studies with those in correlated 
fields. Many of the projects 
have evolved from the practical 
problems and questions arising 
from direct contact with the 


many blinded persons who have 
received training. 

In the future, ACRIBAR will 
be known as the "Community 
Center" and will provide dining, 
training and recreation 
facilities. 

The fourth building, or 
Storrow Building, which faces 
Sargent street, currently houses 
the administrative offices. 
Since administration, in future 
plans, will move to the Center 
street building (now St. 
Raphael's), “Storrow" will be 
ased to house blind people, 
mostly the younger group, while 
undergoing training. 

The Carroll Rehabilitation 
Center currently employs 
people full time and part time, 
as well as being helped by 
dedicated volunteers. 

A nonsectarian agency. The 
center’s early ties were with the 
Catholic Church. 

On September 19, 1936, the 
late Cardinal O'Connell founded 
the Catholic Union for the Blind, 
but shortly thereafter the 


name of Catholic Guild for the 
Blind was adopted and Rev. 
John J. Connolly was appointed 
director. 

On May 27,1938, Rev. Thomas 
J. Carroll was appointed 
assistant director. On 
November 4, 1946, Father 
Carroll was appointed director 
of the guild, and on January 15, 
1947, incorporation procedures 
were initiated and approved by 
the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts. 

Since its incorporation, the 
Carroll Center has not had any 
direct administrative con¬ 
nection with the Archdiocese. 
On July 16,1964, the name of the 
Guild was changed to The 
Catholic Guild for All the Blind; 
and on July 1,1972, to honor the 
late Father Carroll, the name 
was changed to The Carroll 
Rehabilitation Center for the 
Visually Impaired. The Center 
is governed by a lay Board of 
Directors, several of whom are 
from Newton.

can all work together for their 
solution.” 

"For example." he said, "the 
tax rate, of course, is an issue. 

"Stronger lobbying efforts at 
the State House, revenue 
sharing drives, and the eventual 
elimination of the regressive 
property tax are needed. In 
addition, cost savings realizable 
through the application of 
modern management 
techniques to our city govern¬ 
mental apparatus should 


continue to be encouraged. 

"Revaluation, whether you 
favor or oppose It, has been 
commanded by court order. We 
must proceed with that 
process." 

"Racial tensions should not 
be overlooked as another 
serious problem," he said. 
"Discrimination is a fact of life 
to many Newton residents, 
black or white. 

"The environment must be 
protected. No open space should 


be sacrificed without the utmost 
discussion, study, and, of 
course, need A presumption 
should exist against using any 
open space for other than 
recreational purposes." 

"Cable TV should continue to 
undergo study," Katz went on to 
say. "We need to plan carefully 
for its entrance into the city. 
Drug usage remains a very' 
serious problem not only among 
youth but for many adults as 
well." 

“Women's rights in Newton," 


Katz continued, "especially In 
our school system, have not 
been guarded. There is no 
reason for Newton to lag behind 
in this area." 

"Lastly, I favor continued 
School Committee autonomy.

Principal speaker was Hon. 
Elijah Adlow, retired chief 
justice of the Boston Municipal 
Court, who spoke on the history 


of prejudice against authority 
with special emphasis on 
prejudice against police. 

In his remarks the judge 
advised the officers to watch the 
Watergate hearings to get an 
idea of what non-legal and 
unconstitutional questions may 
be asked as compared to the 
type asked In court 
proceedings. 

He also stated that more 
constitutional law has been 
changed because of drunks and 
pickpocket operators than any 
other group. The Miranda law is 
an example of such a change. In 
addition. Judge Adlow pointed 
out that informers and 
threatened people are the best 
source of information. 

The judge concluded that the 
best effort by any police officer 
is one governed by compassion 
and common sense. 


Newton South High in 1961. he 
went on to receive a B. A. degree 
from Tufts University, where he 
graduated cum laude, and a 
J.D. degree from New York 
University Law School. While at 
New York University, Katz 
served on the Law and 
Psychiatry project at Bellevue 
Hospital in New York City. He 
wrote an honor code for the 
university which was sub¬ 
sequently adopted by numerous 
colleges and universities 
throughout the country. 

In 1969, Katz returned to 
Newton to teach at Newton 
North High School. He taught 
English and created the first 
law curriculum used by Newton 
high school students. As part of 
the course in law, Mr. Katz took 
students to Bridgewater State 
Hospital, The Charles Street 
Jail, and district and superior 
courts of the Commonwealth. 
He plans to publish his law 
materials for high school 
students by September. 


Katz next Joined a law firm in 
Boston to specialize in trial 
practice. He later received an 
appointment to the 
Massachusetts Labor Relations 
Commission wher he currently 
concentrates on public sector 
labor law. 

He has also served on the 
School Building Advisory 
Committee, and has assisted 
the City of Newton in fiscal' 
affairs relative to the puttie 
schools. He is vice-president of 
the Newton Jaycees, and serves 
as the organization's legal 
counsel. He is chairman of the 
Jaycce Scholarship Committee 
for high school students, and 
most recently founded the 
Jaycee Volunteer Probation 
Program in conjunction with 
the Newton District Court 

Katz recently was elected to a 
three-year term on the board of 
directors of Newton Mental - 
Health, and appointed to the 
advisory committee of the 
Human Relations Commission.

Others from the ad¬ 
ministration and staff were 
Miss Elvajean Hall, supervisor 
of Library Services; Henry 
Atkins, assistant superin¬ 
tendent for Programs; and Dr.

culation, issuing of paper 
grocery bags to over-due 
bookholders with gentle 
reminder printed on same, to 
best buys in library supplies. 

The Council Library Com¬ 
mittee hopes to be a 
clearinghouse for questions and 
answers regarding special 
problems, especially 
reclaiming lost or overdue 
books, recreuting, caring and 
labelling of books for more 
functional use. 

At a recent Library Art 
Workshop, ways to make 
elementary school libraries 
more attractive were ex¬ 


changed. Again the use of 
discarded materials, i.e., 
packaging, cardboards, 
magazine print for lettering — 
along with the use of a wide 
range of audio-visual materials 
from the Division of Instruction 
provided a wealth of resource 
material for librarians and 
volunteers.

NEW YORK (UPI) - The 
arovcrbinl "stitch In time” can 
save the homeowner many a 
headache —and repair bill. 

Preventive maintenance — 
Riving your house regular 
checkups and taking prompt 
action at the first sign of 
trouble —not only will keep a

house in top shape, but will 
keep repair bills to a minimum. 

"Don’t let the roof leak 
before you repair it. Don't let a 
hairline crack in the mortar 
become a gap. And don't think 
a brand new house takes care 
of itself," advises First Nation¬ 
al City Bank of New York in a 
Consumer Views pamphlet for 
homeowners. 

Citibank advises the home- 
owner to work out a schedule of 
points to check, both inside and 
outside the house, and stick to 
It systematically, spreading the 
work over the year.

Familiarity with your house 
is important. Whether vou take 


care of repairs yourself —many 
are so minor it pays to do so — 
or call in a specialist, Citibank 
advises, be sure to do your own 
checkups.

"It's no secret anymore: 
Alcohol, not heroin or hashish, 
is the cause of the biggest drug 
problem in the United States," 
says Morris E. Chafetz, M.D., 
psychiatrist and director of the 
National Institute on Alcohol 
Abuse and Alcoholism, In the 
May issue of The PTA 
Magazine. 

Dr. Chafetz points out that 
nine million Americans are 
alcoholics, almost 10 percent of 
the nation’s work force. These 
victims and their problems 
touch the lives of another 40 
million people, many of whom 
are children. 

"Our society acknowledges 
the tip of the iceberg - the ob¬ 
vious alcoholic, the derelict," 
he says, “yet overlooks or 
ignores the 'hidden' millions 
who drink too much too erften. 
These are the ones who, 
ironically, toast their own 
illness, yet manage to get to 
work most days and, despite 
their problem, somehow rear 
families." 

The magazine story reports 
that in the last two years, the 
federal government has made a 
legislative commitment to 
attack the problem of drinking 


and has established the 
National Institute on Alcohol 
Abuse and Alcoholism 
(NIAAA). 

"These are significant steps,” 
Dr. Chafetz believes, "for they 
signal, perhaps, the beginning 
of a change in public attitude. 
The legislation wasn't passed in 
a vacuum: it was passed in 
response to the deplorable 
conditions that have made 
alcohol the most abused drug in 
the nation." 

Dr. Chafetz Indicates that one 
of the highest priorities of the 
NIAAA is the development of 
public education programs. 
These programs seek to prevent 
the abuse of alcohol by 
changing attitudes and prac¬ 
tices - changes that are 
essential if problems involving 
alcohol are to be reduced. 

Special pilot education 
projects to combat alcohol and 
cigarette smoking have been 
initiated in five states by the 
national PTA. The NIAAA, a 
unit of the U.S. Department of 
Health, Education, and 
Welfare, has provided funds for 
the National PTA to work, 
toward solutions f or, 
growing problems raJ^PT to 


alcoholism in young people. It 
has Joined the National PTA 
and the National Clearinghouse 
for Smoking ant' Health, also a 
unit of HEW, to launch this 
innovative education- 
information program. 

The pilot programs, which 
are being conducted in the 
states of Connecticut, 
Louisiana, Mississippi, Texas, 
and Wisconsin, are enabling 
parents and youth to work 
together to combat cigarette 
smoking and alcohol abuse. 
These programs, however, are 
only the latest of numerous 
efforts in the field being con¬ 
ducted by PTA in many other 
states under the leadership of 
the National PTA, a multi¬ 
million-member organization. 

As Dr. Chafetz points out, 
such public education programs 


point out the clear distinction 
between responsible and 
irresponsible drinking. They 
also stress that any person's 
decision to abstain from alcohol 
should be fully accepted, and 
that he should not be subjected 
to overt or subtle pressures to 
take a drink. 

To further its emphasis on 
alcohol abuse and alcoholism 
through public education 
programs, the National PTA 
has scheduled a workshop, 
"Alcohol: A Family Affair," at 
its annual convention to be held 
May 20-23 at the Chase-Park 
Plaza Hotel in SL Louis, Mo. 
Moderator of the workshop is 
Mrs. Carolyn Hendrick, 
program coordinator, National 
PTA Smoking and Alcohol 
Education Project.

"These facts raise 
serious question," says 
Richard A. Manley, MTF 
president, “as to whether we 
have reached or passed the 
point where further growth In 
the public sector will be at the 
expense of the state’s private 
economy." 


terms of payrolls, the 
eport shows that in 1971 each 
state and local government 
employe was backed by 9.5 
private workers. Ten years 
before the ratio was one to 11 . 

The Governor’s fiscal 1974 
budget recommends a net in¬ 
crease of 1,681 more positions 
than were provided for in 1973 
appropriations. And budget 
recommendations for state 
salaries and consultant services 
are about |50 million more than' 
1973 appropriations. 

"This kind of employe and 
payroll growth for only one year 
at the state level merely 
reflects a continuation of an 
alarming trend our public of¬ 
ficials must stop, or at the very 
least, slow down long enough for 
the economy to catch up," says 
Manley. 

“Recent mushrooming state 
tax collections," he noted, “give 
some hope of a temporary halt 
in this historic trend."

Modernization Hits 
French Wine-Making 


By ALINE MOSBY 

ARBOIS, France (UPI) - 
Pasteurized wine? Machine- 
made cheeses? The moderniza¬ 
tion of old France influences 
the onetime hand-made delica¬ 
cies of this storybook village in 
the Jura mountains. 

Any vision a traveler has of 
great wines aging in dusty 
barrels in stone caves vanishes 
when you pull into the town of 
5,000 to see American-style 
billboards proclaiming the 
wines of Henri Mairc; 

Mairc visited California win¬ 
eries to learn how to apply 
mass market methods to the 
Arbots region where his family 
has been making wine since 
1632. 

Mairc, 55, organized grape 
growers, planted new fields and 
built a modem glass-and-steel 
winery where the traditional 
wooden wine presses are used 
only* to hold flowers in the 
lobby. Computers keep track of 
the clients of his vast 10 billion 
dollar a year mail order 
business. 

The Maire wines are pas¬ 
teurized, a bow to Louis 
Pasteur who lived in Arbois. 
This being France, Pasteur 
conducted his famous bacteria 
experiments on wine, not milk, 
‘Tight on that hill behind the 
vineyards," Maire said. 

In Paris, the National Wine 
Committee says "pasteurization 
usually is reserved for little 
ordinary wines for mass sales." 
But Maire scoffs that "this 
legend that wine to be good has 
need of bad medieval style 
surroundings is destroyed fore¬ 
ver." 

Huge Vats Used 

To promote the pasteurized 
wine, the Henri Maire winery 
takes visitors on tours of the 
wine plant and then to sec 
Franche-Comte cheese made in 
modern factories in the snow- 
covered Jura mountains behind 
the vineyards. 

For tourists, especially those 
driving from Paris to Geneva, 
this is a chance to see wine and 
cheese being made. Tourists 
also can visit the paternal 
home of Pasteur, where the 
scientist lived from the age of 


four until his death. f* 
conducted his bacteria experi¬ 
ments in two laboratories 
upstairs where some wtn* still 
rests in the test tubes. 

In the mountains, one Comte 
cheese factory still is a family' 
affair where the gruyeredlka 
cheese is made by hand' 
following the custom of cen¬ 
turies. The milk is curdled lH 
big copper vats. A black fiat 
was sitting atop one during our 
tour. 

Workers scoop out the butter- 
fat curds in cheesecloth and 
form them Into round wooden 
molds. After a saltwater bath, 
the molds'are slapped onto 
storage shelves to ferment for 
four months before going to 
food stores. 

Seeking Standardization 

At the more modern cheese 
factories in the mountains, the 
milk curdles in ceiling-high 
vats that the workers cannot 
tend by hand. The curds are 
taken out in metal forms by 
more machinery and trundled 
on a mechanical assembly line 
to fermenting store rooms. It is - 
all very sanitary and the 
cheese does not taste as good 
as in the family-style cheesery. 

A spokesman for the dairy 
farmers' cooperative that is 
pushing the mechanized cheese 
factories complains that “with 
hand made cheese, each cheese 
from each village tastes dif-. 
ferent." Is that bad? “Yes," he 
says. “We are trying to': 
standardize the cheese so tha 
quality always will be the 
same," alas. • 

The only hazard of these two 
day wine-cheese tours is that- 
the Henri Maire people insist 
you taste 25 different kinds of 
wine and as many cheeses. 

Other than the mechanized' 
cheeses and wines, this town is 
so out of the way that even the; 
grafitti is behind the times. - 
"Johnson Assassin", says one', 
anti-war sign on a stone wall. ' 

The town's leading re¬ 
staurant, Taverne de la Flnette,. 
serves a nine-course meal;, 
featuring cheese fondue, the; 
specialty of the region. The- 
rustic Hotel de Paris with I 
beamed ceilings offers double 
rooms for around $14. 


Beck, Bogert, and Appice'. 
Super Group With Karma

Beck, Bogert and Appice are 
three soloists who have discov¬ 
ered that channel of communi¬ 
cation peculiar only to 
musicians, particularly Jazz 
musicians. They have good 
karma. 

Jeff Beck is one of the three 
or four best rock guitarists in 
the world, long hampered by 
backing musicians who could 
not keep up with him. Tim 
Bogert and Carmine Appice are 
the rhythm system that made 
Vanilla Fudge and Cactus 
work. They are, in the 
traditional sense of a rock 
journalism cliche, a “super¬ 
group." 

Having been burned too many 
times by the idea that you can 
take just about any combina¬ 
tion of “name" performers, 
plug them in and expect great 
music to come pouring forth 
like milk and honey in the 
Promised I,and, I approached 
BBA with skepticism. 

The “super-group" idea start¬ 
ed with Cream, in the late 60s. 
Eric Clapton, Jack Bruce and 
Ginger Baker got together and 
stormed the rock world like a 
6,000-watt hurricane. But few of 
their imitators enjoyed similar 
fortunes, which is a nice way of 
saying they stunk. 

Bogert Is Tops 

Beck, Bogert and Appice are 
the kind of exception that 
proves the rule. I talked 
recently with Beck, and men¬ 
tioned the inevitable compari¬ 
son with Cream. 

"It's the same formula, of 
course," he said, "but the 
playing influences are totally 
different—Tim is like an 
electric rock 'n' roll Motown 
bassist, and Carmine plays 
nothing like Ginger and I don’t 
play like Eric, but the 
instrumentation is the same— 
the same as Cream and as Jimi 
Hendrix. 

"Everyone (in BBA) is 
conscious of the next person's 
playing, which is so unusual— 
you rarely get this kind of give 
and take. I know I can pull out 
any rhythm, or any sort of 
influence, and they can pick up 
on it.” 

Appice is a flashy drummer, 
but he has a perfect sense of 


rhythm, and can maintain an 
almost machine-like beat 
(which is a quality rarer then 
you’d think). • 

As for Bogert, he is simply 
the best rock bassist In.tfle 
world. >4 

Producer Needed 

When Beck first started 
toying with the idea of teamtijg 
up with Bogert and Appice-a 
couple of years ago, it yvairio 
have been a quartet, with 'Rqd 
Stewart up front. But then Befk 
was sidelined by an auto 
accident, Bogert and Appige 
moved from The Fudge .' to 
Cactus, and Stewart joined Hie 
Faces. 

looking at what Stewart* Is 
into now, I doubt if it would 
have worked out, but the idea 
of a singer up front is a good 
one still, despite Beck's vow to 
retain the three-piece format. 

There is, however, one thing 
BBA need even more than a 
singer: they desperately need a 
producer. Their first album, 
"Beck, Bogert and Appice" 
(Epic KE-32140), includes all 
the licks from their live show, 
but there is an intensity 
lacking. The album is a 
frustrating appetizer to the 
stage act’s ten-course dinner. 

If BBA are to be successful in 
the studio, they must hare 
someone to bring their music 
out. And though Beck insists he 
is happy with the album, ha is 
looking for "a good producer- 
Glyn Johns, or someone like 
'that," which bodes well for 
album two.

Do you know the difference bet¬ 
ween spiers and herbs? Fragrant 
though they both may be, herbs are the 
leaves or flowers and spices arc roots, 
hark, stems, buds, seeds or fruit. 

Just a dash of the right spice or 
herb can make an ordinary dish 
something very special. Spices and 
j.herbs add flavor, color and aroma to 
frtbd and while there are no hard-and 
Jfast rules for the use of spices, one 
Should experiment, using a light hand. 
Ill's far better to use a few seasonings 
Jwell than to stock your cupboard with 
y very thing from anise seed to tumeric 
and leave them untouched until they've 
4ost their effectiveness. 

If you have a hit of land to gurden, 
■It's fun growing herbs to reap not only 
the pleasure of fresh herbs but also to 
enjoy the fragrance the plants exude. 
You don't need a lot of room to grow 
herbs, a small plot is adequate where 
Die sun hits the garden most of the day 
and where there is good drainage. 
Those without a garden can grow their 
herbs in pots on the window sill. 

A bouquet garni (or garnished 
fiouquet) is a tiny bundle of fresh herbs 
hf your choice tied together securely so 
that it may slip easily into a pot to 
simmer exquisite fragrance into a 
sauce, stew, soup or any such cooking 
liquid. For your first bouquet you could 
combine a bay leaf, thyme and parsley 
wrapped together and tied with a bit of 
fine twine. Always remove bouquet 
garni from cooking liquid before ser¬ 
ving. 

Some facts about spices and the 
,,when and how to use them: 

Sage: Once known primarily for its 
use as a tonic to calm nerves and 
strengthen muscles, the herb is im¬ 
portant used in sausages, poultry 
seasoning, and in flavoring pork dishes. 
Available whole, rubbed or crushed and 
ground. 

Basil? To the Hindus it is holy: to 
the Italians, basil means love; to the 
French basil is associated with hatred 
and abuse. This clove scented herb 
rivals oregano in its use in tomato 
dishes. 


Thyme: In the middle ages, thme 
was a symbol of courage and strength. 
Used to flavor poultry and poultry 
stuffings, fish sauces, tomato dishes. 

Oregano: Best known as the pizza 
spice, this spice Is a member of the 
mint family and is also used in omelets, 
beef and lamb dishes. 

Marjoram: In Greek it means "joy 
of the mountain". Its delicate sweet 
flavor is used in cream sauces, fish 
dishes, meat loaf and stuffings. 

Rosemary: Legend has it that the 
blossoms got their heavenly color 
because Mary hung her blue cloak on a 
rosemary bush when the Holy Family 
slopped to rest during their flight to 
Egypt Rosemary is sacred to friend¬ 
ship and rememberance, and it is said 
that rosemary will not grow in the 
garden of one who is not just and 
righteous. Primarily used to season 
lamb dishes, potatoes, green 
vegetables and poultry stuffings. 

Chives: A member of the lily 
family, chives flavor cottage cheese, 
omelets, potatoes, shrimp, lobster and 
vichysoisse and are available freeze- 
dried as well as fresh. 

Tarragon: Grows happily either in 
sun or partial shade; if you cut the 
plants back a few times during the 
season, you will help the growth of new 
shoots. This herb lends its pungency to 
tartar sauces, marinades for fish, to 
herb butters, green salads and herb 
vinegars. 

Fresh herbs arc more aromatic 
thnn dried ones; a rule of thumb is to 
use about half as much of a dried herb 
as a fresh one and to use dried herbs In 
cold dishes only If they have been 
rooked or soaked. 

To freeze herbs, wash them well 
and dry thoroughly: place in small 
plastic bags. These herbs can be used in 
cooking, not for garnishing when 
defrosted.

’ Answer: This particular recipe is a 
;joy to reprint. The first time it ap¬ 
peared was December 30, 1971. With 
pleasure, here is: 

1 JsMON ALMOND 
TEA TIME BRAID 
4-4 to 5- l 2 3 i cups unsifted all purpose 
flour 

4 cup suagr 
Mi teaspoon salt 

2 teaspoons grated lemon rind 
1 pkg. active dry yeast 
Two-thirds cup milk 

v 4 cup water 

- tii cup (1 stick) margarine 

3 eggs, room temperature 
Milk 

f 2 tablespoons sugar 

V« cup slivered almonds 

In large mixing bowl, thoroughly 
.•broil 1-Mi cups flour, Mi cup sugar, salt, 
*■* lemon rind and yeast. Combine two- 
^thirds cup milk, water and margarine 
in saucepan. Place over low heat only 


until liquids are warm. (Margarine 
does not have to melt.) Add to dry 
ingredients gradually and beat for 2 
minutes at medium speed of mixer. 
Add eggs and Mi cup of flour and beat 
for 2 minutes at medium speed of 
mixer. Add eggs and 4 cup of flour and 
beat for 2 minutes, scraping oc¬ 
casionally. Stir in enough additional 
flour to make a soft dough (dough will 
pull away from the bottom and sides of 
the bowl). Turn out on lightly floured 
board and knead for 8-10 minutes, until 
dough is smooth and elastic. Place 
dough in lightly oiled large bowl, tur¬ 
ning dough once to oil top. Cover and let 
rise in warm place for 1 hour, until 
doubled in bulk. Punch down; turn out 
on flour dusted board and divide into 
three parts. Roll each section into ropes 
20 inches long; pinch three ends 
together and braid. Pinch bottom ends; 
tuck under both ends and place 
diagonally on large greased baking 
sheet. Brush with milk and sprinkle 
with 2 tablespoons sugar and blanched 
almonds. Cover and let rise in warm 
place for 1 hour. Bake in 350 degree 
oven 40-45 minutes or until done.

2- 4 cup* white or whole-wheat 
flour 

Combine the rye flour and cocoa. 
Do not sift. Dissolve the yeast in 4 cup 
warm water. Combine the molasses, 
the remaining 1 cup warm water, the 
salt and caraway seed in a large bowl. 
Add the rye flour and cocoa, the yeast 
mixture, the butter and 1 cup white or 
whole-wheat flour. Beat until dough is 
smooth. Spread the remaining flour on 
a breadboard and knead it into the 
dough. Add more flour if necessary to 
make a firm dough that is smooth and 
elastic.

would never expect them to win 
Grammies as singers of any 
year. 

O’Connor has been singing on 
his nightclub tours and Miss 
Stapleton had small vocal roles 
in Broadway musicals, among 
them "Damn Yankees," long 
before she became a television 
star. 

But neither has an outstand¬ 
ing voice. 

Even so, they make "Archie 
and Edith, Side By Side" (RCA 
Victor APL1-0102) one of the 
most entertaining albums of the 
year. 

There Ls a feeling of warmth 
from the beginning when 
Archie and Edith sing A duet, 
“Oh, Babe, What Would You 
Say?" 

In between the songs, duets 
and medleys, there is a 
dialogue between Archie and 
Edith that keeps the listener in 
a good mood. The dialogues 
also help move the production. 


Most of the songs are short, 
less than two minutes, and help 
to maintain the momentum. 

Most of the songs are oldies, 
which should be expected, but 
one of Archie’s tunes, "When 
I'm Sixty-Four," was written 
by John Lennon and Paul 
McCartney, which shows that 
maybe Bunker isn’t too old- 
fashioned.

Another fine item is "Satur¬ 
day Night Fish Fry," which 
pairs Pearl Bailey with Jackie 
Mobley, now known as 
“Moms." 

Bessie Smith is featured on 
"Gimme a Pigfoot" and Rill 
Robinson, one of the standout 
showmen of the 192fls, comes up 
on "Doin' the New I aw Down." 

Butterbeans and Susie, a 


long-forgotten husband and wife 
team, may be heard again on

NEW YORK (UPI) - Two 
men recently drove their 
automobile into an apartment 
house parking lot in subruban 
New York City, hitched the car 
to a trailer containing a $5,000 
boat and calmly drove away. 

An apartment house tenant 
who happened to be in the lot 
helped them make the hitch 
and wished them "a good trip." 

"How was I to know," he told 
police later, "that they were 
stealing the boat?” 

With the sudden upsurge in 
the popularity of boat traile- 
ring, this type of theft is on the 
rise and, according to one 
insurance company spokesman, 
the problem is “reaching 
epidemic proportions." 

It is particularly acute in 
southern Florida, New Orleans, 
Detroit and parts of metropoli¬ 
tan New York City, says Carl 
S. Cichon, director of marine 
services for State Farm Fire 
and Casualty Co. 

Cichon says the total his 
company paid policyholders 
whose boats had been stolen 
grew nearly threefold — to 
$1,177,000 from $472,000-be- 
tween 1969 and 1P7! 

Boats Easy To Steal 

Policyholder compensation 
for theft now amounts to 21 per 
cent of State Farm’s total loss 
dollars on boat insurance," 
Cichon said. "While figures for 
1972 are not yet available, the 
upward trend is continuing.” 

Boats are far easier to steal 
and dispose of than cars, 
Cichon pointed out. Moreover, 
the recovery rate is low— 
perhaps 5 per cent for pleasure 
boats compared with about 85 
per cent for autos. 

"Most states have only 
minimal boat registration 
laws,” Cichon said. "In any 
case, it’s an easy matter for a 
knowledgeable thief to obtain 
the necessary documents for a 
stolen boat.” 

If a trailer-hauled boat has 
been made difficult to steal, a 
thief is likely either to pass it 
by, give up in the midst of his 
attempt or be caught commit¬ 
ting the crime, Cichon said. 

"While no boat can be made 
100 per cent theftproof,” he 
said, "certain steps can be 
taken to make a craft more

The British did a lot more for 
ties than the French, who didn't 
really forget about them after 
Louis XIII but apparently did 
not have the same knack for 
British old school and regimen¬ 
tal ties. 

The British Tie Manufac¬ 
turers' Association, guilty of 
much of this cravat history, 
reports that there are currently 
8,000 old school ties in Britain, 
8,000 more for clubs and 
institutions, 2,000 army forma¬ 
tion tics, 2,300 for Royal Navy 
ships and establishments and 
2,500 for Royal Air Force units. 

Wide Knots Favored 
Such ties are registered in 
England, so it is easy to keep 
statistics. There are thousands 
more of those identical ties 
being worn by unsuspecting 


Americans who have an affinity 
for British regimental stripes. 

There are police ties, ties for 
making a hole in one in golf 
and, probably less well known, 
a tie which denotes that the 
wearer has run the 25-mile 
course that marks the boundary 
of the City of Cambridge. 

Raymond Burr, as Chief 
Ironside, has one too—the 
London police force gave him 
the tie of Paddington's "D" 
Division and if you have color 
television and good eyesight 
you can catch it some night on 
a rerun.

The Board 
simultaneously issued a special 
report covering student 
enrollment within the area of 
Metropolitan Boston as defined 
by the U. S. Census Bureau's 
Standard Metropolitan 
Statistical Area (SMSA). 

Public two-year colleges and 
institutes showed the greatest 
expansion, enrolling 9.5 percent 
more students than in the 
previous year. The private two- 
year colleges, on the other 
hand, actually experienced an 
overall decline in enrollment, 
losing nearly two percent of 
their 1971 fall enrollment These 


facts, the Board reported, are 
similar throughout the nation 
where the overall growth of two- 
year college degree programs 
continued the major enrollment 
expansion area, 
college degree programs 
continued the major enrollment 
expansion area. 

The great core of New 
England's higher educational

At the university level, as 
defined by the U. S. Office of 
Education, overall growth was 
well below the regional figure, 
standing at less than 2 percent 
above the regional 1971 total.

A second part of the boook 
concerns Chinese foreign policy 
and military strategy.

U.S.Jcoast Guard Reports 
Drmp in Boating A ccidents

lationally, 1,437 persons lost 
leir lives in boating accidents 
during 1972 accordine to the 
annual- Coast Guard report 
Boating Statistics published 
today in Washington, D.C. The 
new figure represents a 
decrease of nearly 10 percent 
from 1971-72, said the Coast 
Guard. 

Regarding the report, Ad¬ 
miral C. R. Bender, com¬ 
mandant of the Coast Guard 
said, “The decrease tends to 
indicate that the substantial 
efforts on behalf of boating 
safety bv the Coast Guard, state 
and local authorities, volunteer 
service organizations, and the 
boating industry over the past 
few years may be taking ef¬ 


fect." “I am cautiously op- 
tomistic that these recreational 
boating safety efforts in con¬ 
junction with the regulations in 
effect or being developed to 
implement the Federal Boat 
Safety Act of 1971, will greatly 
aid us in further reducing the 
number of fatalities,” the 
commandant said. 

In addition to the decrease in 
the number of deaths reported 
to the Coast Guard, the amount 
of "property damage" statistic 
dropped by nearly two million 
dollars. Injuries also decreased, 
from 897 to 929. However, the 
reported number of accidents 
increased from 3,909 in 1971 to 
3,942. 

There was a normal increase 
in the category of numbered 
boats over the previous year, up 
400,000 to a new total of 5,910,794 
- an increase of 7.3 percent. 


The data on fatal boating 
accidents is considered quite 
reliable according to a Coast 
Guard spokesman. However, it 
is not possible to accurately 
verify the degree to which non- 
fatal accidents and property 
damage have been reported to 
the Coast Guard, he said. 
Furthermore the Coast Guard 
maintains that a concerted 
effort will be made during the 
coming year to acquaint the 
boatman with his responsibility 
in the matter of accident 
reporting. 

Last year in the four New 
England states under the 
jurisdiction of the 1st Coast 
Guard District-Maine, Mass., 
N.H. and R.I.-reported boating 
•fatalities declined to 61 from the 
1971 total of 85 deaths, close to a 
25 percent reduction.

and other defensive devices,

During a lesson, most tennis professionals will teach a 
student the fundamentals, and the strategy of tennis. 
However, many pros overlook teaching the etiquette of the 
game. As a result, there are very few newcomers to tennis 
who actually know the proper way to behave on a tennis 
court. Here arc a few rules that one should abide by when on 
a tennis court 

1. Dress code: Many clubs require that only white attire 
be worn on the courts. If you are not sure of the dress 
requirements, find out before you go out on the court. It is 
embarrassing to you, and to the people playing with you, 
when you're told that you can’t play in your blue bathing 
suit. Other dress requirements may include: SMOOTH 
SOLED SNEAKERS (usually this is only required at clubs 
which have clay court surfaces), shirts being worn at all 
times, and special bumbers for metal rackets. Again, a 
simple call to the tennis pro, ahead of time, will help avoid 
embarrassing situations. 

2. Court courtesy: Because most tennis courts are 
spaced closely together, you have to be careful not to 
disturb players on the courts surrounding you. There are 
approximately two times when you will have to interrupt 
play on another court The first is when you must coss 
another court to get to your court. It is a good idea to wait 
until the end of a game before cutting through. Ask per¬ 
mission to cross before you do so. If you are playing 
doubles, then all four people in your group should cross at 
the same time. Do not walk through the court—run. The 
second time you may have to interrupt a match on a dif¬ 
ferent court is when you hit a shot over there. Wait until 
they finish the point, then ask for the ball. Never run into 
somebody else's court for your ball. 

3. Court conduct: Players should never shout on a tennis 
court. If you have to discuss something, come to the net to 
do so, rather than yell back and forth from the baseline. 
Profanity is not welcome at any tennis club. If you miss an 
easy shot, think it, but don’t say it. Racket throwing, net 
slamming, and fence beating are unnecessary and un¬ 
sportsmanlike. 

Try to observe these rules and you will always be 
welcome on any tennis court.

Two fourth grade students 
from West Newton have been 
chosen finalists in the U. S. 
Environmental Protection 
Agency's (EPA) Elementary 
Education Ecology Poem and 
Poster Program. 

John A. S. McGlennon, 
Regional EPA Administrator, 
announced that David Par- 
menter and David Alamo, both 
students at the Pierce School in, 
West Newton, had been selected 
as finalists in the program 
which was carried on 
throughout the six New England 
states. 

The program was initiated in 
February when the more than 
4,000 elementary teachers who 
had registered to participate 
began a series of discussions 
and lectures relating to en¬ 
vironmental matters. The 
students were then asked to 
prepare a poem, poster, or short 
story about the environment. 
The two best entries from each 
class were sent to EPA for 
judging. 

A panel of judges represen¬ 
ting various civic, social, 
cultural and environmental 
groups reviewed the more than 
6,000 entries and selected 300 
finalists and 30 meritorious 
achievement award winners. 
Each finalist will be sent cer¬ 
tificates of recognition and each 
meritorious achievement 
award winner will be presented 




with a plaque at a ceremony 
later this spring. 

McGlennon explained that the 
program was designed to bring 
about a greater awareness and 
concern for environmental 
problems at the elementary 
level. 

"The results clearly illustrate 
that elemenary school children 
possess a high degree of sen¬ 
sitivity and awareness for their 
environment as well as ex¬ 
traordinary artistic and 
imaginative capabilities,” 
McGlennon added. 

He concluded by stating that 
he hoped that this program will 
prove to be the catalyst for 
continuing opportunities for 
environmental studies at the 
elementary level.

Tango Packs Them In Despite 
Court's Stamp Of 'Revolting'

“The Last Tango In Pa. 
was rated "not obscene. Jus 
revolting" by the courts li. 

Critics all over the 
country have bad varied reports 
to otter their readers. 

The Boston Globe called It 
"flawed but fascinating" and 
described the picture as 
"scathing, explicit, foul- 
mouthed study of the brute 
beauty of sex between a 
despondent, 45-year-old wash- 

Cinema Review: 
State Of Siege 

STATE OF SIEGE is the third 
picture in a series of political 
films by director Constantine 
Costa-Gavras. First came the 
much praised and much 
trophied "Z," about Justice in 
Greece. Then came an attack on 
political trials in Communist- 
bloc Europe with "The Con¬ 
fession." Now this new picture 
is supposed to expose American 
involvement in an un-named 
la tin American country. 

In that the plot follows the 
story of Daniel Mitrione, a 
specialist for the U. S. Agency 
for International Development 
who was assassinated by 
guerillas in Uruguay three 
years ago. the current film is an 
undisguised effort to attack 
American politics and 
economics. 

T was a little shocked to see 
that the picture boldly declared 
that all die things on the screen 
actually occurred, instead of 
admitting that the plot merely 
had a large basis of truth. 

One of the "truths" which I 
find difficult to swallow is that 
police officials in South 
America go to the United States 
to be taught in a seminar how to 
torture political prisoners and 
how to blow them up. 

One fault with the film is that 
it is hard to sympathize with the 
guerillas, known as Tupamaros, 
in their trial of the U. S. official 
Philip Michael Santore (played 
by Yves Montand). Disguised 
by brown hoods as they in¬ 
terrogate the captured 
capitalist representative, the 
young men and women remind 
me too much of Ku Klux Klan, 
South American style. 

That Costa-Gavras is a top 
filmmaker must be conceded. 
That he Is a worker In the cause 
of revolution has to be 
acknowledged. That he wants to 
denigrate capitalism as typified 
by the United States (and 
Santore) is proved by “State of 
Siege." 

This is a political picture, 
making use of contrasts with 
tiie customary Costa-Gavras 
expertise, but astoundingly dull 
during the endless 
"examination” of the captive. 
Even a good actor like Yves 
Montand has uphill going to 
give his role color and mild 
excitement. In "Z" we all 
cared. 

In this film we wish the story 
would come to its end so that the 
magnificent funeral services 
could be seen as the spectacular 
finale. We have already known 
that Santore has been killed for 
most of the picture. 


out and a flippant 20 -year-old 
girl." 

This critic scoffs at Pauline 
Keel's much publicized 
declaration that the movie is a 
genuine cinematic 
breakthrough, but he does find a 
few good things to say — such as 
"the cumulative experience of a 
terrified soul in search of itself, 
ending with bitter, bruising' 
awareness." 

Another critic saw the film as 
"nobody’s masterpiece, neither 
of filmmaker Bertolucci nor 
performer Marlon Brando." 
And the adjectives that ran 
through the review varied from 
"fascinating," "elegant" and 
“romantic in its pictorial 
qualities" to "Jarring," “ob¬ 
vious" and "non-fulfilling." 

From my viewpoint it is an 
unexpectedly dull motion 
picture. There was one scene of 
deviate sex (edited out of the 
picture In certain parts of the 
world) which I viewed with 
distaste and tedium. Would it 
never end? 

How will Boston receive 
"I^ast Tango" was a question 
asked of me by various In¬ 
terested persons, and with all 
the writing about the film, it 
does seem odd that no one is 
writing about the film's 
audience. 

The first week at the Chcri 
Theatre in Boston, seating 526 
people, the film took in $35,700. 
and the boxoffice has been 
holding close to this figure ever 
since. 

The first week you c^RR't 
buy seats for any perMnance; 
now the people ^Irfeel they 
must see this plnure or die of 
embarrarrassment when their 
"in" friends ask them about It, 
can sneak in during the 
matinees. During nights and 
weekends it's "wall-to-wall 
people,” to quote the diminutive 
Sack Theatres spokesman Nat 
Segaloff. 

Once the colleges close in 
May. 1 suspect that there will be 
vacant seats during the early 
part of the week, even at night. 
What undergraduate at Har¬ 
vard wants to go back to his 
small hamlet in South Dakota 
and confess he hasn't seen what 
is considered the most sen¬ 
sational film of the year? So 
part of the flood of people to the 
box office at the Cheri 3 
Theatres have been young men 
and women who find status 
among their peers by paying the 
rather exorbitant $4.50 ad¬ 
mittance. 

If chided on charging so 
much, Ben Sack is apt to say, 
truthfully, "Tou'd pay $5 in New 
York." 

People pay for what they 
want, and right now it's "The 
Last Tango in Paris." 

True, not everyone can be 
persuaded to pay that much 
when one can get cinema en¬ 
tertainment of a different type 
in the two other theatres of the 
Cheri complex. 

I asked Joe Sasso about the 
kind of patrons who attended 
the film. He said: “The most 
respectable we've had in a long 
time. Very well dressed. Very 
quiet.

Pine Manor Program Introduces 
Students To Needs of Retarded 


Pine Manor Junior College, 
Children's Hospital Medical 
Center, and the Massachusetts 
Department of Mental Health 
have wurked together for the 
past 12 weeks to introduce 
college students to the needs of 
mentally retarded children. 

Pine Manor students have 
learned about developmental 
disabilities in weekly seminars 
given by the staff of the 
Children's Hospital Develop¬ 
mental Evaluation Clinic. They 
in turn worked six hours a week 
with eight mentally retarded 
children at the Department of 
Mental Health Region VI 
developmental day-care center 
located on the Pine Manor 
campus. 

The developmental day-care 
center, co-ordinated by Dr. 
Herbert Needleman for the 
DMH and run by teacher Carol 
Silver, assisted by Delores la 
Fontane, David Tannenbaum, 
and Janet Schwartz, has been at 
Fine Manor since the Fall of 
1971. 

Pine Manor students worked 
with the children, in the center 


as part of a child development 
course. 

During the first yeur, it 
became clear that students 
needed substantial background 
to work with these children in a 
constructive way. With this in 
mind, Pine Manor Behavorial 
Sciences Department Chairman 
John Ried and Children's 
Hospital Developmental 
Evaluation staff member, Dr. 
Bruce Cushna and Mr. William 
Kiernan, jointly developed a 
classroom course dealing with 
developmental disabilities to be 
given in conjunction with the 
field work at the DMH 
developmental center. 

According to Ried, "the 
course which we have worked 
out with Children's Hospital ahs 
brought together several im¬ 
portant ingredients under a 
single roof— interested 
students, knowledgeable and 
experienced professionals, and 
developmentally disabled 
children. At Pine Manor we 
have had an increasing number 
of students interested in the 
problems associated with young 
children. Many of our students 
work with normal children in 


day-care centers in the Boston 
area. Some of our students have 
done special projects or in¬ 
dependent studies with disabled 
children at Children's Hospital. 
This joint effort has enabled 
studenis to pursue these in¬ 
terests in a unique way." 

Dr. Cushna notes, "we have 
had a special opportunity in the 
past few months to deepen the 
students' understanding of 
developmental limitations 
through both the classroom 
setting and in a practical way in 
the campus day-care center.” 

Carol Silver who teaches the 
children observes, "working 
with mentally retarded children 
instead of just learning about 
their problems from a book has 
been a very valuable ex¬ 
perience for the students.” 

The course considered the 
problems of mental retardation, 
cerebral palsy and epilepsy as a 
life perspective from childhood 
through adulthood. 

In addition, community 
resources and agencies which 
promote independence for the 
disabled individual were 
highlighted.

HOCKEY 

Outside of a three - year 
period under coach Bill Jesdale 
in the mid - Sixties, there has 
not been too much to cheer 
about in Newton South's hockey 
history. 

From 1966-69 the Lions were 
strong contenders for the Dual 
County League crown, com¬ 
piling records of 7-5-2, 11-2-1, 
and 8-5-1. 

The 1967-68 team was the best 
in Lion lore, and it earned the 
only tournament berth in the 
pucksters' history. 

That year South featured an 
explosive offense and a superb 
defense. It was a veteran team, 
skating 12 seniors and just four 
underclassmen, and displayed 
the savvy earned by ex¬ 
perience. 

Defensively, South was 
fantastic. Gary Mescon and 
Brad Graham were great on 
defense, but the backbone of the 
team was goalie Dave Roberts 
(now Sports Information 
Director at Boston State 
College) who posted two 
shutouts, collected 225 saves, 
and allowed only 16 goals in 14 
games for a 1.4 goals against 
average. Warren Ross, who saw 
action in parts of five games, 
posted an 0.80 average. 

South rampaged through the 
first part o the schedule winning 
eight games and tying one tc 
hold down undisputed 
possession of first place. South 
even manhandled champion 
Wayland, 4-2. 

The Lions lost to Lynnfield, 3- 
2, in a tense encounter in their 
10th game for their first loss. 
Then they recorded three more 
wins in a row. 

The second win of the streak 
gave South its first tourney 
berth, a 4-1 decision over 
Bedford. 

The third win, a 3-1 edging of 
Westwood, left South in a first - 
place tie with Wayland, a game 
in front of Lynnfield. A last - 
game win would have given 
South a title tie at least, but 
South was upended, 1-0 by 
Lynnfield, in a terrific defen¬ 
sive battle to finish third in the 
league. 

The Lions were blasted, 10-0 
by Melrose in their only ap¬ 
pearance in the tournament, 
despite 55 saves by Roberts. 

Tom Rezzuti, 6-6 defenseman 
Jack Dunnigan, Biff Wisner, 
and Roberts, were selections on 
the Dual County League all - 
stars. 

Other leading players from 
the winning era were Jim 
Spinks, Jim O'Connor, and Ron 
Nelson. 

Neil McPhee took over from 
Jesdale in 1969 and has had his 
troubles producing winners. 
The talent from the Thomp- 
sonville area of Newton, the 
chief supplier of players in the 
past, seems to have dried up, 
and the players coming to South 
now have less experience than 
before. McPhee believes there 
will be a long drought on hockey 
success until the city provides 
more facilities for youngsters to 
skate on and play hockey on. 
Until that time he foresees 
problems for South's icemen.

(football, basketball, hockey, 
baseball) this one has enjoyed 
the most success. There have 
been nine winning seasons in 
the 12 that the team has com¬ 
peted, and numerous cham¬ 
pionships. 

The 1965 team compiled the 
best mark In school history, 
going 17-3 and capturing the 
Suburban League crown. The 
1969 team was 13-6 and ad¬ 
vanced to the quarterfinals of 
stotc competition, and in 1971 
the team was 11-4 and won the 
Dual County League. Last year, 
despite an 11-3 mark, the South 
diamond nine finished third and 
couldn't compete in the state 
tournament. 

Don Sutherland, who later 
moved to track, coached the 
baseball team through its first 
three seasons. He was suc¬ 
ceeded by Paul Linscott in 1964 
and Linscott in turn was 
followed by current coach Neil 
McPhee, who took over in 1969. 

Star players throughout the 
baseball team’s history have 
abounded. One of the chief 
reasons that South baseball has 
been so successful, (as well as 
Newton High) is because of the 
extensive Little League and 
summer programs offered to 
boys growing up in Newton. The 
two taken in combination, 
provide strong feeding grounds 
for the local high schools. 

Bruce Mcl-ean's third varsity 
sport is the one he went on to the 
most success in after 
graduation. The hard - throwing 
hurler was All - Suburban as a 
pitcher as a senior and also 
batted .265, .298, and .380. After 
spending tliree years as a pit¬ 
cher for Bowdoin College he 
signed a contract with the St. 
Louis Cardinals’ organization. 
Bursitis forced him into an 
early retirement however. 

Bob Kenney was an all - state 
pitcher who struck out 127 
batters id 70 innings in his 
senior year, while recording a 7- 
2 slate. In one game he fanned 
23 men. Kenney turned down a 
$100,000 bonus offer to go to 
Yale where He also excelled.in 
baseball. 

Dave Greenblatt was the 
backstop who caught Kenney, 
and he was a solid hitter as well 
as reliable receiver. Greenblatt 
continued his baseball career at 
Amherst College. 

The star hurler on the 
championship squad of 1965 was 
Bob Geist. Geist was 6-2 with an 
ERA of 1.95 and won the 
decisive game in the battle for 
the pennant with Waltham 
High. He was second - team all - 
state and later played for 
Northeastern. 

John Passarini was Geist's 
catcher and he batted .297 
during that season. However, 
Passarini’s big year was a year 
later when he swung for an 
incredible .467 average and was 
named All - Suburban. 

Other stars from the early 
years were Jeff Sones, Steve 
Sones, Charlie and Frank 
Rezzuti, Dick Moses, Bruce 
Fitzpatrick and Mike 
Nathanson. 

South's teams of the last few 
years have also been loaded 
with talent. The 1969 squad was 


paced by Tom Rezzuti, who 
batted .361 and led the team 
with 26 hits, 17 runs, and 15 
stolen bases. 

The chief strength of that 
team was its pitching and 
principally the arms of one 
righthander, Frank Hurvitz, 
and one lefthander, Jimmy 
Gamble. 

Hurvitz, chosen as an All - 
Suburban hurler, finished 7-1, 
with 53 strikeouts in 58 innings 
and an earned run average of 
1.45. 

Gamble fanned 71 batters in 
52 innings and tossed a no - 
hitter, one - hitter, and a two - 
hitter. 

The success of the last two 
years’ teams has not been so 
much because of the tremen¬ 
dous talent and overwhelming 
performances the Lions have 
received. It is because McPhee 
has trained his team and it is a 
smart, fundamentally sound 
unit. 

Richie Learner, who was 
selected as an all - state cat¬ 
cher, was the dominant factor 
in South’s 1971 success. Lear¬ 
ner, who now attends UMass, 
batted .412, stroked 21 hits, stole 
10 bases, and drove in 16 runs, 
as well as playing supers 
defense. 

Sophomore Ric Voss, 3-1 with 
an 0.94 ERA was the leader of a 
strong mound staff. Voss, 
however, chose to give up the 
game the next season. 

The 1972 team had little 
power, but featured good 
average hitters and strong 
pitching again. Regulars Ron 
Izen, .323, Elliot Lowe, .317, 
Robbie Shahon, .310, Noah 
Young, .290, Rich Hyman, .290, 
and Ned Moan, .272, plus part - 
time players Bill Cormier, .333 
Steve Schertzer, .300, Tony 
Lombardo, .285, and Rich Izen, 
.285, gave South some pretty 
fancy averages. 

Mark Fogel, 1-0, 0.72, Ken 
Lourie, 4-1, 1.54, Jim 

Kavanaugh, 2-0, 1.94, and 
Schertzer, 2-0, 2.75, plus a no - 
hitter, provided great pitching. 

Other notables from the 
recent past include, Clem 
Virgilio, Dan Mendelson, Ken 
Stuart, Dave Roberts, Jack 
Dunnigan, and Emmons 
Levine.

OUTDOOR TRACK 
John Parnell, the father of 
three outstanding athletes for 
Newton South, John Jr., Steve, 
and Nicky, was the original 
Newton South outdoor track 
coach. 

The teams had a rough time 
in their first two years under 
Parnell, but at the same time 
Don Sutherland moved over 
from baseball, the best track 
talent in South history moved 


in. Sutherland's teams didn’t 
have great winning records (in 
fact, the best team mark ever 
was 3-2.) but the team was a 
contender for the Class B crown 
and most of the schools records 
were set before he left on his 
three - year sabbatical to South 
America. 

For three years South was in 
the top five teams in the Class B 
championships, in 1965 coming 
within one - half point of win¬ 
ning the title. 

TTie real history of South 
outdoor track can be summed 
up in two words — Mark Young. 
Young, now an assistant to his 
old mentor Sutherland, was 
incredible at any distance. 

Young is unquestionably the 
greatest runner ever to go near 
a Newton South uniform. He 
dashed a school record 21.9 in 
the 220, captured the New 
England 440 in 49.3, was the 
Class B mile and Massachusetts 
All - State mile champion in 
4:25.1, and logged a 9:58 two - 
mile in his only try at the race. 
All are school records. He also 
ran the second fastest 880, 
2:00.6, in his only try at that 
distance, anchored the school 
record half - mile relay team, 
and anchored the distance 
medley team which set a St. 
John’s Relays mark which 
stood for years. 

Young is in a class by himself 
when it comes to describing 
Newton South outdoor track. 

One mark Young didn’t touch 
was the 100 - dash record. Ricky 
Goldstein's 10.1 is the best 
there. 

Soren Speatzeck - Olsen 
equalled Young’s best 220 ef¬ 
fort, and Steve Weisman was 
also strong in the event. 

Bill Collins and Stan Dolberg 
are the other best quarter - 
milers. 

Bill Bridge managed to keep 
the 880 record away from Young 
with his 1:59.8 standard. He 
later competed for Dartmouth. 

Chuck Pottey is the only man 
to run respectable mile and two 

- mile times outdoors besides 
Young and Bridge. 

Dave Peters, Dan Greenblatt 
and Andy Mann are the best 120 

- yard and 180 - yard hurdlers in 
school history with most of the 
marksj;oing to Peters. 

The field events are not 
dominated by one man, and, in 
fact, no one has more than one 
record. 

School record - holder 
Richard Green is the only 
javelin thrower of note. Stew 
Moss and Ray Friedn are the 
top shot - putters. And Areman 
Kojoyian and Charley Ap- 
plestein are the leading discus 
throwers. 

Jay King and Terry Crouch 
are the best pole vaulters the 
Lions ever had. The triple jump, 
the school’s newest event has 
had just two record - holders, 
Ron Schneier (current) and 
Steve Sahl. Sahl owned the 
record for just two weeks. 

Jeff Bergart and Steve 
Parnell, both state meet 
placers, are the springiest long - 
jumpers while Nick Parnell is 
unquestionably the best high • 
jumper with John Ariansor 
holding down a solid second.

Servicemen overseas will be 
briefed on their veterans 
benefits by military personal 
f fairs counselors rather 
than Veterans Administration 
representatives under a VA- 
Dcpartment of Defense 
agreement effective July 1. 

Since 1967, VA counsellors 
have been stationed in nine 
overseas locations, and military 
hospitals and separation points 
in the United States, in an all - 
out informational effort. The so 
- called "Outreach" effort will 
be continued, but instead of 
briefing servicemen in¬ 
dividually as in the past, VA 
experts will train military 
counsellors. VA will con¬ 
centrate its efforts on those who 
have been discharged from 
military service. 


During the five years ot the 
VA - military counselling 
program, VA counsellors were 
stationed in Europe, Vietnam, 
Okinawa, Japan, Korea and 
aboard aircraft carriers in 
those areas. Almost two million 
servicemen received group 
briefings or personal interviews 
before returning to the United 
States. Three million additional 
servicemen "got the word" 
from VA counselors at 300 
military separation points and 
180 military hospitals. Advance 
application for veterans' 
benefits were also completed by 
the VA counselors. 

The new counseling program 
stems from a recent law (P.L. 
92-540) which places greater 
informational responsibility on 
military service branches. 


EDITOR’S NOTE — Veterans 
and their families are asking 
thousands of questions con¬ 
cerning the benefits their 
Government provides for them 
through the Veterans Ad¬ 
ministration. Below are some 
representative queries. Ad¬ 
ditional information may be 
obtained at any VA office. 

Q — What is this work - study 
program for veterans I keep 
hearing about? 

A — A program authorized 
under a recent law which allows 
the Veterans Administration to 
advance up to $250 in extra 
allowances to veterans enrolled 
in Uk agency's education 
progrwns.

A. The Coast Guard says the 
best personal floatation device 
is the life preserver stamped or 
tagged with a U.S. Coast Guard 
approval. It should be worn at 
all times. The life preserver is 
colored a bright, highly visible 
Indian-orange color shade and 
should not be confused with a 
buoyant vest which may be in 
any color and generally con¬ 
tains less floatation material.

Preventive medicine is 
eliminating a threat to dogs 
which caused many dog owners 
to support mosquito spraying. 

The threat is heartworm 
disease, a debilitating and 
usually fatal disease that af¬ 
flicts only dogs. The 
microfilariae (worms) which 
may eventually become adult 
heartworms are transmitted 
from dog to dog by mosquito 
bites. Veterinarians assure that 
the heartworm that lives in dogs 
never is a threat to humans. 

Dogs can be given medicine 
which kill microfilariae before 
they can ^mature into adult 
heartwornuk The medicine is 
administerOl at home, 
sometimes but depending 
upon the size^the dog. The 
medicine can Mobtained only 
through veterina^Lis and must 
be used accord!^, to their 
directions. 

Heartworms con tin! 
serious threat to do) 
though the period 
spraying against mosquitos 
rampant and much overdone, 
the last six years during which' 
the use of heartworm 
preventive medicine has in¬ 
creased, there are indicatons of 
a decline of the disease, Dr. 
Edgar W. Tucker of Concord, 
Mass., says. Dr. Tucker is a 
pioneer in heartworm treat¬ 
ment in the Northeast and was 
among the first to perform open 
heart surgery on dogs to 
remove the parasites. 

While there may be several 
factors involved in an estimated 
15 per cent decline in occurance 
of heartworm cases last year, 
Dr. Tucker believes that 
preventive treatment of dogs 
has been a significant factor. 

Before treatment begins, a 
sample of blood from the dog is 
inspected by the veterinarian to 
determine whether 
microfilariae are present If 
they are absent, preventive 
medicine — which comes in pill 
form — may be used. Since the 
life - cycle of the heartworm 
requires about eight months to 
progress from injection of 
microfilaria to adult heartworm 
which produces Us own swarm 
of microfilariae, tests in New 
England ordinarily are made in 
June. 

Best test results usually in¬ 
volve a blood sample taken in 
the evening after a dog has been 
fed. Because of this, many 
veterinarians have set up 
clinics on certain evenings 
when they take samples from 
several dogs. Test results are
